The  Council  discussed 
B.P.  revision  arrangements  (p.  53). 

J.  A.  Gibson,  an  Edinburgh  chemist,  has  communi- 
cated an  instructive  paper  to  the  Nineteenth  Century  on  the 
open-air  cure  of  consumption.  We  comment  upon  it,  and 
give  a  portrait  of  the  author  (p.  58).

Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  wilFagain  form 
the  subject  of  the  exercise  in' qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  of  salts  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic 
examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and 
proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the 
only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  January  18, 
and  the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports^will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  Janu- 
ary 28.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the 
work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Reports. 

The  powder  distributed  for  analysis  last  month  consisted 
of  2  parts  of  magnesium  hydrocarbonate,  1  part  of  calcium 
phosphate,  and  1  part  of  potassium  sodium  tartate. 

Its  calculated  composition  was : —

Slight  traces  of  iron,  sulphuric  acid,  and  chlorine  were 
present  as  impurities. 

Samples  of  the  mixture  of  salts  were  sent  to  62  corre- 
spondents, and  31  reports  of  analyses  were  received  in 
reply.  There  are  comparatively  few  errors  to  record : 
calcium,  potassium,  and  sodium  were  each  omitted  by 
4  students,  while  8  failed  to  detect  tartaric  acid ;  in  the 
latter  case,  however,  5  of  the  students  detected  citric  instead 
of  tartaric  acid.  The  two  constituents  of  magnesium  carbon- 
ate and  the  phosphoric  radicle  were'detected  by  all  our 
correspondents. 

The  omission  to  detect  an  organic  acid  occurred  in  only 
three  cases,  and  was  due  in  each  instance  to  failure  to  observe 
the  carbonisation  which  took  place  when  the  powder  was 
heated.  Not  only  was  there  very  distinct  carbonisation, 
there  was  also  a  marked  production  of  the  empyreumatic 
gases  so  characteristic  of  tartrates  and  citrates  when 
heated. 

In  distinguishing  between  tartaric  and  citric  acids  many 
of  our  correspondents  'died  largely  on  the  fact  that  the 
former  gives  a  precipitate  in  the  cold  with  calcium  chloride, 
the  latter  only  on  boiling.  In  many  cases  sufficient  time 
was  not  allowed  for  the  formation  of  the  precipitate,  the 
conclusion  that  no  precipitate  was  produced  being  too 
hastily  drawn.  Calcium  tartrate  separates  from  dilute 
solutions,  such  as  must  necessarily  have  been  used  in  this 
case,  in  the  form  of  crystals;  and  it  must  be  remembered 
that  all  crystals,  however  minute,  are  the  product  of  growth, 
and  growth  occupies  time.  Another  source  of  error  was  the 
presence  of  free  sodium  or  potassium  hydroxide,  which  had 
the  effect  of  preventing  the  separation  of  calcium  tartrate 


until  the  solution  was  warmed,  thus  causing  it  to  simulate 
calcium  citrate. 

The  production  of  a  silver  mirror  by  the  reduction  of  an 
ammoniacal  solution  of  silver  nitrate  is  a  convenient  re- 
action for  distinguishing  a  tartrate  from  a  citrate.  The 
experiment  is  best  employed  as  a  means  of  distinguishing 
the  calcium  salts,  and  a  very  minute  quantity  of  calcium 
tartrate  suffices  for  the  purpose.  On  treating  calcium 
tartrate  with  a  little  ammonia,  adding  a  crystal  of  silver 
nitrate,  and  then  gradually  applying  heat,  it  is  scarcely 
possible  to  fail  in  producing  a  silver  mirror  on  the  side  of 
the  test-tube.  The  heat  is  best  applied  by  placing  the 
test-tube  in  cold  water  and  gradually  heating  the  water. 
If  heat  be  too  rapidly  applied,  the  silver  will  s  eparate  as 
a  black  powder,  just  as  it  does  in  the  case  of  a  citrate. 

In  dealing  with  the  acid  solution  of  the  ammonia  pre- 
cipitate, from  which  the  phosphoric  radicle  is  to  be 
separated,  some  students  too  literally  carry  out  the  instruc  - 
tions of  the  text-books  to  nearly  neutralise  the  acid  by  the- 
addition  of  sodium  carbonate.  Some  free  hydrochloric  acid 
should  remain ;  there  is  no  risk  of  its  doing  any  harm  if 
sufficient  sodium  acetate  is  added,  because  when  this  is  done 
the  free  hydrochloric  acid  disappears,  and  free  acetic  takes- 
its  place.  The  presence  of  this  free  acetic  acid  is  an  im- 
portant consideration,  as  it  is  the  free  acetic  acid  which 
prevents  calcium,  or  such  other  alkaline  earth-metal  as  may 
be  present,  from  being  precipitated  as  phosphate.  A  good 
deal  of  sodium  acetate  must  be  used,  because  it  has  to 
supply  the  acetic  radicle  to  take  the  place  of  the  chlorine  in 
any  excess  of  the  ferric  chloride  subsequently  added,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  free  hydrochloric  acid.

Kingswalden. — The  behaviour  of  turmeric-paper  with  hydro- 
chloric acid  to  which  you  refer  is  well  known.  Fresenius  draws- 
attention  to  the  necessity  for  carefully  distinguishing  between  the 
effect  produced  by  hydrochloric  acid  and  that  produced  by  boric- 
acid.  You  should  consult  the  article  "  Turmeric  "  in  Thorpe's 
"Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry,"  and  the  article  on  "Cur- 
cumin,"  the  colouring  matter  of  turmeric,  in  Watts'  "  Dictionary 
of  Chemistry." 
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Omega. — Though  your  results  were  correct,  your  method  was 
wrong,  and  would  have  given  erroneous  results  if  some  of  the 
metals  for  which  you  sought  had  been  present.  For  very  obvious 
reasons  the  heavy  metals  and  arsenic  are  precipitated  as  sul- 
phides from  an  acid  solution.  You  tried  to  precipitate  arsenic, 
antimony,  and  tin,  which  fortunately  were  not  present,  by  passing 
sulphuretted  hydrogen  through  an  alkaline  solution.  A  syste- 
matic analyis  in  the  wet  way  should  be  carried  out  with  one 
solution,  instead  of  resorting  at  various  stages  to  fresh  portions  of 
the  original  solution. 

Aberthau.— You  should  have  detected  more  than  a  trace  of 
calcium  by  the  method  you  employed,  but  the  method  is  not  a 
good  one :  you  should  try  to  peparate  the  metals,  so  far  as 
possible,  not  merely  to  detect  them  in  presence  of  one  another. 
The  best  plan  was  to  remove  the  phosphoric  radicle  in  combina- 
tion with  iron  in  the  presence  of  ammonium  acetate  and  free 
acetic  acid.  The  calcium  could  then  be  detected  by  the  ordinary 
methods  of  analysis. 

A.  J.  Bills. — The  flame-colouration  of  the  original  powder  and 
of  the  residue  containing  the  alkali-metals  pointed  to  more  than  a 
trace  of  sodium  :  some  of  our  correspondents  had  no  difficulty  in 
precipitating  it  with  potassium  metantimonate. 

Leo. — The  production  of  the  silver  mirror  by  the  reducing 
action  of  a  tartrate  on  an  ammoniacal  solution  of  silver  nitrate 
requires  care.  There  is  little  chance  of  succeeding  unless  you 
learn  by  trial  what  precautions  must  be  observed. 

R.  Pickup. — You  boiled  a  portion  of  the  powder  with  sodium 
carbonate,  added  nitric  acid  'in  excess,  and  neutralised  with 
sodium  hydroxide.  You  found  that  this  solution  did  not  give  a 
precipitation  in  the  cold  with  calcium  chloride,  but  did  on  boiling. 
Though  you  do  not  mention  it,  you  may  have  added  more  calcium 
chloride  after  you  heated  the  liquid.  In  this  case  your  failure  to 
precipitate  the  tartrate  in  the  cold  was  due  to  the  presence  of  too 
little  calcium,  which  must  be  present  in  sufficient  quantitjr  to 
combine  with  all  the  tartaric  radicle  present,  because  tartrates  of 
the  alkali-metals  dissolve  calcium  tartrate.  A  more  probable 
explanation  is  that  you  had  used  too  much  alkali  in  neutralising 
the  solution.  Alkaline  hydroxides  dissolve  calcium  tartrate,  and 
the  tartrate  separates,  as  you  observed,  on  boiling. 

T.  G.  Griffiths. — Your  failure  to  detect  calcium  was  due 
either  to  the  use  of  too  much  sodium  carbonate  in  neutralising  the 
solution  to  which  you  afterwards  added  sodium  acetate  and  ferric 
chloride,  or  perhaps  to  your  haying  too  hastily  concluded  that 
ammonium  carbonate  gave  no  precipitate.  Very  likely  both  causes 
contributed  to  your  result. 

,  Turps. — It  is  probable  that  you  precipitated  some  of  the 
calcium  along  with  ferric  phosphate  and  basic  ferric  acetate — a 
result  certain  to  take  place  if  free,  acetic  acid  were  not  present  in 
sufficient  quantity.    See  remarks  to  T.  G.  Griffiths. 

T.  H.  Moore. — You  have  not  made  an  experimental  study  of 
the  reactions  which  distinguish  a  tartrate  from  a  citrate  ;  you  can- 
not expect  to  understand  these  reactions,  so  as  to  applv  them 
practically,  by  simply  reading  about  them.  The  silver  mirror  is 
characteristic  of  a  tartrate,  not  a  citrate. 

Jegow. — You  omitted  a  very  important  observation  :  when  the 
powder  was  heated  in  a  tube  it  darkened  in  colour,  at  the  same 
time  emitting  an  empyreumatic  odour,  like  that  of  sugar  when 
burnt.  This  pointed  to  a  tartrate  or  citrate.  Though  you  tried 
the  action  of  sulphuric  acid,  you  observed  nothing  but  effer- 
vescence. On  heating,  the  acid  darkened  in  colour,  becoming 
nearly  black.  A  powder  containing  only  the  substances  you 
detected  would  not  have  behaved  in  this  way. 

J.  E.  Stott. — Your  report  states  exactly  what  you  ought  to 
have  done,  and  if  you  had  carried  out  the  work  in  strict  accord- 
ance with  the  report,  the  results  would  have  been  correct.  The 
addition  of  ammonia  in  excess  to  an  acid  solution  of  the  powder 
gave  a  copious  precipitate  of  calcium  phosphate.  You  got  only  a 
slight  precipitate,  so  you  cannot  have  used  enough  ammonia.  A 

I  drop  of  the  ordinary  solution  of  ammonia  on  the  side  of  a  test- 
tube  will  give  a  strong  smell  of  ammonia,  although  the  liquid 

i  below  it  may  be  strongly  acid. 

S.  E.  Blackburn. — You  should  prepare  a  mixture  of  the  same 
I  composition  and  try  the  effect  of  heat  upon  it,  also  the  effect  of 
i  heating  it  with  sulphuric  acid.  A  mixture  containing  1  part  of 
I  an  organic  salt  with  3  parts  of:  inorganic  matter  will  not  give 
1  as  marked  'indications  of  carbonisation  as  if  it  contained  organic 
salts  only. 

E,  H.  H. — See  remarks  to  S.  H.  Blackburn.  You  cannot  too 
1  carefully  observe  the  effects  of  heat  upon  a  substance.  A  great 
j  deal  of  valuable  information  about  the  nature  of  the  substance 
j  under  examination  can  generally  be  obtained  from  a  few  simple 
|  heat-experiments. 

Hydrargyrum. — The  fact  that  the  powder  did  not  fuse  was  not 
:  proof  of  the  absence  of  the  alkali-metals ;  it  showed  that  the 
I  mixture  did  not  consist  of  fusible  salts,  and  that  if  a  fusible  salt 


was  present  it  could  not  be  in  quantity.  In  the  analyses  of  mix- 
tures you  must  remember  that  the  properties  of  a  salt  may  be 
largely  modified  by  admixture  with  other  bodies. 

Emulsio  MoRRHUiE.  — The  precipitate  you  obtained  with 
platinic  chloride  consisted  of  potassium  platinic  chloride,  not  the 
ammonium  salt.  Ammonia  was  not  evolved  on  heating  the  powder 
with  caustic  potash.  You  omitted  to  examine  your  solution  of  the 
powder  for  the  alkali-metals. 


The  Winter  Tournament. — Our  competitors  are  fighting 
keenly  for  the  half-yearly  prize.

British  Medical  Museum. 

When  the  British  Medical  Association  meets  at  Portsmouth 
this  year,  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Ward  Oousins,  a 
museum  or  exhibition  will  be  held  on  the  lines  which  have 
previously  been  followed.  The  meeting  will  last  from 
August  1  to  4.  The  local  arrangements  are  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  James  McGregor,  9  St.  Mary's  Crescent,  Fratton  Road, 
Portsmouth. 

Dangerous  Chemical-refuse. 

At  the  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  January  9,  Messrs. 
Burt,  Boulton  &  Haywood,  chemical-manufacturers,  West 
Silvertown,  were  fined  51.  and  eighty  guineas  costs  for  throw- 
ing injurious  matter  into  the  Corporation  sewers,  contrary  to 
Section  16  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act.  A 
second  fine  of  11.  and  7*.  costs  was  imposed  for  allowing 
dangerous  chemical-refuse  to  enter  the  sewers,  contrary  to 
Section  17  of  the^same  statute. 

The  Diachylon- pill  Case. 

At  Leicester  Bo)ough  Quarter  Sessions,  on  January  5, 
Sarah  Hands  was  indicted  tor  unlawfully  supp'ying  a  certain 
noxious  drug— namely,  oleate  of  lead — to  Rose  Burgess  with 
intent  to  procure  miscarriage.  The  case,  which  has  pre- 
viously been  referred  to  in  Tub  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
arose  out  of  the  death  of  the  woman  Burgess's  child  from 
lead-poisoning.  Evidence  for  the  prosecution  went  to  show 
that  the  accused  sold  to  Mrs.  Burgess  certain  pills,  after 
taking  which  she  had  a  mi.-carriage,  and  subsequently  had 
to  be  treated  for  lead-poisoning.  She  got  better,  but  finding 
J  herself  again  pregnant  she  procured  more  of  the  pills,  and 
again  had  a  miscarriage,  and  was  removed  to  the  infirmary, 
where  it  was  found  that  her  system  was  saturated  with  lead. 
The  prosecuting  counsel  stated  that  there  were  found  in  the 
prisoner's  house  a  pill  machine  and  a  number  of  pills.  The 
pills  and  scrapiDgs  from  tbe  pill-machine  were  analysed  and 
found  to  contain  oleate  of  lead. 

Mr.  Lewis  Ough,  analytical  chemist,  who  gave  evidence  of 
the  analyses,  stated  that  there  was  no  difficulty  in  buying 
diachylon  anywhere. 

For  the  defence  it  was  crntetded  that  the  accused  carried 
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on  a  perfectly  legitimate  trade,  and  supplied  pills  of  a  harm- 
less character  to  cure  female  irregulauries.  In  cross- 
examination  prisoner  admitted  that  her  pills  were  sold  as 
,;  Nurse  Bond's  pills."  She  had  made  diachylon  into  plasters, 
but  never  into  pills.  It  was  true  that  she  told  the  Coroner 
at  the  inquest  on  the  woman  Burgess's  child  that  she  issued 
a  circular  stating  that  she  supplied  pills  to  cure  colds  and 
obstructions.  These  pills  were  not  specifically  to  cure  colds, 
but  by  removing  obstructions  colds  were  frequently  cured. 
Asked  why  she  did  not  put  her  proper  name  and  address  on 
the  circular,  she  said  she  had  no  idea.  Mr.  Arthur  Wellings, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Wand,  of 
Leicester,  deposed  that  his  firm  were  in  the  habit  of  making 
pills  for  the  prisoner  which  were  of  a  perfectly  harmless 
character.  Diachylon  was  sold  by  all  chemists,  and  could 
be  readily  obtained.  Prisoner  was  found  not  guilty,  and 
the  Deputy-Eecorder  said  she  had  had  a  merciful  escape. 

Fatal  "Infants'  Preservative." 

The  adjourned  inquest  respecting  the  death  of  Florence 
Edna  Roff,  aged  three  months,  who  died  after  beiDg  given  a 
dose  of  a  medicine  locally  known  as  "  infant- preservative," 
was  held  at  Leicester  on  Monday.  Mr.  Alfred  Berridge, 
chemist  and  druggist,  stated  that  the  infant- preservative 
was  prepared  by  him,  and  it  was  composed  of  essential  oils, 
magnesia,  tincture  of  opium,  a  little  oil  of  juniper,  and  soda. 
The  bottle  produced  would  contain  20  minims  of  the  tincture. 
Dr.  West  stated  that  half  a  teaspoonful  of  the  preservative 
would  contain  ^  mitim  of  tincture,  and  that  would  be  an 
overdose  for  a  child  of  the  age  named.  His  impre=sion, 
however,  was  that  the  deceased  had  received  from  2±  to 
3  minims  of  the  tincture.  The  mother  said  she  did  not 
administer  more  than  an  ordinary  dose  of  the  mixture  to  the 
child,  but  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the  child  died 
from  an  overdose  of  the  preservative. 

Parish  Doctors'  Pay. 

At  the  meeting  of  tha  Driffield  Guardians,  on  January  5, 
it  was  stated  that  last  year  the  doctor  made  up  450  prescrip- 
tions in  8  to  12-oz.  bottles,  supplied  castor  oil  to  the  value  of 
about  21s.,  and  paid  310  visits.  His  salary  was  increased 
from  28Z.  to  40Z. 

At  the  St.  Albans  Board  of  Guardians,  on  January  6,  the 
Rev.  G.  H.  P.  Glossop  proposed  that  the  Board  should  in 
future  provide  all  expensive  medicines  for  the  sick  poor. 
The  proposal  was  stoutly  opposed  as  being  the  "thin  end  of 
the  wedge"  for  an  increased  salary,  and  was  negatived. 

A  Dispensing  Error. 

At  the  adjourned  inquest  which  was  held  at  Heaton  Norris 
on  January  9,  concerning  the  death  of  Patience  Broderick, 
Dr.  Westmacott,  who  had  made  a  post-mortem  examination, 
said  he  had  found  morphia  present  in  the  contents  of  the 
stomach,  and  was  of  opinion  that  deceased  had  died  of 
morphia  -poisoning. 

Walter  Cheadle,  who  said  he  was  a  medical  student,  stated 
that  he  had  had  twelve  years'  experience  in  dispensing 
medicines,  and  had  been  in  the  service  of  Dr.  Greenhalgh  a 
little  over  three  years.  On  the  morning  of  December  31  Dr. 
Greenhalgh  gave  him  a  prescription  and  also  verbal  instruc- 
tions to  make  up  a  4-oz.  linctus  of  morphia  for  deceased. 
Tae  doctor  at  the  moment  changed  the  mixture  from  a  4-cz. 
no  an  8-oz  ,  and  he  was  a  little  confused  in  consequence,  and 
was  not  quite  sure  from  the  prescription  and  the  verbal 
alteration  of  the  dose  what  was  to  be  taken.  There  was  a 
faint  mark  in  the  prescription  meaning  two  tablespoonfuls. 
He  understood  the  drachm  and  a  half  in  the  prescription  to 
mean  morphia-powder,  and  he  did  not  recollect  the  doctor 
telling  him  that  liquid  morphia  was  intended.  He  did  not 
know  perfectly  from  the  prescription  what  quantity  of 
morphia  he  had  to  put  in  the  medicine.  Neither  the  word 
"  linctus  "  nor  the  mark  helped  him.  He  weighed  50  gr. 
of  morphia  and  mixed  it  with  some  gum  acacia,  eight 
drops  of  prussic  acid,  and  some  syrup.  He  calculated  the 
50  gr.  as  the  proper  amount  to  give  f  gr.  in  each  teaspoonful 
dose.  It  did  not  occur  to  him  to  calculate  the  amount  of 
morphia  there  would  be  in  two  tablespoonfuls  until  the 
doctor  spoke  to  him.  Witness  then  foand  what  a  terrible 
mistake  he  had  made. 


Questioned  by  the  Coroner  as  to  why,  if  he  did  not  under- 
stand the  prescription,  he  had  not  waited  to  consult  the 
doctor,  witness  pleaded  that  he  was  suffering  from  neuralgia 
at  the  time,  and  was  not  fit  for  work.  He  could  not  account 
for  placing  a  "  two-tablespoonful "  label  on  the  bottle  after 
calculating  for  teaspoonful  doses,  and  the  Coroner  remarked 
that  |  gr  (the  teaspoonful  dose)  had  even  been  known  to^ 
cause  death.  Further  cross-examined,  witness  said  he  had 
never  before  made  a  prescription  containing  morphia  in  a 
larger  bottle  than  a  2-oz.,  and  the  dose  had  always  been  a 
teaspoonful. 

The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  the  question  for  the 
jury  was  whether  there  had  been  any  negligence  on  the  part 
of  Cheadle.  The  person  who  dispensed  medicines  was  liable 
to  be  committed  for  mans'aughter  if  he  did  not  use  proper 
care.  If  Cbeadle  did  not  understand  the  prescription  he. 
had  no  light  to  make  it  up.  With  rfgard  to  the  prescrip- 
tion, he  could  only  say  it  was  made  out  in  a  most  slip-shod 
manner. 

After  a  long  deliberation  in  private,  the  jury  returned  a, 
verdict  of  death  by  misadventure,  and  the  Coroner,  at 
their  request,  censured  Cheadle  for  his  conduct,  adding  that 
the  jury  had  been  >ery  lenient  towards  him.  The  doctor- 
was  also  to  blame  for  the  incomplete  way  in  which  the  pre- 
scription was  made  out. 

Charges  of  Stealing  from  Wholesale  Houses. 

At  Southwark  Police  Court,  on  January  11,  Alfred  Charles 
Hammersley,  who  last  week  was  charged  with  stealing  a 
bottle  of  syrup  of  hypophosphites  from  his  employers, 
Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  wholesale  druggists,  and- 
William  Cole,  charged  with  receiving  the  same,  again 
appeared  before  the  Magistrate.  For  the  prosecution  it  was 
stated  that  Cole  was  found  to  be  innocent,  and  he  was  dis- 
charged, but  Hammersley,  in  spite  of  the  evidence  of  Mr. 
Charles  Umney  as  to  the  general  satisfaction  he  had  given 
the  firm,  was  sentenced  to  six  weeks'  imprisonment. 

At  South-West  London  Police  Court,  on  January  7; 
George  Saunders,  described  as  a  riveter,  was  charged  with 
stealing  5  cwt.  of  old  lead  belonging  to  Messrs.  May  & 
Baker  (Limited),  chemical  manufacturers,  Garden  Wharf, 
Battersea.  Prisoner  was  seen  getting  over  the  gate  at  the 
entrance  to  the  yard,  and  was  caught  by  the  night-watchman 
and  another  employe  as  he  dropped  from  the  gate.  As. 
prisoner  was  caught  several  other  men  ran  away  leaving 
behind  them  four  bags  containing  the  lead.  Prisoner 
pleaded  not  guilty,  and  was  committed  for  trial.  Before 
leaving  the  court  he  suddenly  turned  round,  and  taking  out 
of  his  pocket  the  small  loaf  of  bread  with  which  every 
prisoner  under  remand  is  provided  on  leaving  Holloway  Gaoi 
in  ihe  morning,  hurled  it  at  the  night- watchman,  who  was 
sitting  behind  him,  exclaiming,  "  This  is  your  doing."  The 
Magistrate  requested  that  the  incident  should  be  reported  to 
the  judge  when  prisoner  came  on  for  trial  at  the  sessions. 

At  the  Mansion  House  on  January  6,  Wesley  James 
Fulcher  was  charged,  on  remand,  with  stealing  a  quantity  of 
otto  of  roses,  valued  at  11Z.,  the  property  of  Messrs.  Harker, 
Stagg  &  Morgan,  wholesale  druggists.  Prisoner,  who  had 
been  for  about  twelve  years  in  the  employment  of  the 
prosecutors,  had  of  late  been  foreman  assistant  in  the 
laboratory.  The  otto  of  roses  and  other  valuable  articles- 
were  kept  in  a  locked  room  the  contents  of  which  were 
examined  every  morning.  In  October  it  was  discovered  that 
2  oz.  of  otto  of  roses  had  been  taken  from  a  bottle,  and  that 
over  3  oz.  of  another  drug  were  missing.  A  few  weeks, 
afterwards  a  bottle  containing  12  oz.  of  otto  of  roses  was- 
discovered  in  a  pocket  of  the  prisoner's  coat.  The  prisoner, 
when  spoken  to,  at  once  admitted  the  theft,  and  said  he 
had  sold  it  for  5s.  per  oz.  He  had  obtained  access  to  the 
room  by  means  of  an  old  key,  which  he  had  thrown  into  the 
furnace.  The  prisoner,  in  pleading  guilty,  asked  for  leniency 
on  behalf  of  his  wife  and  three  young  children.  For  the 
prosecution  it  was  stated  that  they  had  no  animosity  against 
the  accused,  but  they  believed  that  some  person  whose 
name  he  would  not  disclose  was  behind  him,  and  he  was 
sentenced  to  three  months'  hard  labour. 

The  Chemist  Knew  the  Trick. 
At  the  Cardiff  Borough  Quarter  Sessions  on  January  6 
Thomas  Jarvis   ard  Richard  Smith  were  indicted  for 
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attempting  to  steal  by  means  of  a  trick  the  sum  of  9s.  lid, 
from  Mr.  Dan  Thomas,  chemist,  Cardiff.  Mr.  Thomas  stated 
that  Jarvis  came  into  his  shop  and  asked  for  a  pennyworth 
of  citrate  of  magnesia.  He  tendered  half  a  sovereign  in 
payment  and  witness  gave  him  9s.  lid.  change.  Prisoner 
then  said  he  had  made  a  mistake,  and  asked  what  he  had 
given.  Witness  replied  that  it  was  half  a  sovereign,  and 
prisoner  then  wanted  it  back,  but  Mr.  Thomas  refused  to 
hand  it  over.  Smith  came  in  during  the  conversation,  and 
Jarvis  handed  him  the  packet  of  citrate  of  magnesia,  the 
prisoners  going  out  together.  Mr.  Thomas  then  gave  in- 
formation to  the  police.  In  cross-examination  witness 
stated  that  his  suspicions  were  aroused  because  he  had  heard 
of  the  trick  before,  and  although  he  bad  never  been  a  victim 
he  knew  the  method  of  "ringing  the  changes."  Evidence 
having  been  given  as  to  a  further  similar  attempt'to  defraud, 
prisoners  were  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  six  months 
each,  with  hard  labour. 

Theft  of  a  Chemist's  Letters. 
Mr.  le  Brocq,  chemist,  of  Bath  Street,  St.  Heliers,  Jersey, 
has  been  the  victim  of  an  unusual  kind  of  theit,  three  letters 
having  been  stolen  from  his  shop.  One  contained  a  cheque 
for  11.  Os.  8d.,  payable  to  his  order.  A  lad  picked  up  the 
cheque  in  the  Parade,  brought  it  to  Mr.  le  Brocq,  and  was 
given  a  shilling  for  his  honesty.  Inquiry  by  the  police  led 
to  the  arrest  of  a  boy  named  Huston  (13),  who  admitted 
stealing  the  letters.  He  said  he  tore  up  two  of  them  without 
knowing  what  they  were.  The  boy  came  before  the  Magis- 
trate, and  was  condemned  to  a  fortnight's  imprisonment  with 
hard  labour  ;  but  he  was  given  the  benefit  of  the  First 
Offenders  Act,  though  his  mother,  who  said  he  had  a  mania 
for  stealing,  asked  that  he  should  not  be  liberated,  for  other- 
wise when  he  got  home  he  would  recommence  his  thieving 
habits,  and  say,  "  Oh,  they  will  let  me  off  because  of  my 
age ! " 

Table- salt  for  Diabetes. 
At  Modbury,  on  January  6,  an  inquest  was  held  relative 
to  the  death  of  a  quarryman  named  Wood.  Deceased  had 
been  suffering  for  some  months  from  diabetes,  and  had 
consulted  W.  H.  Roberts,  of  Plymouth,  who  gave  deceased 
several  powders  which  were  to  be  dissolved  in  water  and 
injected  into  the  rectum.  Twenty-two  of  the  powders  were 
used,  but  deceased  gradually  got  weaker  and  died.  William 
Henry  Roberts,  residing  at  2  Barton  Crescent,  Mutley,  said 
he  was  not  a  qualified  practitioner,  although  he  advertised 
that  he  could  cure  cancer  and  diabetes.  Deceased  came  to 
him  because  he  had  heard  of  the  complete  manner  in  which  he 
(witness)  had  cured  a  lady  of  a  similar  disease.  He  saw 
deceased  by  arrangement,  but  did  not  examine  him,  nor  did 
deceased  make  any  statement  to  him  relative  to  his  disease 
except  that  he  was  suffering  from  diabetes.  Witness  gave 
him  powders,  and  told  him  to  write  and  let  him  know  his 
habits  and  mode  of  life.  Deceased  paid  him  21.  10s.  on 
account,  leaving  a  balance  of  31.  2s.  The  powders  he  gave 
to  deceased  contained  only  table-salt  for  removing  con- 
stipation, from  which  deceased  also  said  he  suffered.  He 
did  not  treat  or  prescribe  for  deceased,  but  merely  sold  him 
the  powders.  Dr.  Lakeman,  of  Modbury,  said  the  post- 
mortem examination  showed  that  all  the  vital  organs  were 
natural,  and  deceased  might,  and  ought  to,  have  lived  for 
several  years  longer.  He  attributed  death  to  coma  caused 
by  diabetes.  If  the  powders  were  simply  table-salt  they 
were  not  injurious,  and  Roberts's  treatment  did  not  accelerate 
death.  It  was,  however,  probable  that  had  deceased 
received  proper  medical  attendance  he  would  still  be  alive. 
At  the  request  of  the  jury  one  of  the  powders  which 
Roberts  gave  to  deceased  on  the  first  interview  and  one 
which  he  now  produced  were  analysed  and  proved  to  be 
common  table-salt.  The  Coroner  remarked  that  the  inquiry 
had  done  good  in  exposing  a  wicked  fraud  practised  cn 
deceased  and  on  the  public,  and  the  jury  severely  censured 
Roberts,  warning  him  to  be  cautious  as  to  his  future  actions. 

A  Chemist's  Surgical  Treatment. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Ledwyche  on  January  4-  respecting 
the  death  of  John  Thomas  Davies,  aged  19,  who  had  died 
from  lockjaw,  Mr.  George  Woodhouse,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Ludlow,  gave  evidence.  He  said  the  deceased's  father 
brought  his  son  to  him  on  December  20.  His  hand  was 
bound  up,  and  he  said  it  had  bsen  hurt.    The  father  said, 


"The  boy  wished  to  come  to  you."  He  undid  the  rags  and 
found  a  fairly  bad  crush  on  the  fleshy  pait  oi  the  thumb  ■ 
the  back  of  the  hand  was  also  swollen.  Witness  washed  the 
blood  and  dirt  off,  and  cleansed  it.  He  found  no  bones 
broken  or  crushed,  and  he  dressed  it  with  carbolic-oil  lint 
and  a  little  bandage  outside.  He  saw  the  hand  again  almost 
daily  for  about  a  week,  washed  the  wound,  and  gave 
deceased  a  packet  of  camomile-flowers  to  remove  the  swell- 
ing and  pain,  and  a  bottle  of  lotion  to  put  above  the  wrist  if 
he  felt  any  pain.  The  hand  got  better,  and  the  swelling 
went  down.  He  applied  an  antiseptic  lotion  and  also  dusted 
with  iodoform  as  a  precaution.  About  a  week  after  the 
accident  the  youth  looked  bad,  and  complained  of  a  sore 
thioat,  saying  he  had  caught  cold  rabbiting.  Witness 
advised  him  to  see  Dr.  Shackel,  but  deceased  refused.  He 
gave  him  a  few  potash  lozenges.  The  father  of  the  deceased 
said  he  was  sure  Mr.  Woodhouse  had  done  all  he  could  for 
deceased.  Dr.  Shackel  said  when  he  was  called  to  see 
deceased  he  found  symptoms  of  lockjaw.  He  told  the 
parents  what  a  serious  condition  he  was  in,  and  that  his  hand 
ought  to  have  been  seen  before  by  a  qualified  surgeon.  The 
hand  should  have  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  made 
aseptic,  and  kept  so.  Had  he  been  called  in  at  first  deceased 
would  have  had  a  much  better  chance  of  his  life.  It  was 
very  unusual  to  have  lockjaw  from  a  clean  wound  like 
deceased  had,  and  the  exposure  in  driving  to  Ludlow  and 
rabbiting  was  very  bad  for  him.  Had  witness  treated  him 
at  first  he  should  not  have  been  out  of  the  house  for  a  week, 
and  would  not  have  had  lockjaw.  The  jury  found  that 
the  deceased  died  from  tetanic  convulsions  supervening  on 
an  accident. 

Violent  Death  of  Chemists. 
Early  on  the  morning  of  January  7  a  fire  broke  out  on  the 
premises  of  Mr.  James  Cunliffe,  chemist,  at  Mill  Street, 
Padiham,  near  Blackburn.  Mr.  Cunliffe  was  asleep  in  a 
room  over  the  kitchen,  and  appears  to  have  been  awakened 
by  the  smoke,  but  was  unable  to  escape,  and  his  charred 
remains  were  afterwards  found  in  a  corner  of  the  room.  The 
origin  of  the  outbreak  has  not  been  ascerta:ned. 

An  old  man  named  William  Turton  was  run  down  in  the 
dark  by  a  milk-cart  at  Alton,  near  Leek,  on  the  night  of 
January  2.  He  was  promptly  taken  to  Cheadle  Unkn 
Infirmary,  but  died  shortly  after  admission.  Deceased  was 
at  one  time  in  business  as  a  chemist  at  Cheadle,  but  latterly 
had  fallen  into  misfortune,  and  had  gained  a  livelihood  by 
giving  advice  to  farmers  with  respect  to  cattle-complaints. 

At  Battersea,  on  January  9.  an  inquest  was  held  on  the 
body  of  Arthur  John  Conroy  (59),  dispensing  chemist  to  the 
Battersea  Provident  Dispensary.  Deceased  arrived  at  the 
dispensary  as  usual  on  the  morning  of  January  6,  but  was 
shortly  afterwards  found  kneeling  against  a  chair  with  a 
bottle  of  prussic  acid  and  an  empty  glass  measure  in  front  of 
him.  A  doctor  was  sent  for,  but  deceased  only  lived  five 
minutes  after  his  arrival.  A  post-mortem  examination  proved 
the  presence  of  prussic  acid  in  the  stomach,  and  a  verdict  of 
suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  wa3  returned. 

Neglecting  his  Children. 
At  Lambeth  Police  Court,  on  January  6,  Robert  May?, 
formerly  a  chemist's  assistant,now  a  traveller  on  conamissioc, 
was  summoned  for  neglecting  to  maintain  his  three  childrcr, 
whereby  they  were  chargeable  to  the  CamberweH  Board  of 
Guardians.  Defendant  declared  that  a  previous  prcecution 
by  the  Guardians  crippled  him,  and  said  he  was  now  only 
earning  about  6s.  a  week,  but  Mr.  Hopkins  sentenced  him  to 
one  month's  hard  labour. 

Anticipating  Trouble. 
Mrs.  Porrett,  wife  of  the  Homerton  chemist  who  was  some 
time  ago  sent  to  gaol,  in  default  of  finding  a  surety,  for 
assaulting  her,  appeared  before  Mr.  Fordhsm  at  North 
London  Police  Court  on  January  9  and  asktd  what  she  was 
to  do  in  the  event  of  her  husband  coming  out  of  gaol  and 
assaulting  her  again,  as  she  anticipated  he  would  do.  Mr. 
Fordham  :  You  are  rather  anticipating.  You  forget  that  lie 
has  beeD  tent  to  gaol  for  assaulting  you,  and  may  have  been 
taugh>  a  salutary  If  sson.  Mrs  Porrett :  But  what  compeK vi- 
rion shall  I  have  in  case  le  damages  my  goods?  Mr. 
Fordbam:  I  don't  know  that  he  will  do  anythirg  of  tie 
I  kind.    Mr§.  Porrett:  I  should  like  a  protection-order  or  a 
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separation-order.  Mr.  Fordham  :  As  the  case  at  present 
stands  I  can  give  you  neither.  From  what  I  have  gathered 
from  your  appearances  here  you  are  neither  satisfied  when 
your  husband  is  with  you  nor  when  he  is  away.  You  must 
wait  and  see  how  your  husband  behaves  when  he  is  liberated 
from  gaol. 

Fires. 

On  December  31  a  fire  occurred  at  the  establishment  of 
Messrs.  Oxen  &  Co.,  chemists,  Bridge  Street,  Newcastle- 
under-Lyme  A  quantity  of  turpentine  in  the  cellar  in  close 
proximity  to  other  inflammable  material  became  ignited, 
but  the  outbreak  was  soon  discovered  and  quickly  subdued. 

On  January  7  a  slight  fire  occurred  on  the  premises  of  Mr. 
Angus  Knight,  chemist,  at  32  Westgate,  Bradford.  A  couple 
of  firemen  who  were  summoned  succeeded  in  extinguishing 
the  flames  before  they  had  made  much  progress. 

At  Saltney,  Chester,  on  January  6,  the  workmen  at  the 
Dee  Oil-works  discovered  a  huge  still,  containing  3  or  4  tons 
of  paraffin  oil,  all  ablaze.  The  flames  were  so  fierce  that  it 
was  some  time  before  the  employes  were  able  to  extinguish 
them.  This  they  did  ultimately  by  means  of  cartloads  of 
sand.  When  the  fire  was  extinguished  it  was  discovered 
that  the  stillman,  named  Armstrong,  had  been  burnt  to 
death. 

Can  Cure  Consumption. 

An  an  inquest  held  at  Mile  End  on  January  10,  concerning 
the  death  of  a  leather-cutter's  assistant  who  had  suffered 
from  phthisis,  a  juryman,  when  the  Coroner  had  invited 
questions,  said  he  would  like  to  say  that  he  could  cure  con- 
sumption. He  had  a  cure  for  the  spitting  of  blood  as  well. 
The  Coroner  said  that  if  he  could  do  that  he  ought  to  be 
riding  in  his  carriage  and  earning  20,000Z.  to  30.000Z.  a  year. 
Another  juror  asked  why  the  consumption-curer  did  not 
advertise  his  remedy,  and  he  intimated  that  he  would.  He 
was  a  bootmaker  by  trade,  and  guaranteed  to  cure  any 
case  of  consumption,  but  would  not  give  his  recipe  away. 
The  patient  would  have  to  let  him  make  up  the  specific,  for 
if  he  knew  what  it  was  made  of  he  would  not  take  it.  [  An 
interview  with  the  bootmaker  appeared  in  an  evening  paper 
oa  Wednesday.  The  bootmaker  spoke  in  broken  English 
and  gave  the  interviewer  the  impression  that  his  cure  is  a 
milk  affair,  of  which  new-born  babies  may  take  gallons  with- 
out injury.] 

Wanted  a  Hair-restorer. 

At  Bootle  Police  Court,  on  January  11  a  woman  named 
Ohislet  was  charged  with  stealing  a  bottle  of  hair-restorer, 
valued  at  Is  6d.,  the  property  of  Mr.  Robert  Budden, 
chemist,  Derby  Eoad.  The  prisoner  went  into  the  prose- 
cutor's shop  to  make  a  small  purchase,  and  on  going  out  she 
took  the  bottle  of  hair-restorer,  which  was  subsequently 
found  in  her  house,  part  of  the  contents  having  been  used. 
She  was  committed  for  fourteen  days. 

A  Bovine  Visitor. 

On  January  11  a  bull,  on  its  way  to  the  auction  mart,  paid 
a  visit  to  the  newly-refitted  pharmacy  of  Mr.  G  R  Hankin- 
son,  High  (Street,  Uttoxeter.  He  got  well  inside,  but,  changing 
his  mind,  tried  to  get  out,  the  result  being  the  overthrow  of 
a  lighted  gas-stove  and  the  smashing  of  the  door  of  a  large 
glass  case.  Giving  his  tail  a  whisk,  which  swept  several 
bottles  of  scent  off  one  of  the  counters,  he  made  his  way  out- 
side, and  afterwards  visited  two  public-houses  and  a  bank. 

Selling  Laudanum. 

At  an  inquest  before  the  Manchester  Coroner  on  January  11, 
touching  the  death  of  John  Pearson,  a  cab  driver,  who  had 
poisoned  himself  with  laudanum,  deceased's  daughter  said 
that  at  the  first,  chemist's  shop  she  called  at — Mr.  Kidd's — her 
request  was  refused  because  she  said  -he  wanted  it  for  her  father 
to  send  him  to  sleep.  The  girl  next  went  to  Mr  Carter's, 
and  said  it  was  to  mix  with  a  cough-mixture.  There  she 
was  supplied  by  a  lady,  who  placed  a  proper  label  on  the 
bottle.  The  deceased,  after  drinking  the  laudanum, 
instructed  his  daughter  to  wash  off  the  label,  and  sent  her  to 
the  shop  of  Mr.  Potts,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  for  another 
twopenny  worth,  which  was  supplied,  and  a  fresh  label  put  1 
■on.  The  label  was  again  washed  off  and  another  twopenny- 
worth  was  obtained  from  Mr.  Carter.  Deceased  died  next 
moraing.    The  Coroner  said  there  was  no  blame  attaching  to 


the  chemists,  as  they  had  fulfilled  the  requirements  of  the 
law.  A  verdict  of  death  from  an  overdose  of  laudanum 
was  returned.

S.  Connor  &  Sons,  chemists,  Newry,  was  entertained  to 
dinner  by  a  few  of  his  friends  prior  to  his  leaving  for  Belfast, 
where  he  is  taking  up  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  Longford  Prosecution. 

In  the  case  of  the  R.I.C.  v.  Joseph  Smith,  grocer  and 
publican,  of  Longford,  for  selling  Steiner's  vermin-paste,  an 
appeal  to  Quarter  Sessions  has  been  lodged.  It  will  come 
on  for  hearing  on  January  25.  Mr.  Smith  was  convicted 
and  fined  51.,  and  his  assistant  was  also  fined  52.,  for  selling 
the  vermin-paste. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society,  Ireland. — Northern 
Branch. 

The  committee  of  this  Society  met  on  January  6,  in  the 
rooms,  Garfield  Chambers,  Belfast,  Mr.  John  Watson  (Vice- 
President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  J.  D.  Caise,  Belfast,  was  elected 
a  member.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Hon.  Secretaries  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  inviting  the  Society 
to  send  delegates  to  the  next  meeting  of  that  body. 

Mr.  Rankin  reported  that,  in  compliance  with  the  desire 
of  the  committee  expressed  at  a  previous  meeting,  he  had 
interviewed  the  President  and  several  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  with  the 
view  of  obtaining  representation  for  the  Society  on  that 
body.  The  members  whom  he  had  spoken  to  had  signified 
their  pleasure  at  the  prospect  of  receiving  on  the  Council 
representatives  from  the  druggists'  section.  It  was  ulti- 
mately decided  that,  as  the  question  of  recommending  the 
members  to  qualify  for  representation  was  such  an  important 
one,  opportunity  should  be  given  for  a  full  discussion  of  the 
matter  at  the  approaching  annual  meeting.  It  was  sub- 
sequently arranged  that  this  meeting  be  held  on  February  3, 
and  should  assume  a  social  character,  to  which  members 
and  their  lady  friends  would  be  invited.

A  PharmACIEN's  Suicide. — Last  Friday  evening  M.  Paul 
Thibault,  pbarmacien,  of  117  rue  de  Paris,  Aux  Lilas,  near 
Paris,  committed  suicide  by  taking  a  strong  dose  of  corrosive 
sublimate.  He  died  after  suffering  great  pain.  Family 
troubles  seem  to  have  been  the  cause. 

Paris  Society  op  Pharmacy. — Last  year's  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  this  Society,  M.  Leidie,  becomes  President  for  1899 
in  the  ordinary  course.  Professor  Planchon,  the  well-known 
Director  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  been  elected 
Vice-President,  and  M.  Voiry  will  occupy  the  post  of 
Secretary. 

Petroleum  Hair- washes. — The  Prefecture  of  Police  is 
address-ing  a  new  circular  to  the  Paris  hairdressers,  again 
calling  attention  to  the  serious  accidents  that  have  occurred 
by  the  use  of  lotions  having  ether  and  petroleum  as  a  basis. 
The  Council  of  Hygiene  think  the  use  of  these  products 
ought  to  be  prohibited,  but  the  Minister,  acting  on  the 
advice  of  the  Consulting  Committee  of  Hygiene  of  France, 
has  for  the  present  contented  himself  by  ordering  the  police 
to  draw  the  attention  of  coiffeurs  to  the  daEger. 

The  Poor-law  Tariff. — Some  pharmaciens  decline  to 
accept  the  tariff-prices  fixed  by  the  Service  of  Gratuitous 
Medical  Assistance  of  their  JLepartments,  on  the  ground  that 
they  are  insufficient.  Certain  Prefects  in  whose  districts 
these  incidents  have  occurred  have  appealed  to  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  for  instructions,  and,  on  reference  to  the 
Council  of  State,  a  decision  has  been  given  that,  in  the 
event  of  pharmaciens  declining  to  supply  medicaments 
under  the  conditions  named,  doctors  are  entitled  to  prepare 
and  distribute  the  medicaments  themselves  to  poor  patients. 

In  Memory  of  J.  B.  Dumas. — The  following  com- 
memorative inscription  is  to  be  placed  on  No.  4  rue  Saint- 
Dominique,  Paris,  where  the  famous  chemist  Jean  Baptiste 
Dumas  resided  for  many  years : — "  The  house  of  J.  B. 
Dumas,  chemist,  General  Secretary  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences,  born  in  1800,  died  188Q-."  Dumas  first  saw  the 
light  at  Alais,  and  sunny  Cannes  was  his  last  place  of  resi- 
dence. His  principal  studies  were  followed  at  Geneva. 
He  was  a  man  of  many  part,  for  besides  his  leading  profes- 
sion as  a  chemist,  he  was  a  writer  and  a  politician.  He  was 
deputy,  senator,  and  at  one  time  Minister  of  Agriculture. 

The  Paris  1900  Exhibition. — The  "  Group  Committees  " 
are  riow  being  formed  In  Group  XIV.  (chemical  industry) 
M.  Krautz,  Minister  of  Public  Works  (who  is  an  "engineer 
of  State  manufactures"  by  profession),  is  President,  and  M. 
Geo.  Lefebvre,  Secretary.  This  committee  includes  Professor 
Friedel,  of  the  Sorbonne,  M.  Adrian,  the  well-known  manu- 
facturer of  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  M.  Laroche  Joubert, 
of  the  Angouleme  Paper-works,  M.  Auguste  Failliot,  M. 
Antouin  Penin,  two  repiesentatives  of  the  perfumery-trade, 
M.  L.  T.  Piver,  and  M.  Leon  Chiris,  Senator.  Senators 
Poirrier  and  Berthelot  sit  on  the  "  Superior  Committee  "  for 
the  whole  exhibition.  Among  the  thirty-seven  propositions 
for  congresses  which  have  been  "retained"  for  consideration 
by  the  committees  appointed  to  study  the  matter  are  those 
of  pharmacy,  photography,  physical  science,  medicine, 
homoeopathy,  deontology  or  professional  medicine  and  hy- 
giene, and  demography,  Sunday  rest,  &c.

Mr.  William  Langton,  of  the  firm  of  Wm.  Langton  & 
Co ,  London,  has  been  in  New  Zealand  recently  pushing 
business.  Mr.  Langton  was  the  sole  partner  of  the  late  firm 
Langton,  Edden  &  Co.,  but  a  year  ago  associated  his  interests 
with  Messrs.  Lorimer  &  Co.,  Britannia  Row,  N.,  under  the 
name  of  William  Langton  &  Co.,  especially  with  the  view  of 


doing  business  in  the  Australian  colonies,  where  he  has  been 
since  the  beginning  of  1898. 

A  Pharmacy  Act  Inspector  exists  in  New  South  Wales. 
He  is  appointed  by  the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  answers  to 
the  good  Hieland  name  Arjgus  McLeod.  He  has  given 
very  general  satisfaction.  After  doing  Sydney  and  suburbs, 
he  is  to  move  throughout  the  colony,  and  catch  all  illegiti- 
mate poison-vendors  and  unqualified  and  unregistered  persons 
acting  as  pharmacists.  He  carries  with  him  the  Board's 
authority,  under  seal,  to  prosecute  offenders  against  the 
Pharmacy  and.  Poisons  Acts.  His  remuneration  is  part 
salary  and  part  fine,  in  addition  to  travelling-expenses.  Mr. 
McLeod  is  a  pharmacist. 

Proprietary  Poisons  in  Victoria. — Under  the  new 
Pharmacy  Act  in  Victoria  every  bottle  of  chlorodyne  or 
Fellows's  syrup  or  other  proprietary  medicine  containing 
poison  must  be  stripped  and  labelled.  The  CD. A.  says : — 
Whether  it  should  be  offered  to  the  public  without  the 
wrappers,  or  whether  one  end  only  should  be  removed  and 
the  bottle  replaced  after  labelling,  and  whether  a  poison- 
label  should  be  placed  on  the  outside  as  well,  are  matters 
upon  which  chemists  should  agree  and  take  uniform  action. 
[  the  manufacturers  of  such  medicines  must  label  them,  as 
they  only  know  how  much  poison  there  is  in  them. — Ed. 
C.  $  D. 

The  Buting-ASSOCIAtion  which  has  been  started  in 
Wei  ling  ton ,  N  .  Z  ,  by  the  Phai  maceutical  Ass  ociation  there  bu  y  s 
"  patents  "  in  large  quantities  for  cash,  and  distributes  them 
amongst  the  members  who  have  signed  an  agreement  in 
which  the  following  clause  occurs  : — 

We  reserve  to  ourselves  the  right  to  maintain  our  prices,  but 
promise  not  to  sell  below  the  "Chemists'  Price-list"  without  per- 
mission from  the  Association.  The  Association  agrees  to  purchase, 
in  large  quantities  for  cash,  any  article  decided  upon,  and  to  re- 
sell to  members  at  the  net  cost,  only  adding  such  amounts  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  for  advertising  when  necessary. 

The  arrangement  is  workiDg  well,  Messrs.  G.  W.  Wilton, 
E.  W.  Giesen,  and  W.  E.  Woods  being  the  committee  re- 
sponsible for  it. 

Registered  Pharmacists'  Society  of  N.S.W. — A  meet- 
ing of  ten  dissentients  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
New  South  Wales  was  held  at  Sydney,  on  November  24,  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  a  new  society.  The  objects  of  the 
meeting  were  explained  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Bellemey.  It  appears 
that  the  existing  Pharmaceutical  Society  does  not  admit  as* 
members  those  who  have  not  passed  the  Modified  examina- 
tion, and  the  new  venture  is  especially  desirous  of  embracing 
such  persons,  and  to  provide  for  its  members  meeting  or 
club  rooms  for  social  intercourse.  It  was  decided  to  form 
a  society,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  draw  up  rules 
and  regulations. 

Australian  Aconite.  —  Mr.  J.  H.  M.  Hawkes,  of 
Adelaide,  writing  to  the  CD. A.,  points  out  that  good  aconite- 
might  be  grown  in  Australia.  It  was  introduced  by  the  late 
Baron  von  Mueller  into  Victoria,  with  what  results  are  not. 
stated  ;  but  the  director  of  the  Botanic  Gardens  at  Adelaide 
informs  Messrs.  A,  M.  Bickford  &  Sons,  Adelaide,  that  any 
attempt  to  cultivate  Aconitum  Napellus  in  the  Australian 
colonies  would  result  in  disappointment  and  failure.  Per- 
haps on  Mount  Macedon  it  might  be  grown,  and  he  believes 
is  grown,  for  ornamental  purposes,  but  the  plant  makes  little 
ront,  which  would  probably  be  very  deficient  in  alkaloidal 
value.  The  C D  A.  adds,  from  information  supplied  by 
various  wholesale  houses,  that  the  annual  consumption  c£ 
aconite-root  in  Australia  would  be  something  like  \  ton.' 
[That  is  about  100Z.  worth,  supposing  the  grower  gets  20  per 
cent,  under  the  London  wholesaler's  price.  Is  the  game 
worth  the  candle  ?— Ed.  C.  $  D.~\ 


Heroin  may  be  distinguished  from  morphine  and  codeine 
by  its  behaviour  towards  nitric  acid.

Geahamstown  Exhibition. — The  South  African  In- 
dustrial and  Arts  Exhibition  was  opened  on  December  15. 
It  was  in  a  fairly  forward  state  on  the  opening  day,  but  far 
from  complete.  The  exhibits  promise  to  be  of  great  interest, 
and  it  will  be  an  attractive  exhibition. 

AN  Assistant's  Death. — On  December  16  Mr.  Theodore 
Parkinson,  assistant  with  Messrs.  Petersen  &  Co.,  wholesale 
chemists,  Johannesburg,  was  found  in  a  comatose  state  in  his 
bedroom.  Mr.  Dukes,  the  managing  director,  at  once  sum- 
moned medical  assistance,  but  in  spite  of  the  prompt  atten- 
tions of  three  doctors  the  deceased  never  rallied,  and  expired 
within  an  hour  of  his  condition  being  discovered.  Inquiries 
•elicited  the  fact  that  Mr.  Parkinson  had  been  for  some  time 
greatly  troubled  with  insomnia.  Medical  examination 
showed  that  morphia  had  been  injected  in  the  If  g,  and  a 
note  on  the  dressing-table  stated  that  he  had  injected  a 
large  quantity  of  the  drug  in  order  to  produce  sleep.  Mr. 
Parkinson  was  from  Derby,  and  went  to  South  Africa  some 
nine  months  ago  for  Messrs.  Petersen  &  Co.  He  was  about 
26  years  of  age,  and  was  engaged  in  the  wholesale-depart- 
ment, where  he  was  much  liked  by  his  fellow-assistants. 

A  Warning  to  Consumptives.— In  a  letter  intended 
for  publication  in  the  Home  press  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Somerset  Hospital,  Cape  Town,  draw  a  sad  picture  of 
the  misery  brought  about  by  sending  to  the  Cape  con- 
sumptives who  have  neither  money  nor  friends  to  help  them. 
The  number  of  this  class  of  immigrant  is  on  the  increase, 
and  the  hospital  authorities  find  it  necessary  to  give  a 
general  warning.  The  hospital  is  situated  on  Table  Bay, 
aud  is  not  suitable  for  consumptive  patients,  and  the  many 
who  have  found  shelter  in  it  were  taken  in  because  humanity 
forbade  refusal.  In  their  letter  the  hospital  authorities  give 
instances  of  positive  cruelty  through  sendirjg  persons  in  the 
st  stages  of  consumption  out  to  the  Cape,  and  conclude 
3  ith  the  following  hints : — 

1.  In  order  to  benefit  by  the  climate'of  South  Africa  invalids 
must  not  be  too  far  advanced,  but  should  be  sent  out  in  the  com- 
paratively early  stages  only. 

2.  Such  patients  should  be  possessed  of  some  means  to  enable 
them  to  place  themselves  under  the  favourable  conditions  essen- 
tial to  their  recovery  for  at  least  twelve  months  independently  of 
work. 

3.  Certain  parts  of  the  country — notably  the  seaports — are 
extremely  prejudicial  to  phthisical  patients,  and  it  should  be 
carefully  ascertained  beforehand  which  part  is  best  adapted  to 
the  requirements  of  the  particular  case. 

4.  There  is  no  hospital  or  home  in  which" consumptives  can 
receive  gratuitous  treatment. 

5.  The  European  labour-market  throughout  South  Africa  is 
overcrowded,  and  work  is  not  so  easily  obtainable  by  even  those 
n  the  best  of  health  as  is  generally  supposed. 

A  Bulawayo  Assistant's  Salary. — At  the  High  Court 
Bulawayo,  on  December  10,  Mr.  Justice  Yintcent  gave  judg- 
ment in  the  action  brought  by  James  Stokes  Loxton  to 
recover  from  Frank  Joseph  Byrne,  chemist,  Bulawayo,  QU.  17  s. 
in  respect  to  wages,  and  100Z.  damages  for  slander.  Plaintiff 
alleged  that  he  was  engaged  as  assistant  by  the  defendant 
from  April  1,  1898,  at  a  salary  of  351.  per  month.  On  May  1 
defendant  went  to  Cape  Colony  on  account  of  his  health, 
leaving  plaintiff  in  sole  charge,  and  agreed  to  pay  him 
45Z.  per  month.  While  absent  in  the  colony  defendant  often 
wrote  in  very  appreciative  terms  of  the  manner  in  which 
plaintiff  was  managing  the  business.  On  October  4,  how- 
ever, defendant  gave  him  one  month's  notice  through  an 
employe  named  Atterbury,  and  on  his  return  a  few  days  later 
made  various  accusations  against  him,  and  ultimately  told 
him  to  clear  out.  Much  evidence  was  adduced  on  both 
sides,  and  ultimately  his  Lordship  decided  that  35Z.,  and  not 
A5L,  was  the  monthly  salary  agreed  upon  between  the 
parties,  but  defendant  had  advanced  2QI.  to  pay  plaintiff's 
journey  from  Johannesburg  to  Bulawayo.  He  held  that  the 
words  used  in  respect  to  the  plaintiff  were  slanderous,  and 
25?.  would  cover  them.  Plaintiff  was  therefore  entitled  to 
his  salary  for  September,  351;  four  days'  wages  during 
October,  4z.  13s.  Hd. ;  and  251.  damages  for  the  slander ; 


total,  64Z.  13.?.  Qd. ;  defendant  in  his  counterclaim  would  be 
entitled  to  40Z.  wages  overpaid,  101.  overpaid  on  account  of 
expense?,  and  21.  5s.  6d.  admitted  to  be  due,  total  521.  5s.  6d., 
leaving  a  balance  in  plaintiff's  favour  of  121.  7s.  lOd ,  for 
which  judgment  was  entered,  with  costs.

Chemical  Tariffs  of  the  World. — The  society  for 
promoting  the  interests  of  German  chemical  industries  is 
engaged  on  the  compilation  of  a  table  showing  the  tariffs 
on  chemicals  imposed  throughout  the  world. 

Chemical  Tariff  in  Jamaica. — Owing  to  the  heavy 
tariff-duty  on  chemicals,  the  Hematine  Chemical-works, 
started  a  few  years  ago  in  Spanish  Town,  Jamaica,  have 
been  compelled  to  lemove  their  scientific  department 
(chemists,  laboratory,  &c.)  to  Europe. 

Poison- regulations  in  Austria.  —  Pharmacists  in 
Austria  must  henceforth  have  all  the  poisons  in  their  pharma- 
cies (laboratories,  storerooms,  cellars,  &c.)  labelled  in  a  certain 
way.  The  labels  have  to  be  printed  (the  Popischel  apparatus 
is  recommended  for  the  purpose),  and  varnished  after  they 
are  fixed  to  the  containers. 

Big  Fire  in  Hamburg.— By  a  fire  which  occurred  at  Hell 
and  Sthamer's  chemical-factory,  in  Hamburg,  on  Saturday, 
500,000m.  has  been  lost.  The  firm  refine  nitre,  so  that  the 
best  of  combustibles  was  provided.  The  main  building  of 
the  factory,  which  contained  much  valuable  machinery,  was 
completely  destroyed.  A  detached  portion  of  the  factory 
escaped. 

A  "Kaee  Earth"  Find. — The  sand  of  Prado,  off  the 
coast  of  Bahia,  has  been  discovered  to  be  almost  pure 
oxides  of  didymium,  cerium,  and  thorium.  The  sand  is 
very  heavy,  and  was  thought  at  first  to  be  auriferous,  but  on 
being  analysed  it  was  found  to  contain  no  gold.  The  Bahia 
Government  at  once  imposed  a  heavy  export-duty,  and 
granted  a  concession  to  an  American  who  wished  to  ex- 
ploit part  of  the  sand  district.  Several  samples  of  the 
sand  were  forwarded  by  the  Government  to  Europe  to  be 
thoroughly  analysed.  These  analyses,  carried  out  in 
London,  Paris,  and  Berlin,  yielded  identical  results.  They 
show  that  the  sand  is  of  the  composition  stated,  and  now  it 
is  largely  used  in  making  incandescent-light  mantles. 

Philadelphia  Export-exhibition. — An  exhibition  pro- 
moted by  the  Philadelphia  Commercial  Museum,  with  the 
object  of  increasing  American  export  trade,  is  to  be  held  in 
that  city  from  April  to  September  of  this  year.  Congress 
has  voted  $350,000  towards  expenses.  An  important  feature 
of  the  exhibition  will  be  a  comprehensive  collection  of  the 
exports  of  Great  Britain,  Germany,  France,  and  Belgium,  got 
together  with  the  idea  of  showing  American  manufacturers 
the  goods  which  they  have  to  compete  with.  Space  will  also 
be  assigned  to  American  manufacturers,  and  practical 
lessons  will  be  given  in  methods  of  packing  so  as  to  meet 
Custom-house  requirements,  transport,  and  buyers'  ideas. 
Philadelphia  has  given  a  site  for  the  exhibition,  and  after  its 
close  the  buildiDgs  erected  will  be  used  as  the  permanent 
home  of  the  Commercial  Museum. 

Pharmacy  in  Russia. — Several  important  reforms  are 
on  the  move  in  Russian  pharmacy.  The  one  that  is  at  the 
moment  absorbing  the  attention  of  pharmacists  is  the  agita- 
tion amongst  assistants  for  shorter  hours  of  labour  and  better 
conditions  of  work  generally.  Moscow  pharmacists  are  not 
indisposed  to  grant  some  concession,  and  it  is  reported  that 
they  have  actually  reduced  the  hours  from  fourteen  per  day 
to  seven,  but  this  announcement  is  premature.  What  has  been  i 
done  is  to  inquire  into  the  conditions  obtaining  in  other 
countries,  including  Great  Britain,  and  we  believe  that,  as 
far  as  practicable,  Russian  assistants  will  be  put  on  a  similar 
footing  to  their  Biitish  confreres.  Another  reform  deals  i 
with  pharmacy  monopolies.  It  is  now  proposed  to  abolish 
these  and  permit  all  fully  qualified  and  registered  pharma-  1 
cists  to  start  in  business  when  and  where  they  choose,  and 
even  private  individuals,  it  is  reported,  may  own  drug-stores 
if  Jthey  are  managed  by  registered  pharmacists.

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

WEDNESDAY'S  Council-meeting  brought  a  good  muster 
of  Councillors,  Mr.  Martindale  (who  is  away  from 
England)  and  Mr.  Johnston  being  the  absent  ones.  Mr. 
Harrington  made  his  maiden  speed  in  thanking  the  Council 
for  receiving  him  into  their  midst.  Dr.  Balfour  Marshall,  in 
his  report  on  the  Edinburgh  examinations,  again  urged  the 
adoption  of  a  compulsory  curriculum  for  candidates.  Mr. 
Eymer  Young  wanted  to  know  whether  the  proportion  of 
examination-failures  in  scientific  subjects  had  become  higher 
since  the  appointment  of  professorial  examiners,  but  no 
definite  information  was  forthcoming.  The  death  of  Mr. 
Joseph  Bosisto  was  mentioned  ;  he  was  referred  to  as  the 
"  Jacob  Bell  of  Victoria."  About  622  members  of  the  Society 
were  elected,  300  of  whom  were  formerly  "associates  not  in 
business."  The  reports  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  again 
show  a  fearful  percentage  of  rejections  for  the  examinations. 
In  London,  out  of  275  Minor  candidates  only  75  passed,  and 
in  E  iinburgh  the  results  were  as  bad.  A  number  of  resolu- 
tions from  local  associations  were  received,  of  which  the 
President  gave  a  brief  resume.  A  letter  which  the  Privy 
Council  had  received  from  Professor  Darwin,  of  Cambridge, 
in  reference  to  the  sale  of  Pharaoh's  serpents  to  children, 
formed  an  appropriate  tail-piece  to  the  meeting. 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  January  11,  at 
which  the  following  members  of  the  Council  were  present : — 
The  President  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  Messrs.  Allen,  Atkins, 
Bateson,  Bottle,  Carteighe,  Corder,  Cross,  Grose,  Harrington, 
Newsholme,  Park,  Savory,  Southall,  Storrar,  Svmes,  Warren, 
and  Young. 

Ms.  Haebington's  Maiden  Speech. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  passed, 

The  President  referred  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Harrington 
as  councillor,  in  place  of  Mr.  Hampson,  resigned.  He  was 
sure,  he  said,  that  on  behalf  of  his  colleagues  he  could  offer 
Mr.  Harrington  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  Council.  (Hear, 
hear.)  They  had,  he  felt,  in  him  a  very  useful  addition  to 
their  Board,  and  by  way  of  a  little  work  he  moved  that  Mr. 
Harrington  be  appointed  on  the  Finance,  Library,  and  Law 
and  Parliamentary  Committees — positions  previously  filled 
by  Mr.  Hampson. 

Mr.  Haeeington  (who  was  greeted  with  cheers)  said : 
"  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  all  for  your  kind 
wishes,  and  for  the  honour  you  have  done  me." 

The  usual  document  approving  of  the  appointment  of 
examiners  was  received  from  the  Pricy  Council,  as  well  as  a 
copy  of  the 

Eepoet  on  the  Examinations 
held  in  Scotland  during  1898.  The  report  gave  the  number 
of  Major  candidates  as  10,  4  of  whom  passed,  the 
rejected  percentage  being  60  For  the  Minor,  517  candidates 
were  examined,  182  passed,  the  percentage  of  failures  being 
64-7.

The  practice  of  stopping  a  candidate  whenever  he  fails  in 
any  part  of  the  oral  examination  makes  it  impossible  to  give 
a  percentage  of  the  rejections  in  each  subject. 

The  report  went  on  to  say  that  imperfect  training,  and  nob 
want  of  ability,  was  the  common  cause  of  failure.  It  was 
found  that  candidates  lacked  familiarity  with  the  appliances 
of  a  laboratory,  not  having  had  an  opportunity  duringjtheir 
training  of  acquiring  it — a  strong  argument  for  training  in 
a  recognised  school.  The  deficiency  could  only  be  met  by 
introducing  a  compulsory  curriculum  in  properly  equipped 
laboratories  or  schools. 

Mr.  Young  asked  if  the  proportion  of  failures  in  scientific 
subjects  was  not  considerably  higher  since  the  appointment 
of  professorial  examiners  1 

The  Peesident  said  he  was  afraid  he  could  not  answer 
that.  The  examinations  were  altered  in  method  at  about 
the  time  professorial  examiners  were  appointed.  An  answer 
would  require  a  systematic  study  and  comparison  of  the 
records  and  system. 

Mr.  Young  said  he  was  only  hoping  that  too  much 
importance  was  not  being  given  to  subjects  such  as  botany. 

The  Peesident,  whilst  not  prepared  to  admit  that  botany 
led  to  a  rejection  of  an  undue  proportion  of  men,  said  it 
must  be  remembered  that  practical  work,  which  came  first, 
was  responsible  for  a  large  proportion  of  the  failures. 

Mr.  Young  reiterated  that,  seeing  the  enormous  nnmbcr 
of  failures  in  scientific  subjects,  he  was  thinking  perhaps 
they  might  be  attaching  too  much  importance  to  professional 
subjects. 

The  Peesident  replied  that  if  Mr.  Young  would  give 
notice,  he  would  endeavour  to  obtain  more  precise  informa- 
tion. 

The  Late  Me.  Bosisto. 

The  Peesident  then  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Bosisto,  which  took  place  on  November  8,  at  Richmond, 
Victoria,  in  which  colony,  he  said,  his  name  will  always  be 
associated  with  pharmaceutical  progress.     Mr.  Bosisto  was 
an  old  student  of  the  Society's  school,  and  was  always 
interested  in  their  movements.     He  (the  President)  remem- 
bered accepting  the  hospitality  of  Mr.  Bosisto  when  he  was 
sent  as  a  delegate  to  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Exhibition  in 
1886.    He  entertained  them  right  royally  on  that  occasion. 
The  records  of  the  Society  already  contained  an  apprecia- 
tion of  his  services  to  pharmacy,  on  the  occasion  of  electing 
him  an  honorary  member  in  1887.     The  study  of  the 
eucalypti  had,  as  they  knew,  been  Mr.  Bosisto's  special 
bent,  and  it  was  practically  continued  to  the  last  day  of 
his  life.    A  few  days  before  his  death  he  had  despatched  a 
parcel  of  roots  for  investigation  by  some  of  the  Society's 
staff.     Continuing,  the  President  said  Mr   Bosisto  was 
founder  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Victoria  and  a 
member  of  the  Legislative  Council.     He  was  often  justly 
alluded  to  as  the  "  Jacob  Bell  of  Victoria."   He  hoped  they 
would  allow  him  to  put  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
great  services  Mr.  Bosisto  had  rendered  to  pharmacy,  and 
more  especially  in  Victoria. 

Elections. 

A  number  of  members  of  the  Society  were  then  elected. 
The  Seceetaey  read  out  a  list  of  sixty-nine  persons,  and  a 
further  list  was  taken  as  read.  In  reply  to  Dr.  Symes, 

The  Peesident  said  there  were '  about"  622  members 
proposed,  of  whom  300  were  formerly  associates  not  in 
business.    He  hoped  the  rest  of  the  former  associates  not  in 
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business  would  see  their  way  to  responding  to  the  Council's 
invitation  and  become  full  members  of  the  Society.  "  About " 
14-2  "  student-associates  "  were  also  proposed  for  election. 

The  necessary  resolutions  were  put  and  carried. 

Two  gentlemen  were  restored  to  the  register  after  having 
made  the  necessary  declaration  and  paid  the  fine  of  a  guinea, 
and  eleven  persons  were  restored  to  their  former  status  in 
the  Society. 

Four  pharmaceutical  chemists  were  granted  diplomas  of 
the  Society. 

The  report  of  the 

Finance 

Committee  was  then  submitted.    It  showed  a  balance  on  the 

General  Fund  account   £250 

Benevolent  Fund   326

and  submitted  for  payment  from  the  General  Fund  account, 
2.158Z ,  and  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  account  40Z. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report 
said  there  was  nothing  special  in  the  payments.  The 
receipts  were  large  owing  to  examination-fees,  otherwise  the 
report  was  of  an  ordinary  character. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Donations 

to  the  Benevolent  Fund  were  announced ;  they  were  five- 
guineas  .  from  the  students  of  the  Metropolitan  School  of 
Pharmacy,  and  50Z.  from  the  C.A.M  W.A.L.  directors. 

The  President  said  the  thanks  of  all  were  due  for  the 
interest  taken  in  the  fund,  as  evidenced  by  these  donations. 

.    i  The  Benevolent  Fund 

report  was  then  considered  in  committee.    The  report  re- 
commended donations,  two  of  51.,  two  of  101.,  and  one  each 
of  121.,  131.,  151 ,  and  201 — the   last  two  being  granted  to 
the  two  unsuccessful  candidates  at  the  recent  election. 
The  report  was  adopted 

The  Treasurer  was  then,  by  resolution,  authorised  to  pay 
the  annuitants  their  annuities  on  the  usual  quarter-days,  and 
power  was  given  to  the  President  to  sign  cheques  in  the 
absence  of  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  W.  Martindale)  from  England. 
It  was  mentioned  that  he  would  be  away  for  some  time. 

The  report  of  the 

Library  Committee 

was  next  considered.  The  report  dealt  with  the  attendance 
at  the  library  and  museum,  recommended  giving  the  labora- 
tory-porter a  rise  in  wages,  the  addition  of  the  name  of  the 
University  of  New  York  to  the  Calendar  free-list,  and  the 
appointing  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Phillips  as  the  Society's  representa- 
tive on  the  Board  of  Trade  Committee  for  revising  passenger- 
ship  medicn  e-scales. 

The  President  said  this  committee  dealt  with  much 
■  detail  matter,  and  he  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
which  was  done. 

Examinations. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and 
Wales  was  submitted.  It  showed  that,  of  the  16  Major 
candidates  examined  at  the  last  examination,  5  passed  and 
11  failed.  Of  the  275  Minor  candidates,  only  75  passed, 
the  failures  being  200.  In  Scotland  1  Major  candidate 
was  examined  and  failed,  and  of  the  95  Minors  28  passed 
and  68  failed. 

One  gentleman  with  German  and  another  with  Russian 
had  them  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  "  First "  examination. 

Since  the  Examiners'  report  has  been  received  the  Society 
'has  had  an  application  from  a  gentleman  with  certificates 
of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria,  which  application  was 
qualifications  referred  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  con- 
sideration. 

The  President  then  announced  that  they  had  received 
Letters 

from  the  President  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  in  which 
he  made  certain  suggestions  which  the  Medical  Council 
thought  advisable  in  reference  to  the  publication  of  the  next 
Pharmacopoeia  ;  from  Mr.  A.  J.  Phillips,  thanking  the  Council 
for  electing  him  on  the  Board  of  Trade  Committee  ;  and  from 


the  recently- elected  examiners,  thanking  the  Council  for 
electing  them  on  the  Board  of  Examiners. 
The  Secretary  next  read  a  resume  of  the 

Numerous  Resolutions 

which  had  been  received  from  local  associations.  The 
resolutions  came  from  Wrexham,  Sheffield  (approving  of  the 
action  of  the  Council  in  writing  to  the  Lord  Chancellor), 
Northampton  (asking  for  a  clause  dealing  with  the  company- 
question),  Bristol,  Leicester  (suggesting  that  "  person " 
should  be  made  to  include  "  persons  "),  N.B.  Lancashire  (in 
reference  to  the  use  of  the  titles  "  chemist  and  druggist  " 
and  "  pharmaceutical  chemist "  by  limited  companies)  Aber- 
deen (asking  for  the  "  disestablishment "  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,  which  was  received  with  derisive  laughter), 
Blackpool,  Preston,  Lancaster  and  Morecambe,  Plymouth, 
Glasgow,  and  Dewsbury. 

The  President  said  the  resolutions  were  satisfactory 
evidence  of  much  life  in  local  associations  In  proposing 
that  the  resolutions  be  referred  to  the  Law  and  Parliamentary 
Committee  he  would  like  to  give  a  short  analysis  of  them. 
In  regard  to 

poison-regulations, 

which  they  were  to  consider  that  afternoon,  as  far  as  he  was 
able  to  epitomise  the  decisions  he  found  14  were  in 
favour  of  the  regulations,  and  only  1  against.  Of  the 
fourteen  5  gave  unqualified  approval,  3  general  approval, 
but  with  modification,  and  6  were  in  favour  of  regula- 
tions which,  however,  they  did  not  define.    In  reference  to 

limited-company  trading 

7  resolutions  were  in  favour  of  some  action  being  taken* 
and  10  were  anxious  to  prevent  these  companies  using  the 
titles  chemist  and  druggist  and  pharmaceutical  chemist. 
Continuing,  the  President  said  one  or  two  rather  novel  sug- 
gestions were  submitted.  One  was  that  the  Society 
send  a  representative  to  Parliament  at  the  expense  of 
the  trade,  three  advocated  the  confining  of  the  dis- 
pensing of  prescriptions  to  registered  persons,  five  wished 
to  have  "  covering "  prevented,  one  wanted  membership 
of  the  Society  to  be  made  compulsory,  four  affirmed 
the  desirability  of  using  the  person's  proper  name  in  trading, 
two  suggested  the  abandonment  of  the  "  widows'  clause,"  and 
one  sent  a  suggestion  which  practically  amounted  to  the 
disestablishment  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal — (laughter) 
— namely,  the  lowering  of  the  subscription  and  the  placing 
of  the  Journal  on  a  paying  basis.  They  would  then,  the 
resolution  added,  get  some  idea  of  what  the  value  of  the 
Journal  really  was. 

Dr.  Symes  noticed  the  absence  of  a  resolution  from  Liver- 
pool which,  he  said,  he  knew  had  been  passed ;  but  the 
Secretary  said  he  had  not  received  it. 

The  President  added  that  of  course  they  could  only 
mention  resolutions  actually  received.  -  He  had  in  his  hand, 
for  instance,  a  letter  from  Mr.  Maltby  Clague  pointing  out 
the  incompleteness  of  a  report  of  the  Newcastle  meeting  in 
the  Journal.  That  was  a  meeting  from  which  no  resolutions 
had  been  received.  The  resolutions  were  referred  to  the 
Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee. 

Pharaoh's  Serpents. 

The  President  said  the  Society  had  had  transmitted  to 
them  from  the  Privy  Council  a  letter  from  Professor  Darwin, 
Cambridge,  drawing  attention  to  the  indiscriminate  sale  of 
poisonous  Pharaoh's  serpents  to  children. 

The  Secretary  is  to  call  at  the  Privy  Council  Office  in 
reference  to  this. 

This  was  the  end  of  the  public  business. 



Special  general  meeting. 

Poisons  Regulations. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  (January  11),  in  the  Lecture 
Theatre  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square 
a  general  meeting  specially  requisitioned  by  the  Society 
was  held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  recommendations 
framed  by  the  Society  with  the  view  of  securing  greater  safety 
in  regard  to  the  storing,  dispensing,  and  sale  of  poisons  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  the 
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Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  Mr.  Walter  Hills  (President  of  the 
Society)  occupied  tbe  chair. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  116  persons,  apart  from 
several  members  of  the  Council  who  did  not  sign  the  book, 
hut  made  their  presence  felt  in  various  ways.  The  following

One  or  two  of  the  above  names  cannot  be  right,  but  we 
made  the  best  we  could  of  some  strange  signatures. 

The  Seceetaby  read  the  notice  convening  the  meeting. 

The  Chaibman,  who  was  received  with  loud  applause,  said 
they  were  there  to  discuss  an  important  subject  which  had 
been  before  the  Society  for  something  like  thirty  years. 
Probably  most  of  them  knew  he  held  certain  views  with 
regard  to  the  regulations  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  but  as 
Parliament  had  left  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Society 
he  thought  it  would  be  out  of  place  for  him  even  to  pay 
what  his  opinions  were  now.  He  would  simply  call  on  Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson,  L.C.C.,  who  had  given  notice  of  certain  reso- 
lutions he  proposed  to  move,  and  who  needed  no  introduction 
from  him,  to  submit  them. 

Mr.  Robinson  said  the  first  resolution  he  had  to  sub- 
mit was,  "  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  resolves  to  adopt  regulations  for  the  keeping,  selling, 
and  dispensing  of  poisons,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
set  forth  in  Section  1  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868."  The 
speaker  said  he  was  well  aware  of  the  responsibility  he  took 
upon  himself,  but  he  held  that  there  was  an  equal  responsi- 
bility resting  on  them  if  they  refrained  from  moving  in  the 


matter.    The  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  was  really  a  compromise 
between  two  different  sections  of  cht mists  in  the  country. 
At  that  time,   on  behalf  of    the  Society,  the  late  Mr. 
George  Webb  Sandford,  a  representative  man  of  high 
reputation,  who,  having  been  President  for  some  time, 
had  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  all  the  members  of  that 
Society  and  had  that  tact  which  was  eminently  necessary 
for   dealing   with    a    matter    in    Parliament,  devoted 
himself    to    the     question     of    drafting    a    series  of 
regulations  which  at  the  time  were  thought  nece*sary  to 
he  entered  into  the  Bill.    But  when  they  approached  tbe 
Privy  Council  it  was  thought  better  that  such  a  matter  should 
be  dealt  with  by  the  Society.    Consequently  the  reference 
to  the  regulations  was  introduced  by  the  word  "  may,"  and 
Mr.  Robinson  gave  instances  to  show  that  in  Ac  ts  of  Parlia- 
ment the  words  "may"  and  "shall"  were  almost  used  in- 
terchangeably.   For  instance,  in  the  British  Act  it  was 
provided  that  a  Registrar  "  shall "  be  appointed ;  in  the 
Irish  Act  it  was  said  one  "may"  be  appointed.    When  the 
Bill  was  in  Committee  Mr.  Headlam  had  charge  of  it,  and 
Mr.  Lowe  objected  to  such  latitude  being  given  to  the  Society, 
and  said  some  rude  thiDgs  about  chemists  in  general.    To  his 
mind  it  was  perfectly  clear  what  the  intention  and  wishes  of 
the  Privy  Council  were,  but  they  were  there  that  afternoon  to 
say  what  their  views  were  on  the  matter.    He  was  sure  there 
was  nobody  present  who  would  contend  that  the  Act  of 
1868  did  not  intend  the  regulations  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Society.    Of  course,  they  were  only  dealing  with  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  thing,  because  they  must  remember  it  was  not 
possible  to  go  into  matters  of  detail  when  they  were  before 
a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons.    They  had  to 
make    up  their  minds    then    and    there,    and    it  was 
in    those    circumstances    that    Mr.    Sandford  accepted 
the  proposition  of  the  Privy  Council.    In  1868  no  objection 
was  raised  to  the  proposed  regulations.    On  the  other  hand, 
at  the  Norwich  Congress  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to 
Mr.  Sandford,  and  a  large  sum  of  money  raised  towards  a 
testimonial  for  him    When,  however,  the  regulations  were 
brought  by  the  Council  before  the  Society,  there  was  an 
adverse  vote  against  them,  and  members  said  they  did  not 
want  inspection,  and  that  every  chemist  would  be  sure  to 
take  care  of  his  own  pharmacy  without  any  regulations  to 
compel  him  to  do  so.    At  a  meeting  which  was  then  held  a- 
resolution  to  adopt  them  was  lost  by  a  majority  of  nineteen. 
Eighty- five  gentlemen  voted  for  it,  but,  unfortunately,  104 
were  against  it  thinking  the  Society  should  not  be  pledged  to 
regulations,  but  that  they  should  simply  be  taken  as  the 
Society's  recommendation.    In  1870  Mr.  Carttighe  described 
those  regulations  as  mild  ones,  and  he  (the  speaker)  said  it 
was  abundantly  clear  at  that  time  they  were  accepted  as 
proper  ones.    In  1871  the  Government  introduced  a  Bill  to 
control  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  in  that  Bill  they  adopted  the 
regulations  which  the  Society  had  agreed  to  as  Recommen- 
dations.   The  chemists  throughout  the  countr  y  at  once  took 
a  strong  line  in  the  matter,  and  in  the  end  got  the  Bill  with- 
drawn.   Mr.  Carteighe  had  often  told  them  that  whenever 
he  attempted  to  approach  the  Government  on  the  matter  of 
poisons  lie  was  always  met  by  the  statement  that  they  had 
not  adopted  those  regulations,  and,  therefore,  how  could  they 
expect  Parliament  to  help  them  until  they  did  so  ?  He 
would  pass  over  the  years  which  had  intervened  between 
then  and  1898,  early  in  which  year  it  became  known  that 
the  Government  was  contemplating  further  legislation  to 
control  the  sale  of  poisons.    He  (Mr.  Robinson)  went  to  the 
President  and  told  him  of  the  matter,  and  pointed  out  that 
the  probability  was  that  regulations  wou'd  be  introduced 
into  the  Bill  which  would  make  it  very  difficult  for  them  as 
chemists.  The  Government  did  introduce  the  Bill,  and  put  in 
a  clause  that  the  regulations  with  rega>dto  poisons  should  be 
observed,  which  was  an  important  thing  so  far  as  they  were 
concerned,  because  it  was  taking  away  the  power  of  the 
Society,  and  to  make  regulations  for  therrse'ves.    He  wrote 
to  the  Government  as  a  private  individual,  as  of  course  he 
bad  a  right  to,  saying  the  Society  would  have  to  oppose  the 
Bill ;  his  letter  was  sent  on  to  the  Privy  Council,  aad  he  got 
into  correspondence  with  them     He  received  several  letters 
from  the  Council,  and  they  said  they  would  see  him  about 
the  subject  later  on.    A  few  months  ago  he  got  a  personal 
introduction  to  the  Clerk  to  the   Privy  Council,  who 
informed  him  that  the  Government  would  not  be  able  to  do 
anything  just  at  present,  but  when  the  Bill  was  re- introduced' 
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there  was  no  doubt  they  would  consult  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.    He  gave  him  permission  to  say  that  in  case  the 
Society  adopted  the  resolutions  with  regard  to  poisons  this 
would  meet  with  the  approval  and  receive  the  sanction  of 
the  Government,  and,  by  so  doing,  they  would  put  them- 
selves right  with  Parliament.    (Cheers.)    Ib  now  rested 
with  the  Society  to  say  what  should  be  done  in  the  matter. 
He  was  not  there  to  blame  the  104  members  who  voted 
against  the  resolution.    They  must  have  had  very  good 
reasons  for  so  doing,  but  they  should  remember  that  to-day 
the  members  of  the  Society  had  had  thirty  years'  more 
experience  over  their  heads.    He  was  not  actuated  merely 
by  sentiment  nor  simply  by  a  desire  for  a  change,  but  for 
the  real  good  of  the  Society,  and,  in  order  that  they  might 
be  united  and  consolidated.    It  was  a  policy  he  advocated 
four  years  ago  in  that  hall,  and  now  was  their  opportunity 
to  carry  out  their  part  of  the  bargain  Parliament  left  to 
their  honour  to  carry  out.    They  knew  what  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire  said  in  the  House  of  Lords,  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  had  not  done  its  duty  in  the  matter,  and 
what  he  wanted  was  to  take  a  step  which  would  remove  the 
blot  which  prevented  them  getting  amended  legislation. 
They  were  asking  the  Lord  Chancellor  for  further  legislation, 
and  did  they  think  he  would  not  communicate  with  the 
Privy  Council  before  taking  any  action  whatever  in  connec- 
tion with  their  Society  1    Of  course  he  would,  and  on  that 
ground  they  could  not  take  a  better  step  than  to  adopt  his 
resolutions  at  once.    Amongst  those  who  had  expressed 
themselves  in  opposition,  it  had  been  suggested  that  they 
should  Hay  to  the  Government,  "  if  we  take  this  step,  what 
will  you  give  as  in  return  ? "    That,  he  thought,  would  be  a 
great  mistake,  and  altogether  the  wrong  line  to  go  upon. 
Some  members  thought  these  regulations  applied  to  every 
conceivable  kind  of  poisons.    But  that  was  not  so ;  they 
would  only  apply  to  the  poisons  in  the  schedule.  Were 
they,  to  use  the  words  of  Mr.  Proctor,  to  remain  another 
forty  years  in  the  wilderness  because  wisdom  was  a  slow 
growth  ?     Those  regulations  were  not  onerous  by  any 
means,  but  they  were  all  in  their  own  interests,  and 
would  not  do  the  least  barm  to  anybody,  but  he  submitted 
that  they  would  show  the  public  as  a  general  principle 
I  that  chemists  were  subject  to  more  stringent  regulations 
1  in  connection  with  poisons  than  other  persons.    This  argu 
ment  bad  been  used  in  The  Chemist  and  Deuggist,  and 
he  thought  it  was  a  reasonable  one.    Another  question  had 
arisen,  which  was  if  those  regulations  had  been  passed  would 
they  refer  to  the  stores  1    It  depended  how  the  Judges  in- 
terpreted the  Act.    If  the  public  did  not  get  the  same 
protection  from  the  stores  as  the  chemists,  chemists  would 
get  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  say  that  they  were  bound 
by  Act  of  Parliament  to  give  the  public  that  protection 
which  the  stores  were  not  bound  to  give.    If  he  had  his 
way  he  would  make  the  law  such  that  no  one  but  chemists 
should  be  able  to  sell  any  poisons  whatever.    He  did  not 
like  to  say  too  much,  but  he  thought  he  might  assure  them 
that  the  Privy  Council's  Bill  would  not  be  withdrawn 
finally,  and  that  ere  long  it  would  come  up  again  for  conside- 
ration, with  the  result  that  that  might  be  the  last  opportunity 
they  would  have  of  taking  a  voluntary  step.   (Loud  cheers.) 

Mr.  Botjedas  had  great  pleasure  in  seconding-  the  motion, 
remarking  that  he  fully  endorsed  all  that  Mr.  Eobinson  had 
said.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Blades  asked  for  a  ruling  as  to  the  competency  of 
the  meeting  to  decide  the  question.  He  read  the  by-law 
relating  to  the  alteration  of  the  by-laws. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  they  were  not  called  together  on 
this  occasion  to  alter  by-laws;  they  were  there  for  a 
specific  purpose,  and  on  that  ground  they  were  absolutely 
free  to  deal  with  the  matter. 

Mr.  Blades  :  I  only  wish  for  a  ruling.  (Laughter.) 
The  Chaieman  :  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  perfectly  com- 
petent for  this  meeting  to  deal  with  the  subject  for  which 
we  are  called  together. 

Mr.  Theophilus  Nicholls,  of  Hackney,  moved  an 
amendment  which,  he  said,  riid  not  obstruct  the  resolution 
of  Mr.  Robinson,  but  added  a  little  more  to  it — viz.,  that  it 
should  er act  that  only  qualified  men  should  be  allowed  to 
sell  poisons,  such  as  propsrly  registered  chemists  and 
druggists. 

The  Chairman  said  he  was  afraid  he  could  not  accept 
that  as  an  amendment— in  fact,  the  resolution  of  Mr. 


Robinson  was  not  open  to  such  an  amendment.  It  seemed 
to  him  just  a  question  of  yea  or  nay.  They  were  there  for  a 
specific  purpose — either  to  adopt  Mr.  Robinson's  motion,  or 
to  reject  it. 

Mr.  Nicholls  inquired,  under  the  circumstances,  if  the 
scope  of  the  resolution  could  not  be  widened,  so  that,  at  the 
same  time  when  they  were  approaching  the  Government  on 
the  one  matter,  they  could  take  the  other  matter  in  hand  also, 
because  poisons  were  now  sold  by  men  who  had  not  qualified 
as  chemists  and  did  not  possess  the  skill  or  knowledge  a  man 
ought  to  have  who  sold  poisons. 

The  Chaieman  said  all  the  points  Mr.  Nicholls  had  men- 
tioned would  be  taken  in  due  course,  but  they  could  not  be 
dealt  with  then.  He  could  assure  Mr.  Nicholls,  however, 
that  as  President  he  would  see  that  the  views  he  had  ex- 
pressed should  have  attention. 

Mr.  Truman  said  he  wished  to  move  an  amendment  to 
the  effect  that  no  vote  be  taken  on  the  subject  that  day, 
but  that  the  discussion  of  it  be  adjourned.  He  pointed  out 
that  once  the  thing  was  dealt  with  by  the  Privy  Council  it 
would  become  the  law  of  the  land,  and  therefore  it  was  a 
very  serious  thing  for  them  to  come  to  a  decision  upon  it. 
His  reason  for  moving  that  amendment  was  that  he  did  not 
think  it  fair  to  the  trade  in  general  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  have  the  power  of  carrying  a  resolution 
which  might  have  such  serious  consequences  without  giving 
members  all  over  the  country  an  opportunity  of  expressing 
their  opinion  on  the  matter.  By  adjourning  the  discussion 
for  some  period  they  would  show  they  had  the  best  interests 
of  the  trade  at  heart. 

The  Chairman  :  Surely  that  comes  to  a  negative.  If  you 
are  going  to  adjourn  to  a  definite  date — say,  to-morrow — all 
well  and  good,  but  if  you  only  intend  to  adjourn  sine  die,  it 
then  undoubtedly  becomes  a  direct  negative. 

Mr.  Truman  proposed  that  no  vote  be  taken  for  three 
months. 

The  Chairman  could  not  accept  it. 

Mr.  Hambrook,  of  Dover,  said  every  chemist  had  had  an 
opportunity  of  making  up  his  mind  on  the  subject  within 
the  past  three  months,  and  he  was  sorry  for  any  of  them 
who  had  not  done  so.  For  his  part  he  entirely  agreed  with 
the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Robinson.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Barnard,  of  Hackney,  expressed  the  opinion  that  it 
was  a  very  logical  and  right  step  to  take,  but  still  they  must 
remember  they  had  amongst  the  chemists  and  druggists  of 
the  East-end  and  provincial  towns  a  large  number  who 
were  unable  to  be  present,  and  consequently  had  not 
been  able  to  make  up  their  minds  as  to  what  was  best. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  The  question  before  this  meeting  at  pre- 
sent is  simply  whether  regulations  are  desirable  or  not,  and 
anything  more  will  be  out  of  order.  I  hope  you  will  rule  that 
rigidly,  sir,  because  I  want  to  speak — (loud  laughter)— and 
therefore  do  not  want  Mr.  Barnard  to  take  all  the  words  out 
of  my  mouth. 

Mr.  Barnard  added  a  few  sentences  in  favour  of  what  he 
described  as  an  "optional  law"  in  preference  to  a  "com- 
pulsory "  one.  As  far  as  the  chemists  of  this  country  were 
concerned,  they  adopted  the  regulations  already  when  it  was 
judicious  to  do  so,  and  he  could  not  see  that  this  would  pro- 
tect the  public  or  themselves. 

Mr.  Carteighe:  You  are  out  of  order.  The  point  is 
whether  we  shall  make  these  regulations. 

Mr.  Baenaed  :  I  am  showing  reasons  why  we  should  not 
carry  them  into  effect. 

Mr.  Caeteighe  :  But  you  say  you  do  carry  them  out. 

Mr.  Barnard  :  I  say  the  making  of  these  regulations  will 
neither  mean  the  protection  of  the  public  nor  give  to 
chemists  and  diuggists  what  they  desire.  If  we  make  these 
regulations  I  very  much  fear  we  shall  not  hear  of  any 
Pharmacy  or  Poisons  Bills  in  the  House  of  Commons  for 
some  time.  On  the  other  hand,  something  good  may  come 
out  of  it,  and  something  better  for  the  trade,  if  we  leave  it 
alone. 

Mr.  Bottle  commenced  to  speak,  and 

The  Chairman  said  they  simply  had  till  then  the  resolu- 
tion of  Mr.  Robinson. 

Mr.  Leo  Atkinson:  The  resolution  is  of  such  importance 
that  it  behoves  us  to  examine  it  carefully,  impartially,  and 
if  we  can,  dispassionately.  We  are  all  agreed  as  to  the 
necessity  for  some  regulations  as  to  the  storage  of  poisons 
and  dangerous  drugs,  and  all  that  Mr.  Robinson  has  said  he 
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4ias  said  very  properly,  because  it  shows  at  once  the  universal 
care  exercised  by  chemists.  All  accidsnts  are  not  reported 
in  the  papers,  bat  I  find  the  majority  happen  through  the 
negligence  of  nurses  and  attendants  at  hospitals  and 
infirmaries,  a  large  percentage  arising  from  carelessness  in 
/private  dispensaries,  where  the  keeping  of  bottles  containing 
liniments,  lotions,  and  so  on  is  indispensable.  These  we  are 
going  to  leave  untouched.  There  is  one  thing  else.  We 
have,  perhaps,  some  twelve  or  fourteen  thousand  chemists 
'who,  no  doubt,  for  over  half  a  life-time  have  made  certain 
regulations  in  their  own  way  upon  which  they  have  always 
•acted  so  far  as  the  public  safety  is  concerned,  and  if  you  are 
going  to  bring  forward  a  new  set,  is  it  not  conceivable  that 
the  remedy  may  be  worse  than  the  disease?  I  do  not  say 
it  will,  but  it  is  just  possible.  The  question  we  have  to 
answer  appears  to  be  this — is  it  necessary  to-day  to  adopt 
penal  regulations  with  regard  to  the  storage  of  poisons,  and 
if  it  is,  what  advantage  is  going  to  accrue  to  the  trade  at 
large  ?  Secondly,  what  is  the  full  legal  value  of  these  regu- 
lations ?  We  want  to  look  before  we  leap,  and  we  ought  not 
to  commit  ourselves  to  anything  until  we  know  what  we  are 
doing.  Then  I  should  like  to  know  what  means  are  to  be 
•taken  for  ensuring  the  uniform  adoption  of  these  regulations 
if  they  are  passed  ?  Mr.  Robinson  and  others  who  have 
spoken  say  they  are  necessary  in  order  to  set  ourselves  right 
with  the  Privy  Council,  and  it  is  understood  that  the 
Privy  Council  will  not  oppose  the  passing  of  a  new 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  present  one  was  passed  in  1868, 
and  I  can  quite  conceive  that  the  Government 
•  of  that  day  should  come  to  the  conclusion  that  some  regula- 
tions were  necessary,  because  anyone  acquainted  with  the 
condition  of  affairs  then  knows  the  majority  of  chemists 
and  druggists  were  men  of  poor  education,  engaged  ma'nly 
in  the  grocery  and  provision  trade  ("Oh  dear  I"  and 
laughter.)  It  was  no  unusual  thing  in  those  days,  the 
speaker  went  on  to  sav,  to  see  all  sorts  of  poisons  standing 
.promiscuously  side  by  side  with  tea  and  cheese,  and 
tinctures  of  opium  and  iodine  in  close  proximity,  beatirjg 
-labels  they  could  hardly  read  on  account  of  their  age,  and 
which,  in  fact,  might  for  all  they  knew  have  doDe  duty  in 
the  surgery  of  yE-culapius  himself.    (Loud  laughter  ) 

Mr.  Carteighe  asked  his  friend  to  recognise  the  strength 
of  the  argument  he  had  often  used  in  that  room — that 
Parliament  naturally  said,  as  long  as  they  would  not  fulfil 
their  obligations  it  would  not  consider  any  proposed  addi- 
tions to  the  poisons-schedule. 

Mr.  Atkinson  asked  if  it  was  not  just  possible,  by  adopt- 
ing the  regulations,  they  might  be  forging  another  lick  in 
the  chain  which  bound  them  in  the  past  1  He  had  not  the 
slightest  objection  to  more  stringent  legislation — the  more 
stringent  the  better — but  if  they  were  going  to  adopt  those 
regulations  simply  in  a  non-compromising  sense,  it  was  a 
.sham,  and  there  were  enough  shams  in  pharmacy  already. 
(Laughter  ) 

Mr.  G.  B.  Pond  (Fleet  Street)  thought  the  proposed 
xegulations  should  be  adopted  as  a  mere  matter  of  duty,  and 
"to  let  the  Privy  Council  see  they  were  willing  to  proceed  in 
accordance  with  the  Act  of  1868.  That  step  would  separate 
■them  as  a  bndy  from  other  societies,  while  the  regulations 
-were  in  themselves  so  simple  that  everybody  would  be  able 
to  carry  them  out  without  trouble.  He  hoped  the  reply  of 
-that  meeting,  as  to  whether  they  should  adopt  the  regula- 
tions, would  be  "Yes"  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Clague  (Newcastle-on-Tyne)  was  in  favour  of  the 
regulations,  but  he  was  in  a  difficulty  with  reference  to  them 
as  they  stood,  and  if  they  were  not  to  be  amended  he  would 
prefer  to  end  them  by  opposing  Mr.  Robinson's  resolution. 
'Certainly  that  was  not  the  kind  of  meeting  at  which  straight- 
forward, well-considered  regulations  were  likely  to  be  drawn 
up. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  they  were  not  discussing 
the  merits  of  the  regulations  then.  They  had  merely  to  decide 
whether  they  should  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Clague  thought  the  Society  ought  to  consider  whether 
any  alterations  were  necessary,  and  he  would  move  that  the 
Society  be  requested  to  consider  that  point.  (Cries  of 
"Order"  and  '  It's  a  waste  of  time.") 

The  Chaieman  said  it  was  simply  a  matter  of  whether 
they  would  adopt  the  regulations  or  not.  The  meeting  had 
■been  duly  advertised,  and  those  present  might  suiely  be 
accepted  as  a  sufficiently  representative  gathering  to  detl 


with  the  matter.  They  could  discuss  the  details  later  on 
and  then  say  whether  they  were  unworkable. 

Mr.  Wiggins  (Market  Harborcugh)  was  sure  they  ought 
to  thank  Mr.  Robinson  for  the  masterly  way  in  which  he  had 
laid  the  regulations  before  them.  From  his  own  experience  he 
could  certainly  say  some  restriction  was  necessary,  but  the 
less  the  better. 

Mr.  John  Harrison  asked  to  be  allowed  to  point  out  that 
Mr.  Robinson  seemed  to  base  his  whole  case,  which  was  a 
strong  one,  on  some  implied  understanding  between  the 
Privy  Council  and  a  former  member  of  that  Society.  Mr. 
Robinson  might  be  right,  but  as  for  himself  he  simply  took 
the  Act  as  he  found  it,  and  if  he  wanted  to  understand  what 
an  Act  of  Parliament  intended  he  went  to  the  words  of  the 
Act  itself.  Mr.  Robinson  would  have  them  believe  the  words 
"  may  "  and  "  shall"  in  every  Act  of  Parliament  were  inter- 
changeable.   He,  however,  totally  differed  from  that. 

Mr.  Robinson  :  I  did  not  say  that  in  every  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment the  words  "  may"  and  "  shall  "  meant  the  same. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  Mr.  Robinson  bad  contended  that  in 
the  Pharmacy  Acts — English  and  Irish — it  was  made  im- 
perative that  a  registrar  should  be  appointed,  although 
the  word  "may"  was  inserted  in  the  Irish  Act.  out  of  a 
greater  regard  for  the  feelings  of  Irishmen.  (Laughter.) 
He  quoted  some  other  sections  of  the  Act  to  show  that 
"  may  "  and  "  shall "  were  not  convertible  terms,  and  went 
on  to  compare  the  state  of  things  existing  in  1868  with  that  at 
the  present  time.  Then,  he  said,  Parliament  was  right  in  not 
being  sufficiently  impressed  with  the  statement  that  im- 
proved education  would  not  do  all  that  was  required,  and 
that  it  ought  to  step  in  and  prevent  the  lives  of  people  being 
destroyed  by  the  negligence  of  others  in  the  sale  of  poisons. 
But  had  nothing  occurred  between  then  and  now?  What  with 
improved  education  and  other  things,  the  number  of  accidents 
which  nowbappened  in  shops  was  so  small  that  there  was  no 
need  for  those  regulations  which  mfght  have  been  necessary 
thirty  years  ago,  and  it  did  appear  to  him  that  if  they  adopted 
the  policy  the  resolution  meant,  they  would  be  making  a 
mistake.  Parliament  had  not  shown  itself  so  active  in  the 
protection  of  their  interests  as  they  might  desire,  and  if  they 
allowed  inspection  to  take  the  place  of  examination  they 
would  find  they  had  entered  on  a  very  serious  course.  He 
did  ask  them  to  consider  whether  that  meeting  cnuld  be 
taken  as  fairly  representative  of  the  great  body  of  chemists 
in  Great  Britain  before  they  forged  another  chain  to  lind 
themselves  as  they  were  doing.  He  thought  chemists  all 
over  the  country  should  be  given  an  opportunity  of  exDressing 
their  views  upon  that  matter — an  opportunity  they  had  not 
yet  had,  as  the  subject  only  came  before  them  in  a  specific 
manner  a  few  weeks  ago,  when  most  of  them  were  too  busily 
engaged  in  business  or  pleasure  to  attend  to  it.  They  ought 
to  remember  that  once  those  regulations  became  law  they 
would  not  be  able  to  undo  what  they  low  proposed,  and,  as 
for  himself,  he  did  not  think  they  would  add  in  the  slightest 
to  the  safety  of  the  public.  He  would  move  that,  while  the 
meeting  was  of  opinion  that  the  public  safety  demanded 
further  regulations  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  it  was  not  of 
opinion  that  further  regulations  were  required  for  keeping 
them. 

The  Chairman  ruled  that  was  a  negative  to  the  original 
motion. 

Mr.  Haerison  said  there  were  some  points  in  the  resolu- 
tion of  which  he  was  in  favour,  and  others  with  which  he 
did  not  agree,  and  he  wished  to  submit  a  motion  which 
would  enable  him  to  vote  for  that  with  which  he  agreed  and 
against  that  with  which  he  did  not  agree.  It  was  an 
established  rule  that  when  they  were  called  for  a  specific 
purpose  they  might  do  less  than  they  were  called  together 
to  do,  but  they  could  not  do  more. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  Order,  order!  I  submit  that  Mr. 
Harrison  is  out  of  order. 

Dr.  Symes  remarked  that  most  of  the  gentlemen  who  bad 
spoken  against  the  resolution  had  advocated  its  adoption  all 
along  the  line.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Atkinson  gave  the  very 
best  reason  for  supporting  it  whilst  trjirg  to  speak  against 
it— (renewed  laughter)— and  his  friend  Mr.  Harrison 
evidently  had  to  depend  upon  sensation  tacked  on  to  some 
grain  of  fact.  Now,  they  had  bad  a  meeting  of  their 
Council  in  Liverpool— and  Liverpool  as  thpy  knew,  was  a 
very  small  place — ar.d  at  that  meeting  it  was  shown  that 
whilst  fourteen  local  associations  approved  of  the  resolutions, 
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only  one  objected  to  them.  And  jet  one  gentleman  said 
those  things  had  not  been  discussed !  The  fact 
■was  that  ever  since  the  Belfast  Federation  the  thing  had 
been  very  actively  discussed.  If  tney  put  it  off  for  another 
twelve  months,  the  majority  of  those  who  bad  not  studied  it 
already  would  only  commence  to  do  so  the  day  before  they 
had  to  vote  upon  it.  (Laughter)  He  was  glad  to  fay  the 
members  of  that  Society  were  600  stronger  that  afternoon 
than  they  were  that  morning,  and  he  doubted  not  the 
majority  of  the  new  members  were  in  favour  of  the  resolu- 
tion. Whilst  judges  and  coroners  were  expressing  very 
extraordinary  views  as  to  what  was  proper  in  dealing  with 
poisons,  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  for  members  of  that 
Society  to  be  able  to  respond  that  they  conducted 
their  business  according  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  Act  of 
Parliament.  He  hoped  the  resolution  would  be  carried  by  a 
large  majority,  if  not  unanimously. 

Mr.  Flux,  the  solicitor,  stated  that  he  had  the  privi- 
lege of  being  at  tbe  shoulder  of  Mr.  Sardford  when  the 
conferences  took  place  with  the  Privy  Council,  and  he  was 
surprised  at  the  accaracy  of  the  statements  which  had  been 
made  in  regard  to  what  then  took  place.  He  had  a  distinct 
recollection  that  when  the  powers  were  conferred  on  the 
Society  which  left  tbe  matter  in  their  bands  it  was  remarked 
that  no  such  powers  had  ever  been  conferred  on  any  society 
in  this  country  before,  and  that  such  a  delegation  was  a  com- 
pliment, therefore,  of  tbe  very  highest  nature.  (Hear,|hear.) 

Mr.  Robinson  said  as  time  was  getting  on  he  would  waive 
his  right  to  reply. 

Mr.  Caetbighe  :  And  I  am  quite  willing  to  go  to  a  vote 
now.  I  don't  come  here  with  a  lot  of  rhetoric  to  upset 
facts  or  speak  of  what  took  place  thirty  years  ago  Mr. 
Harrison  knew  perfectly  well  he  was  talking  about  what  he 
did  not  understand.  (Laughter.)  There  was  a  time,  Mr. 
Carteighe  added,  wben  Mr.  Harrison  could  have  talked  to 
them  with  effect.  That  afternoon  he  had  talked  splendidly, 
but,  after  all,  there  was  nothing  in  it.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Pabkeb  said  it  ought  to  be  made  quite  clear  that 
they  were  simply  voting  for  regulations  wnich  might  be 
altered  in  detail  if  it  were  found  necessary.  (A  Voice : 
"  Certainly,''  and  "  Hear,  hear.'  ) 

Mr.  Caeteighb  moved  that  the  question  be  now  put, 
which  was  duly  seconded  by  Mr.  Bouedas  and  carried. 

The  motion  was  then  put,  with  the  result  that  three  only 
voted  against  it. 

The  Chairman's  declaration  that  it  was  carried  was 
followed  by  cheering. 

Mr.  Robinson  said  it  was  a  great  gratification  to  him  to 
see  his  motion  carried  by  such  a  large  majority.  Now  came 
the  next  question,  which  was  equally  important,  and  he 
would  move  that  the  following  regulations  be  adopted  by 
that  Society  for  the  keeping,  dispensing,  and  selling  of 
poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  that 
Act  :— 

1.  That  in  the  keepiog  of  poisons  each  bottle,  vessel,  box,  or 
package  containing  a  poison  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 
article,  and  also  with  some  distinctive  mark  indicating  that  it 
contains  poison. 

2.  Also  that,  in  the  keeping  of  poisons,  each  poison  be  kept  on 
one  or  other  of  the  following  systems,  viz.  :  — 

(a)  In  a  bottle  or  vessel  tied  over,  capped,  locked,  or  otherwise 
secured  in  a  manner  different  from  that  in  which  bottles  or  vessels 
containing  ordinary  articles  are  secured  in  the  same  warehouse, 
shop,  or  dispensary ;  or 

(b)  In  a  bottle  or  vessel  rendered  distinguishable  by  touch  from 
the  bottles  or  vessels  in  which  ordinary  articles  are  kept  in  the 
same  warehouse,  shop,  or  dispensary  ;  or 

(c)  In  a  bottle,  vessel,  box,  or  package  kept  in  a  room  or  cup- 
board set  apart  for  dangerous  articles. 

3.  That  in  the  dispensing  and  selling  of  poisons,  all  liniments, 
■  embrocations,  and  lotionB  containing  poison  be  sent  out  in  bottles 

rendered  distinguishable  by  touch  from  ordinary  medicine-bottles, 
and  that  there  also  be  affixed  to  each  such  bottle  (in  addition  to 
the  name  of  the  article,  and  to  any  particular  instructions  for  its 
use)  a  label  giving  notice  that  the  contents  of  the  bottle  are  not 
to  be  taken  internally. 

Mr  Robinson  added  that  the  regulations  were  the  result 
of  the  most  careful  consideration,  and  were  adopted  by  a 
meeting  in  1871,  which  showed  that  they  were  then  thought 
to  be  convenient  and  proper.  He  also  wished  them  to  bear 
in  mind  that  tb.ty  were  the  very  regulations  the  Government 


put  into  their  Bill.  Therefore,  they  had  an  assurance  that 
they  would  meet  with  the  approval  of  ihe  Privy  Council. 
Then  they  were  so  flexible  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
any  class  of  business,  great  or  small,  in  addition  to  which 
they  were  the  regulations  authorised  by  Mr.  Sandford,  Mr. 
Carteighe,  and  Mr.  Hills.  (Hear,  hear  )  If  they  expected 
to  be  looked  upon  as  an  important  governing  body  they 
must  not  shrink  from  their  responsibility.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Pond  seconded. 

Mr.  Caeteighb,  in  supporting  the  motion,  said,  they  did 
not  want  regulations  which  would  appiy  to  every  huckster 
and  errand  boy,  but  what  were  suited  to  educated  men,  and 
such  these  regulations  were.  These  regulations  were  "  beauti- 
fully vague "  ;  that  was  their  great  advantage.  He  him- 
self hated  regulations.  He  had  been  often  charged  with 
having  described  the  Pharmacy  Act  as  a  "wretched  poisons 
Act,"  and  he  did  cot  withdraw  a  word  he  had  said.  But  he 
was  sure  they  could  not  do  better  than  agree  to  these  regu- 
lations under  the  circumstances,  and  if  they  had  any  respect 
for  their  Past-President,  they  would  adopt  them  as  they  were, 
and  not  trouble  themselves  about  mere  matters  of  detail. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Campion  (Cambridge)  inquired  if  tbe  regulations 
had  been  before  the  Privy  Council  since  they  were  introduced 
into  the  Bill  which  went  nef<  re  Parliament  ? 

Mr.  Caeteighe  :  Certainly  not. 

Mr.  Campkin  then  proceeded  to  contend  that  the 
meeting  having  accepted  the  broad  principle  of  adopting 
regulations,  time  ought  to  be  given  to  consider  the  regula- 
tions proposed  in  detail — they  should  not  be  carried  en  Moo. 
Mr.  Campkin,  who  spoke  with  unusual  force,  concluded  by 
moving  that  the  meetiDg  be  adjourned,  and  that  the  regula- 
tions be  referred  to  the  Council  of  the  Society  to  report 
upon  to  the  annual  meeting  in  May. 

Mr.  Lance  seconded,  and  there  were  cries  of  "  Vote,  vote, 
vote !  " 

On  being  put  only  two  voted  for  the  amendment, 
which  was,  therefore,  lost,  Mr  Robinson's  resolution  that  the 
regulations  be  adopted  being  carried. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  having  been  accorded  to  the 
President  for  his  conduct  in  the  chair,  Mr.  Hills  (in  reply) 
remarked  that  he  considered  they  had  done  an  exceedingly 
good  day's  work.  (Applause.) 
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Anyone  irho  objects  to  the  registration  of  a  trade-mark  must 
address  tha  Comptroller-General,  Patent  Office,  Chancery 
Lane,  W.C.,  ivithin  a  month  of  the  date  of  publication.

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on 
January  4,  at  the  Sjciety's  House,  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin,  at  3  p.m.  Present :  Mr.  E.  J.  Downes  (Presi- 
dent), Messrs.  Bernard,  Brittain  (Drogbeda),  Grindley,  Kelly, 
Micbie,  Simpson,  Tate  (Belfast),  Professor  Tichborne,  Dr. 
Walsh,  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells. 

The  Peesident,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  welcomed  Mr. 
Tate,  who  attended  for  the  first  time.  He  (the  President)  had 
received  the  following  gratifying  letter  since  the  last 
meeting : —

<Hear,  hear.)    The  first  business  of  that  day  was  the 

Co-option  of  a  Membeb  of  the  Council 

in  the  room  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Murray,  deceased. 
gftMr.  Wells  said  tnere  had  <een  a  conversation  on  a  former 
day  as  to  the  anxiety  of  druggists  in  the  North  of  Ireland  to 
have  more  representatives  on  the  Council.  Most  of  those 
present,  he  was  sure,  would  have  no  objection  to  see  more 
druggists  on  the  Council,  but  they  should  be  men  who  would 
worit  harmoniously  with  them  for  tbe  good  of  both  druggists 
<and  pharmaceutical  chemists,  tie  bad  now  great  pleasure 
in  moving  that  Mr.  Robert  Soence,  druggist,  of  Castleblaney, 
be  co-opted.  He  did  nut  know  Mr.  Spence  personally,  but  he 
had  been  told  that  he  was  one  of  tne  old  class  of  druggists 
who  would  work  harmoniously  with  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists  for  the  interests  of  tne  uwo  bodies,  and  who  had  no 
desire  to  encroach  on  the  province  of  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists. 

Mr.  Gbindley  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Beenahd  asked  if  this  proposal  was  made  by  Mr. 
Wells  in  pursuauce  of  the  conversation  that  lately  occurred 
between  Mr.  Rankin  and  some  msmoers  of  the  Council.  He 
asked  the  question  because  he  did  not  wish  it  to  go  forth 
that  this  mjtion  wis  in  compliance  with  a  contention  that 
the  Belfast  druggists  were  not  represented  on  the  Council. 
He  was  glad  to  hear  of  a  chemist  aad  druggist  coming  for- 
ward, especially  with  tbe  credentials  that  had  been 
mentioned ;  but  they  should  not  give  themselves  away 
altogether. 

Mr.  Wells  :  I  do  not  propose  him  in  connection  with  the 
Belfast  demand  at  all.  In  fact,  he  consented  to  serve  twelve 
months  ago.  I  would  be  sorry  to  co-opt  any  man  in  answer 
to  a  demand.  I  only  do  so  from  a  desire  to  have  druggists 
amongst  us.  At  the  same  time  I  think  the  Belfast  gentle- 
men ought  to  show  their  sympathy  with  the  Society  by 
becoming  subscribers  to  it.  We  have  only  two  druggists  in 
Belfast  subscribers  at  present. 

Mr.  Kelly  had  understood  that  if  there  was  any  demand 
to  be  made  on  the  point  in  question  it  would  bs  settled  by 
about  115  druggists  becoming  members  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  f ate  :  I  am  aware  that  very  few  of  the  Belfast 
chemists  and  druggists  subscribe  to  the  Society.  They 
are  not  ambitious  of  membership.  Their  anxiety  is,  as 
far  as  I  can  interpret  it,  that  more  chemists  and  druggists 
should  be  elected,  if  possible,  on  this  board;  and  Mr.  Wells 
has  cleared  away  the  difficulty  in  a  large  measure  by  pro- 
posing this  gentleman.    I  am  sure  it  will  satisfy  them. 

The  Pebsident  :  This  will  be  the  third  representative  of 
the  chemists  and  druggists  that;  we  have  elected.  Mr. 
Turkington  corresponds  with  us  occasionally,  and  has  a 
good  deal  o'  interest  in  the  Society ;  but  he  has  had  a  great 
domestic  affliction  of  late.  Mr.  Burns,  whom  I  nominated 
twelve  montQS  ago,  never  turned  up  except  to  one  meeting; 
and  that  is  not  our  faulc.  I  do  cob  see  that  they  can 
require  more  in  the  present  state  of  their  representation. 

Mr.  Bernaed  :  They  have  one  representative  for  every 
eighteen  of  their  subscribers  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Wells:  I  should  bj  opposed  to  electing  any  more 
druggists  on  the  Council  until  more  of  them  join  the  Society. 


I  know  that  nearly  every  one  of  the  druggists  who  are  at 
present  subscribers  to  the  Society  is  satisfied  with  the  phar- 
maceutical chemists. 

The  motion  for  the  co-option  of  Mr.  Spence  was  then 
passed  unanimously. 

The  Society  and  the  B.P. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  President  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  inviting  the  Society  to  co-operate  in  the 
preparation  of  the  next  edition  of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia. 

Professor  Tichborne  moved  pursuant  to  notice: — "  (1) 
That  the  Council  appoint  a  committee  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of  the  General  Medical 
Council;  and  (2)  that  a  member  of  that  committee  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  Medical  Council  Pharmacopoeia 
Committee  when  necessary  "  He  submitted  that  a  committee 
of  five,  with  the  addition  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent as  ex-offlcio  members,  would  be  sufficient.  It  was  not 
necessary  that  this  committee  should  be  selected  from  the 
Council.  They  might  appoint  Mr.  Charles  Evans,  who  was 
an  ex- President,  or  any  desirable  member.  But  it  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  the  members  of  the  committee  should 
be  pharmaceutical  chemists  keepirg  open  establishments. 
The  object  in  asking  the  assistance  of  the  Society  was  to 
obtain  the  aid  of  gentlemen  who  could  give  useful  and 
practical  advice.  As  regarded  the  treatment  the  Society 
had  hitherto  received  in  connection  with  this  matter,  it 
would  perhaps  have  been  better  if  the  advice  now  sought 
had  been  asked  before.  He  (Professor  Tichborne)  was 
already  on  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of  tbe  Medical 
Council.  That  committee  would  only  submit  to  the  com- 
mittee that  he  proposed  to  have  now  appointed  such 
questions  for  its  opinion  as  they  should  think  desirable;  but 
when  the  time  should  approach  for  the  publication  of  the 
new  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  a  member  now  to  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee 
would  have  to  go  to  London  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Beenaed  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Peesident  :  Our  committee  will  not  be  recognised  by 
them.    They  will  only  deal  with  our  representative. 

Professor  Tichbokne:  You  could  not  go  on  without  a 
committee.  The  English  Society  have  a  committee  which 
has  been  recognised. 

Mr.  Wells  said  they  now  learned  that  their  position  in 
this  matter  was  to  be  exactly  the  same  as  that  which  the 
English  Society  had  occupied  up  to  the  present.  It  was  un- 
fortunate that  the  Council  of  the  English  Society  should 
have  lent  their  services  in  the  way  they  had  done.  If  they 
had  held  aloof  as  they  (the  Council)  did,  and  not  given  any 
assistance  to  the  Medical  Council,  the  latter  would  have  had 
to  give  to  the  pharmacists  tbe  place  in  the  preparation  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia  to  which  they  were  justly  entitled.  It 
should  not  have  been  a  matter  of  sucking  their  brains. 
They  ought  to  have  power  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee, 
but  he  took  it  that  the  representative  of  the  Council  would 
simply  go  to  London  and  express  his  opinion,  but  would  not 
be  allowed  to  exercise  any  power  of  voting  He  said,  with 
all  respect  to  the  medical  profession,  that  some  of  the  men 
on  the  committee  in  question  were  not  practical  pharmacists  ; 
whilst  men  had  been  left  off  it  who  would  have  been  an 
honour  to  any  committee.  They  would  hear  what  the 
Council's  representative  had  to  say,  and  ask  to  have  work 
done  for  them,  and  then,  perhaps,  their  suggestions  would 
be  thrown  overboard.  They  would  not  have  a  satisfactory 
Pharmacopoeia  until  the  committee  who  prepared  it  was 
composed  of  both  pharmacists  a^d  medical  men,  as  was 
the  practice  in  other  countries.  Now  the  Irish  Society  were 
only  getting  representation  because  the  English  Society  had 
given  themselves  away. 

Prof es  or  Tichboene  said  there  was  no  voting  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee.  The  general  opinion  of  the 
members  was  taken,  and  the  opinion  of  the  Councils 
representative  would  have  as  much  weight  as  that  of  any 
other  person.  It  would  require  a  new  Act  of  Parliament  to 
meet  Mr.  Wells's  view.  Tne  Medical  Act  said  that  the 
General  Medical  Council  were  to  produce  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. 

Mr.  Wells  :  No,  to  publish  it.  The  words  of  the  Act  are 
"shall  cause  to  be  published  under  their  direction." 

Professor  Tichboene:  The  publishing  of  it  means  the 
bringing  of  it  out.    They  would  be  delegating  their  legal 
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function  to  others  if  they  were  to  do  what  Mr.  Wells  sug- 
gests. However,  that  question  may  come  before  us  in  the 
future.  We  are  not  dealing  with  it  now.  Are  we  to  take 
offence  at  our  previous  treatment  and  say  we  will  not  go  ?  I 
think  that  would  be  very  injudicious.  I  think  the  less  we 
say  about  bygones  the  bstter.    Let  us  make  a  fresh  start. 

Mr.  Wells:  What  are  we  to  do  now  ? 

Professor  Tichboene  :  You  are  going  to  be  brought  in  in 
the  same  way  as  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  and  the  College  of 
Physicians. 

Mr.  Wells  :  We  are  not  goiDg  to  sit  on  the  Council. 
Some  of  the  suggestions  that  we  made  before  were  thrown 
aside. 

Professor  Tichborne  :  We  do  not  know  who  was  right. 

Mr.  Wells:  Bat  we  know  who  was  right.  Some  of  the 
preparations  will  not  keep 

Mr.  Bernard  :  We  ought  to  take  the  little  recognition 
that  we  get.  It  is  very  seldom  that  we  get  any  from 
England. 

Mr.  Kelly  said  it  was  monstrous  that  a  book  which  they 
should  all  be  possessed  of  should  not  have  been  produced 
by  pharmacists.  At  the  same  time,  he  thought  they  should 
accept  the  recognition  now  offered. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  the  medical  men  had  had  for  years  the 
legal  right  of  compiling  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  they 
naturally  wished  to  keep  the  matter  in  their  own  hands  ; 
bub  he  thought,  when  they  invited  the  Society  to  co-operate 
with  them,  they  sho^d  show  their  willingness  to  do  so. 
He  ventured  to  say  that  a  great  many  medical  men  knew 
just  as  much  about  those  things  as  the  pharmacists. 

Professor  Tich borne:  Do  not  forget  that  the  book  is 
written  for  the  use  of  medical  men,  and  not  for  that  of 
pharmacists. 

Mr.  Kelly:  We  will  get  proper  recognition  after  a  while. 
It  is  only  a  matter  of  time. 

It  was  then  agreed  to  prefix  to  the  resolution  the  words 
"  That  the  Council  fall  in  with  the  proposal  of  the  Medical 
Council  contained  in  their  communication  of  December  17, 
1898  "  ;  and  thus  amended  it  passed  unanimously. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  then  nominated  as  a  body 
from  whom  the  commif.tee  and  referee  were  to  be  selected 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council: — Messrs.  Wells,  Charles 
Brans,  Kelly,  Allen,  Doran,  Dr.  Walsh,  Dr.  Whitla,  Mr.  John 
Smith,  Mr.  George  Broune,  Mr.  Payne  (Belfast),  and  Mr. 
Michie.  The  Registrar  was  directed  to  write  to  these 
gentlemen  to  ask  if  they  would  serve. 

The  President  was  elected  to  act  as  referee,  and  consented 
to  do  so. 

The  Evening  Meetings. 

A  report  from  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Evening 
Meetings  Committee  came  on  for  consideration.  It  gave  an 
account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  session  of  1897-98,  and 
made  some  recommendations  with  a  view  to  inducing 
licenliates  of  the  Society  to  become  members.  Amongst 
these  were  :  That  accommodation  should  be  afforded  in  the 
Society's  rooms  for  post-graduate  study  and  assistance  in 
research  ;  that  the  books  at  present  in  the  library  should  be 
catalogued  and  made  available  to  every  member;  that  a 
reading-room  should  be  opened  and  furnished  with  journals 
and  periodicals  ;  and  that  a  part  of  the  Society's  premises 
should  be  fitted  up  as  a  gymnasium  for  the  use  of  the 
apprentices  and  assistants  Thanks  for  services  rendered  in 
connection  with  the  evening  meetings  were  accorded  to  the 
Vice-President  CMr  Beggs)  and  the  Registrar  (Mr.  Ferrall) 

After  some  discussion,  in  the  course  of  which  exception 
was  taken  to  the  proposal  of  a  gymnasium,  the  other 
recommendations  being  favourably  received, 

The  report  was  referred  back  to  the  School  Committee  for 
farther  consideration  and  a  report  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Council. 


Feports  from  the  Law  and  other  committees  were  dealt  with. 


On  the  motion  of  Mr  Wells,  seconded  by  Mr.  Kelly, 
Mr.  George  Gilmore  (Kilkenny),  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Jones 
(Doneraile),  and  Mr.  David  Mitchell  Watson  (Clontarf,  co. 
Dublin)  were  elected  members. 


The  consideration  of  Sir  George  Duffey's  report  was  de- 
ferred until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.

An  evening  meeting  was  held  on  Monday,  January  9,  Mr; 
R.  J.  Downes  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  was  an 
exceptionally  large  attendance.  On  the  motion  of  Mr. 
W.  V.  Johnston  seconded  by  Mr.  P.  Kelly,  Mr.  J.  A.  Ray, 
BA.  (T.C  D),  M.P.S.I.,  was  elected  special  reporter  in 
chemistry  to  the  evening  meetings.  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,. 
L.R.C.P.,  M.P.S.I.,  read  two  papers,  the  first  on

Referring  to  the  first  mixture  Dr.  Walsh  said,  when  dis- 
pensed as  written,  the  salicylic  acid  was  thrown  out  by  the' 
acid  quinine  salt ;  this  difficulty  he  overcame  by  using  the 
ordinary  sulphate  of  quinine,  having  carefully  neutralised' 
the  spt.  asther.  nitrosi  with  liq.  sodas,  when  he  found  that 
the  resin  was  precipitated  from  the  tr.  podophylli,  to- 
remedy  which  he  added  mucilage  of  acacia  51V.,  succeeding 
in  this  way  in  turning  out  a  presentable  mixture,  a  specimen 
bottle  ot  which  he  handed  round  for  inspection  Referring 
to  the  second  prescription,  Dr.  Walsh  said  that  the  difficulty, 
in  mixing  tr.  benzoin,  co.  and  water  was  in  this  instance 
increased  by  the  liq.  plumbi  subacet.,  for  on  mixing 
the  ingredients  a  tough  insoluble  mass  aggregated  in  the- 
bottle.  He  thought  this  might  be  prevented  by  using  the 
glycerin,  plumbi  subacet ,  but  found  that  it  acted 
in  the  same  manner.  It  then  occurred  to  him  to  add  a< 
small  quantity  of  ol.  olivas  to  the  tr.  benzoin,  co.  before 
adding  the  liq.  plumbi  subacet.,  which  latter,  on  being  added 
gradually  and  well  shaken  on  each  addition,  turned  out  a 
fairly  presentable  mixture,  specimens  of  which  were  handed 
round,  when  it  was  admitted  that  the  last  effort  seemed  to- 
be  the  most  successful. 

The  third  prescription  at  first  sight  looked  rather 
innocent,  but  of  the  three  it  was  really  the  most  deceptive,, 
because  the  change  which  took  place  did  not  occur  at  once ; 
so  that  if  the  prescription  was  dispensed  as  soon  as  com- 
pounded, the  patient  would  be  the  one  to  notice  the  incom- 
patibility. The  author  found  that  after  standing  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes  the  whole  contents  of  the  bottle  became  solid; 
because  the  solution  of  sulphate  of  magnesia  in  the  pepper- 
mint-water was  dehydrated  on  the  addition  of  the  spirituous 
tinctures,  and  consequently  crystals  of  sulphate  were 
thrown  out. 

Mr.  Conyngham  initiated  the  discussion  by  asking  the 
general  opinion  as  to  altering,  in  any  way,  medical  prescrip- 
tions. 

Mr  W.  V.  Johnston  thought  that  when  the  presciiben 
could  not  be  consulted  it  was  right  for  the  pharmacist  to 
use  his  own  discretion,  as  it  would  not  be  to  his  credit  to 
turn  out  a  mixture  useless  to  the  patient. 

Mr.  P.  Kelly  thought  that  Dr.  Walsh  had  done  the  very 
best  be  could  under  the  circumstances. 

Mr.  Michie  said  in  his  opinion  it  would  have  been  well  to 
use  a  little  extra  spirit  in  the  dispensing  of  the  lotion  con- 
taining the  tincture  of  benzoin.  He  could  not  recommend* 
the  using  of  the  olive  oil,  as  he  thought  it  a  distinct  depar- 
ture from  the  original  prescription. 

Dr.  Walsh,  in  replying,  said  he  did  not  advocate  the 
altering  of  prescriptions,  except  in  a  case  where  it  was  ac 
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absolute  necessity  to  use  some  expedient  and  when  the  pre- 
sciiber  could  not  be  consulted. 

The  President  brought  before  the  notice  of  the  meeting 
the  following  prescription  which  he  had  had  to  dispense,  and 


which  threw  down  a  dense  precipitate  : —

This  was  dispensed  twice  without  any  change  being 
noticed  in  it,  but  on  the  third  occasion  a  precipitate  was 
produced  which  could  not  be  accounted  for. 

It  was  suggested  by  Dr.  Walsh  that  the  liq.  bydrarg. 
perehlor.  precipitated  the  alkaloid  (quinine). 

Mr.  O'Sullivan  thought  this  might  be  prevented  by 
adding  to  the  mixture  last  the  quinin.  hydroch.  dissolved  in 
the  acid. 

Dr.  McWalteb  had  observed  that  the  action  of  light 
seemed  to  help  the  precipitation  of  alkaloids  by  the  per- 
chloride  solution,  and  when  there  was  a  mixture  of  chlorides 
this  was  more  likely  to  occur. 

Mr.  Johnston  suggested  that  the  Society  should  have  an 
experimental  laboratory,  wherein  such  difficulties  could  be 
worked  out. 

Dr.  Walsh  then  read  hi3  second  paper,  on 

Crystallisation. 

This  was  an  erudite  and  lengthy  discussion  of  crystallo- 
graphy. The  author  said  that  there  are  five  methods  of 
producing  crystals — viz.,  by  sublimation,  fusion,  molecular 
change,  electrolysis,  and  solution — and  of  each  of  these  he 
gave  examples,  mentioning,  when  speaking  of  crystals 
formed  by  molecular  change,  that  prepared  calamine  is  not, 
as  Martindale  and  Squire  state,  impure  carbonate  of  zinc, 
but  impure  oxide  of  zinc,  obtained  by  calcining  the  native 
carbonate.  Incidentally  Dr.  Walsh  gave  a  lucid  account  of 
the  phenomenon  of  solution,  also  of  precipitation,  water  of 
crystallisation,  and  similar  topics,  the  paper  concluding  with 
descriptions  of  the  different  crystalline  forms. 

Dr.  MoW alter  and  Professor  Tichbobne  made  some 
remarks  as  to  the  importance  of  the  subject  so  ably  handled 
by  the  author  ;  after  which  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  were 
conveyed  to  Dr.  Walsh  by  the  President.

position,  thus  leaving  the  office  of  Physician  to  the  Royal 
Household  vacant. 

We  mentioned  last  week  that  Professor  Roberts- Austen,  of 
the  Royal  Mint,  had  received  his  K.C.B.  from  the  Queen. 
We  now  give  his  portrait,  which  was  received  too  late  to 
include  with  last  week's  note.  The  new  knight  is  most  fertile 
in  research-suggestion,  and  the  chemists  under  him  at  the. 


Royal  Mint  find  him  as  ready  to  assist  them  in  their  individual 
researches  as  he  is  to  use  the  newest  methods  of  research. 
He  is  a  man  of  great  resource.  Last  year,  when  the  Iron  and 
Steel  Institute  met  in  Stockholm,  the  King  of  Sweden, 
intimated  that  he  would  attend  when  the  President-elect 
(Professor  Roberts- Austen)  was  to  read  his  paper.  As  it

JBMtodal  Comments. 


Poisons  Regulations. 

The  regulations  for  keeping,  dispensing,  and  selling  poisons, 
which  chemists  fought  over  with  such  fury  twenty-eight 
years  ago,  have  been  adopted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  now  only  await  the  sanction  of  the  Privy  Council  to 
have  the  force  of  law.  We  agree  with  the  President  of  the 
Society  and  with  the  mover  of  the  resolution  that  in  adopt- 
ing these  the  members  of  the  Society  did  a  good  day's  work 
on  Wednesday.  They  have  not  only  done  the  right  thing 
for  the  public,  but  they  have  taken  the  course  which  will 
eventually  improve  their  condition  better  than  any  new 
Pharmacy  Act  which  there  is  any  chance  of  securing.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that,  if  they  bad  cordially  acceded  to  the  Privy 
Council's  wishes  in  1870,  instead  of  bitterly  resisting  them 
the  poisons  schedule  would  at, this  moment  have  been 
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appreciably  longer,  and  the  influence  of  a  powerful  Depart- 
ment would  have  been  exercised  on  their  behalf  in  many 
direct  and  indirect  ways. 

Mr.  Robinson  stated  the  case  for  Ihe  regulations  with  much 
clearness  and  force.  In  one  respect  he  over-stated  his  case, 
as  Mr.  Harrison  subsequently  contended  the  members  of  th 
Society  were  bound  in  "  honour  only  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions definitely  set  forth  in  the  Act."  That  there  was  an 
understanding  of  some  sort  between  Mr.  Sandford  and  some 
unknown  official  is  an  established  fact,  but  as  the  under- 
standing was  not  incorporated  in  the  Act  no  one  bat  M  r 
Sandford  and  the  official  was  bound  by  it. 

There  was  no  substantial  opposition  to  the  proposition 
and  we  are  not  surprised  that  the  members  of  the  Council, 
tired  with  their  mining's  work,  should  have  been  eager  to 
get  the  discussion  through.  But  Mr.  Carteighe's  numerous  im- 
patient speeches,  includingone  lasting  twenty  minutes, appeal- 
ing to  everybody  present  to  recognise  that  there  was  nothing 
more  to  fay  after  he  had  spoken,  were  not  calculated  to 
promote  an  amiable  feeling.  A  great  many  chemists  had 
come  to  the  meeting  to  discuss  the  details  of  the  proposals, 
and  Mr.  Campkin's  vigorously-delivered  protest  against  the 
way  they  were  treated  was,  we  think,  justified.  The  matter 
of  Mr.  Carteighe's  speech  was  worse  than  the  manner.  He 
violently  reiterated  his  opinion  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  a 
mere  "  wretched  poisons  Act,"  he  hated  the  regulations,  but 
they  were  "  beautifully  vague,"  and  he  implied  that  if  they 
were  adopted  they  would  give  no  trouble  to  anybody.  If 
ihis  is  the  spirit  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  agree 
to  them  the  Privy  Council  will  be  justified  in  reserving  their 
sanction  and  reasserting  their  claim  to  administer  the  Act 
themselves. 


The  Minor  Schedule. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  President  of  the  Pbarmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  for  proofs  of  new  examination- 
schedules,  which  reached  us  after  our  last  issue  was  printed 
and  circulated.  It  is  fully  two  years  since  the  Boards  of 
Examiners  began  to  amend  the  present  syllabus.  We  had 
early  information  regarding  their  proceedings,  and  thought 
it  advisable  to  suggest,  in  our  issue  of  April  24,  1897,  that 
some  of  the  proposed  alterations  were  unwise.  We  are  glad 
to  find  that  our  suggestions  have  been  taken  in  good  part, 
and  the  points  reconsidered.  The  delay  has  also  enabled 
the  Boards  and  Council  to  include  the  1898  British  Phar- 
macopoeia in  the  schedule.  The  new  edition  is  not,  as  was 
the  one  which  it  supersedes,  an  entire  revolution,  but  a 
literary  improvement  and  perfection  in  several  directions. 
The  greater  part  of  it  is  actually  a  reprint  of  the  schedule  as 
printed  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Educational 
Number,  September3,  1898,  pages  409-411,  and  it  may  be 
well  for  any  who  read  this  article  to  have  these  pages 
before  them.  Students  wishing  copies  of  the  new  schedule 
should  write  to  the  Secretary  and  Registrar  for  them.  Here 
we  only  indicate  the  changes. 

Botany  is  now  placed  first  and  the  paragraphs  devoted  to 
it  are  rewritten.    The  followirg  requirement  is  new  : — 

The  candidate  is  required  to  possess  a  practical  knowledge  of  : 
—  (a)  Classification.  The  main  divisions  of  the  vegetable 
kingdom  and  their  most  important  characteristics  :— Thallophyta, 
Bryophyta,  Pteridophyta,  Phanerogamia.  The  following  Sub- 
classes and  Natural  Orders  of  the  Angiosperms :— Thalamiflora?, 
Calyciflora",  Corolliflora?,  Monochlamydea;,  Petaloideae,  Spadici- 
floree,  and  ( Uuminorae  ;  Ranunculaces;,  Cruciferae,  Rosacere,  Legu- 
minosse,  Umbellifera?,  Composite,  Solanaces,  Liliacete.  The 
description  of  flowering  plants  in  technical  language. 

It  was  originally  proposed  to  do  away  with  the  recognition 
of  dried  plants.  This  we  particularly  objected  to,  and  we 
are  pleased  to  see  that  the  list  is  retained— Achillea  mille- 


folium, JEthusa  cynapium.  Arum  maculatum,  and  Borage- 
officinalis  being  deleted,  and  the  following  added: — Brassica 
nigra,  Juniperus  communis,  Pinus  sylvestris,  Primus  lauro- 
cerasvs,  Quercus  Robur,  Salix  alba,  Sambucus  nigra,  and 
Ulmvs  campestris.  "  Morphology,  including  anatomy,"  forms 
section  b  of  the  subject.  Here  the  knowledge  is  extended 
to  recognition  and  description  of  microscopic  sections  illus- 
trating plant  structures— viz.,  "  the  vegetable  cell,  tissues, 
eg.,  merismatic,  epidermal,  fundamental,  and  vascular.  The 
characteristic  anatomical  features  of  roots,  stems,  and  leaves 
of  flowering  plants  and  ferns."  Then  follows  a  paragraph 
on  the  physiology  requirements,  which  is  clearer  than  the 
old  one,  but  not  more  extensive: — 

(c)  Physiology.  The  elementary  facts  in  connection  with  the 
physiology  of  plants,  including  the  nature  and  source  of  the  food 
of  plants,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  raw  materials  are 
elaborated  Chlorophyll,  its  manner  of  occurrence  in  the  plant ; 
its  functions  and  the  conditions  under  which  it  discharges  them. 
Reserve  materials,  their  nature,  mode  of  deposition,  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  are  utilised  by  the  plant.  The  manner  in 
which  plants  grow,  and  the  conditions  necessary  for  the  growth  of 
a  plant.  The  manner  in  which  plants  respond  to  external  stimuli 
— e.g.,  light,  gravity,  &c.    Sexual  and  asexual  reproduction. 

Chemistry  and  physics  is  not  seriously  altered,  but  in  the 
practical  examination  students  will  be  expected  "to  analyse 
a  mixture  containing  not  more  than  two  metals  and  two 
acid  radicles"  [a  decided  change  from  the  recognition  of 
simple  salts],  "  to  understand  the  principles  of  volumetric 
analysis,  and  to  prepare,  standardise,  and  use  volumetric- 
solutions,"  and  "  to  quantitatively  determine  the  total  alka- 
loids incinchona-baik  and  itsofficialprcparations,io  theliquid 
extract  of  belladonna  and  its  preparations,  and  in  the  liquid 
extract  of  ipecacuanha  ;  also  the  strychnine  in  the  extract, 
liquid  extract,  and  tincture  of  nux  vomica  ;  the  morphine 
in  opium  and  its  extract,  liquid  extract,  and  tincture  ;  and 
the  resin  in  tincture  of  jalap."  The  first  two  quoted  sen- 
tences are  new,  and  the  preparations  in  italics  in  the  third 

uotf  d  sentence  are  new.  Several  additions  to  the  analytical 
Specifications  are  also  made. 

Materia  medica  has  been  notably  augmented,  and  the  list  of 
unofficial  drugs  which  candidates  must  recognise  has  been 
revised,  so  as  to  include  some  of  the  drugs  which  have  been 
removed  from  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  All  official  drugs 
must,  as  before,  be  recognised.  The  additions  are  as 
follows : —

The  articles  which  have  been  put  into  the  B.P.  are,  of 
course,  taken  out  of  the  list,  but  some  things  have  been 
taken  out  which  are  not  B.P.— e.g.,  Bryonia  alba  root,  garlic 
Winter's  bark,  coltsfoot,  Indian  pink,  curare,  sponge,  and 
cuttlefish  [bone].  "  Aloe  spicata,  &c,"  mentioned  in  the  old 
list,  is  changed  to  Cape  aloes  and  Natal  aloes,  and  Capsicum 
annuum  fruit,  formerly  in  to  represent  the  unofficial  capsicum, 
is  now  taken  out,  because  the  B.P.  has  appropriated  the  name 
for  the  official  article.    This  means  that  candidates  need  not 
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"be  familiar  with  any  capsicum  except  the  official  kind.  In 
addition  to  previous  requirements,  candidates  in  future  must 
be 

"acquainted  with  the  modes  of  collection  and  preparation 
for  the  market;  indicate  the  morphological  nature  of 
such  as  are  organised,  and  the  mode  of  formation  of  such  as 
are  unorganised ;  correctly  describe  them,  and  point 
out  diagnostic  characters  either  chemical  or  physical,  the 
latter  as  far  as  they  can  be  ascertained  by  the  use  of  a  lens 
.  .  .  and  possess  a  practical  knowledge  of  aDypharmacopceial 
tests  or  processes  of  assay  applied  to  crude  drugs  or  their 
official  products." 

This  is  a  substantial  addition  to  the  schedule,  and  one 
which  will  need  good  work  on  the  part  of  students. 

The  alterations  in  the  pharmacy,  dispensing,  and  prescrip- 
tion-reading parts  of  the  schedule,  which  will  come  into 
force  after  August  of  this  year — i.e.,  at  the  October  examina- 
tion— are  purely  verbal.  The  Major  schedule  is  also  altered, 
but  not  greatly. 

Although  the  additions  to  the  Minor  examination  are  not 
in  themselves  serious,  it  has  to  be  noted  that  they  are  placed 
upon  an  already  overburdened  examination.  The  inclusion 
of  such  generalities  as  "the  principles  of  volumetric  analysis'' 
and  the  analysis  of  a  mixture  containing  two  bases  and  two 
acids  in  chemistry,  classification  in  botany,  and  "  the  modes 
of  collection  and  preparation  for  the  market"  of  drugs  in 
materia  medica  are  really  sufficient  for  one  examination, 
therefore  for  one  course  of  instruction,  and  unless  the 
examiners  always  regard  these  and  similar  additions  from 
the  minimum  standpoint,  they  will  find  it  difficult  not  to 
Teject  every  Minor  candidate  who  comes  before  them.  We, 
therefore,  welcome  the  new  schedule  chiefly  because  it  is 
bound  to  hasten  the  division  of  the  Minor  examination. 
Chemists'  assistants  as  a  body  are  quite  equal  to  the  schedule, 
if  they  are  examined  in  the  most  sensible  way,  but  they  are 
not  so  superior  in  mental  capacity  to  students  in  other  pro- 
fessions that  they  can  make  themselves  examinationally  pro- 
ficient at  one  time  in  double  and  treble  the  subjects  that 
are  required  at  other  professional  examinations.  Although 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  not  pledged  to  hasten  division 
of  the  examination,  there  is  an  understanding  that  it  should 
be  done  as  soon  as  possible,  and  we  earnestly  hope  there  will 
be  no  delay. 

The  Position  of  Jalap. 

'During  the  latter  part  of  1898  a  section  of  the  drug- trade 
became  much  interested  in  the  jalap-market.  The  drug  for 
a  long  time  previously  had  been  greatly  neglected,  and  had 
fallen  to  such  an  abnormally  low  figure  that  the  importers 
did  not  find  it  worth  their  while  to  go  to  the  usual  small 
expense  of  sortiDg  before  offering  it  in  public  auction. 
Suddenly  the  stock  in  London  was  almost  entirely  bought  up 
by  two  American  buyers,  who  quietly  purchased  cheap 
parcels  from  second-hands,  and  what  they  could  from 
importers'  brokers,  and  it  was  only  when  the  coup  was 
accomplished  that  the  fact  leaked  out.  There  seems  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  this  was  speculative  buying — i.e.,  it 
was  not  dictated  by  immediate  necessity  ;  indeed,  the  buyers 
are  sitting  on  the  stuff  and  are  firm  in  their  views,  because 
the  stocks  in  London,  New  York,  and  Mexico  are  extremely 
limited  and  are  well  concentrated.  In  brief,  the  ordinary  natural 
law  is  workirig  itself  out — viz  ,  that  after  a  period  of  low  prices 
scarcity  generally  precedes  a  rise,  because  unremunerative 
prices  prevent  harvesting  of  the  article.  One  reason 
advanced  for  probable  deficiency  in  jalap-supplies  is  that 
the  drug  is  going  out  of  use.  The  same  thing  has  been 
said  of  other  cathartics,  and  medical  men  especially,  who 
ihave  a  contempt  for  old-fashioned  medicine,  are  prone  to 


favour  this  idea.  The  market-movements  of  jalap  tell  a 
different  tale.  The  following  table  shows  the  amount  (in 
bags  of  about  130  lbs.)  of  the  drug  imported  into  London 
each  year  since  1886,  and  the  stocks  at  the  end  of  each  year, 
as  well  as  the  prices  per  lb.  paid  to  the  importers  for  sound 
Vera  Cruz : —

It  appears  from  this  that  the  consumption  of  jalap  has 
increased  to  fully  twice  as  much  as  it  was  twelve  years 
ago.  This  is  rather  surprising,  but  the  facts  must  not  be 
overlooked  that  the  jalap-package  has  decreased  in 
size  of  recent  years  (say,  a  third),  a  large  proportion  of 
the  drug  is  used  for  the  preparation  of  the  resin  and 
jalapin,  and,  as  the  quality  of  the  root  has  deteriorated 
considerably,  a  larger  amount  is  necessary  for  the  pro- 
duction of  the  resin  and  jalapin  required.  Still,  these 
facts  do  not  account  for  the  largelj -increased  imports, 
and  as  the  stuff  is  consumed  jalap  cannot  be  less  popular 
than  of  yore.  We  take  this  to  be  one  more  proof  of  the 
assertion  that  medicines  are  exactly  like  every  other  class 
of  goods — cheapen  them  (as  by  cutting)  and  the  consumers 
will  buy  more  freely,  whether  they  need  them  or  not.  East 
Indian  jalap  is  now  rarely  seen  on  this  market,  and  although 
it  is  still  cultivated  in  the  Nilgiris  it  is  not  of  sufficient 
importance  to  rank  as  a  competitor  with  the  Vera  Cruz  kind. 
In  1894  a  prominent  wholesale  druggist  bought  a  parcel  of 
E.I.  jalap  at  2d.  per  lb.  (although  the  market-price  of  Vera 
Cruz  jalap  was  then  Is.  5d.),  and  on  analysis  it  proved  to 
contain  12  5  per  cent,  of  resin.  That  was  an  incident  which 
is  not  likely  to  occur  again,  and  shipments  from  the  East 
have  been  few  and  far  between. 

Jalap  is  not  an  article  viewed  with  favour  by  speculators  on 
this  side.  Five  years  ago  there  was  a  little  excitement  about 
it,  values  advancing  from  Is.  to  Is.  6d.  per  lb.  ;  but  before 
the  year  closed  the  "  bulls "  were  willing  to  accept  Is.  2d. 
From  January  to  September  last  year  the  value  fluctuated 
between  6|<2.  and  b\d.,  with  a  poor  demand.  In  October  the 
quiet  buying  already  referred  to  began,  and  the  price  crept 
up  by  farthings  to  6%d.  for  unworked  Vera  Cruz  in  the 
beginning  of  November,  and  before  the  close  Id.  was  paid. 
Now  l\d.  per  lb.  is  wanted  in  London,  but  we  hear  from 
New  York  that  14c.  has  been  paid  there,  which  is  relatively 
higher.  The  future  of  the  drug  depends  upon  that  most 
uncertain  of  factors — the  American  market.  The  houses 
that  were  buying  here  recently  are  rich  enough  to  hold 
on  to  a  year's  supply  long  enough  to  secure  their  own 
terms ;  but  it  now  begins  to  look  as  if  they  have  not  the 
market  entirely  to  themselves. 


A  Chemist  on  the  Cure  of 
Consumption. 

A  REMARKABLE  article,  entitled  "  The  Open-air  Cure  of  Con- 
sumption," appears  in  the  Nineteenth  Century  for  January. 
It  is  signed  by  James  Arthur  Gibson,  who  states  in  the  early 
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part  of  his  contribution  that  he  is  a  chemist,  and  therefore, 
he  says,  "  not  quite  so  ignorant  of  the  subject  as  I  otherwise 
might  have  been."  Mr.  Gibson  is  in  business  at  19  South 
Clerk  Street,  and  at  other  addresses  in  Edinburgh.  He

Me.  James  Arthur  Gibson.  present  death.roll  from  tubercu- 
lous disease  totals  up  to  50,000  to  70.0C0  in  the  British  Isles. 
But  Mr.  Gibson's  narrative  is  so  important,  and  is  so  simply 
and  clearly  told,  that  it  can  hardly  fail  to  have  a  great 
■effect. 

In  the  summer  of  1895,  he  says,  he  completely  broke  down 
in  health.  He  was  then  28  years  of  age.  Drs.  A.  B.  Mitchell 
and  Whitla,  of  Belfast,  both  told  him  his  case  was  very 
desperate.  He  was  ordered  to  give  up  work,  go  to  the 
country,  and  get  complete  rest.  At  first  he  got  much  worse, 
but  owing  to  the  nourishing  food  he  took,  he  began  to  gain 
weight  even  while  he  was  in  Ireland.  Then  he  was  advised 
by  a  friend  who  had  been  cured  there  to  go  to  Nordrach,  in 
the  Black  Forest.  He  went  there  early  in  October,  1895, 
and  left  towards  the  end  of  January,  1896,  quite  cured.  In 
the  three  and  a  half  months  he  had  gained  almost  three 
stone  in  weight,  and  his  chest-measurement  had  increased 
6  inches. 

Mr.  Gibson  gives  in  some  detail  the  particulars  of  the 
treatment  adopted.  The  establishment  at  Nordrach  is 
situated  at  an  elevation  of  1,500  feet,  surrounded  by  trees, 
and  a  long  way  off  from  a  town  or  even  a  village.  The 
patients  number  forty  to  fifty.  They  are  under  the  charge 
of  Dr.  Otto  Walther,  who  says  it  is  impossible  to  properly 
overlook  a  greater  number.  But  he  declares  that  the  treat- 
ment could  be  as  well  followed  in  open  country  places  in 
this  country  as  it  is  at  Nordrach.  The  essentials  of  the 
treatment  are,  first,  over-feeding  ;  second,  rest  and  carefully- 
supervised  exercise ;  and  third,  breathing  pure  air  night  and 
day.  The  patients  are  stuffed  to  their  utmost  capacity  with 
nourishing  food.  They  consider  that  they  eat  three  times 
the  ordinary  amount  of  food.  The  weight  increases,  the 
cough  is  mastered,  the  chest  expands,  and  little  by  little  the 
patient  gains  courage.  "  No  medicines  are  ever  given,  as 
they  can  do  no  good,  and  only  upset  the  stomach.''  The 
regulation  of  the  amount  of  exertion  and  rest  is  based  on  the 
patient's  temperature.  This  is  dictated  by  the  doctor  in 
each  case.  The  third,  and  perhaps  the  most  important  con- 
dition (though  Mr.  Gibson  regards  the  feeding  as  the  most 
important  one),  is  the  constant  inhalation  of  pure  air. 
Windows  are  always  opened  day  and  night,  winter  and 
summer,  and  patients  who  once  get  into  the  habit  of  always 
breathing  pure  air  are  never  likely  to  abandon  the  luxury. 

The  editor  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  states  that  Mr. 
Gibson's  article  was  in  type  before  the  recent  meeting  at 
Marlborough  House.  It  largely  supports  the  views  there 
expressed,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  we  are 
approaching  a  time  when  it  will  be  realised  that  the  only 
healthy  condition  in  which  the  lungs  of  men  or  animals  can 
properly  do  their  work  is  in  the  unpolluted  atmosphere 
which  Nature  provides.  Not  one  person  out  of  five  hundred 
breathes  a  pure  atmosphere.     In  the  country,  as  well  as  :"n 


towns,  bedroom  windows  are  generally  kept  hermetically 
closed  so  long  as  anybody  is  in  them.  Lung-diseases  mast 
nourish  in  such  foul  air  as  is  the  result,  and  the  wonder  is 
not  so  much  that  50,000  people  die  from  such  complaints  a 
year,  but  that  50000  are  left  alive  after  spending  nearly 
half  their  hours  in  such  unwholesome  surroundings. 


ERYTHROL  TETRANITRATE  :   A  CAUTIO 

A  correspondent  of  the  British  Medical  Journal  states 
j  that  he  recently  received  by  post  a  sample  labelled  erythrol 
'  tetranitrate,  a  white  powder  in  a  small  glass  bottle.  There 
were  no  directions  or  dose  printed  on  the  bottle,  so  he  put  it 
in  the  waste-paper  basket.     Result :  an  explosion  occurred 
next  morning,  and  the  cook  was  partially  stunned  and  re- 
ceived about  two  dozen  small  wounds  on  the  hands,  arms, 
and  face,  three  or  four  containing  glass    The  housemaid  had 
emptied  the  waste-paper  basket  into  the  dustpan  containing 
hot  ashes.    "So  explosive  a  compound  as  erythrol  tetrani- 
trate should  surely  not,"  adds  the  correspondent,  "  be  sent 
out  without  special  precautions.    Imagine  the  result  of  a  fire 
or  other  accident  at  a  post-office  when  a  few  hundred  of  these 
specimens  had  been  posted."  We  quite  agree  with  this  warning. 
It  is  a3tounding  that  the  manufacturers  of  the  tetranitrate 
who  sent  out  the  samples  did  not  take  some  precautions  in 
regard  to  it,  as  it  is  notorious  that  a  large  proportion  of 
!  such  samples  are  promptly  dropped  into  the  waste-paper 
I  basket  by  medical  practitioners.

An  Old  Gebman  Pharmacy. — The  Hofapotheke  in 
Berlin  has  recently  passed  ihe  three-hundredth  year  of  its 
existence.  The  apotneke  was  founded  by  the  Electress 
Katharina  of  Brandenburg  in  J 598  in  a  wing  of  the  Schloss 
Montigon,  where  it  remained  until  1885.  The  well-known 
apotheker  and  alchemist,  Thurn-Neisser,  built  for  the 
Electress  a  distillery  and  laboratory  on  the  Moritzburg. 
This  laboratory  was  the  beginuing  of  the  Hofapotheke,  on 
a  column  in  which  is  an  inscription  recording  that  the 
Electress  founded  it  in  1598  at  her  own  expense  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Electoral  servants,  the  clergy,  and  the  poor. 
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Determination  of  Strychnine. 

Sources  of  Error  in  the  B.P.  Method. 

By  T.  F  Haevei,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 


WHILE  working  on  liquid  extract  of  dux  vomica  I  had 
occasion  to  look  up  Duostan  and  Short's  original  paper 
on  the  separation  of  strychnine  from  brucine,  which  was 
published  in  tbe  1883  Year-book  I  found  that  the  process 
there  described  is  praclically  identical  with  that  adopted  in 
the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  except  in  one  particular,  and  that 
so  strange  that  it  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  error,  and  a 
somewhat  serious  one.  In  standardising  the  liquid  extract, 
the  quantity  of  percolate  directed  r,o  be  operated  upon  is 
10  c  c,  and  the  strychnine  obtained  from  it  is  to  be  separated 
from  the  brucine  in  an  acid  solution  the  total  volume  of 
which  is  200  c  c.  As  the  finished  extract  is  to  contain  15 
per  cent,  of  stiychnine,  the  10  c  c.  of  percolate  will  furnish 
strychnine  something  in  excess  of  -15  gramme — say, 
•16  gramme  ;  also  the  quantity  of  brucine  will  at  any  rate 
equal  the  quantity  of  strychnine  pre:-ent,  as  shown  in  the 
accompanying  table;  and  16  gramme  strychnine  +  -16  gramme 
brucine  =  '32  gramme  total  alkaloid  : —

Dunstan  and  Short  direct  "any  quantity  of  the  mixed 
alkaloids  not  exceeding  2  gramme"  to  be  used,  which 
appears  to  have  been  construed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  as 
"  any  quantity  of  strychnine  not  exceeding  2  gramme." 

Furthermore,  Dunstan  and  Short  particularly  point  out 
that  the  brucine  in  the  preoipitating-liquid  must  not  exceed 
06  per  cent.,  or  utterly  unreliable  results  will  be  obtained. 
By  following  the  B  P.  directions  there  is  about  '08  per  cent, 
brucine  present.  Two  determinations  made  by  myself  upon 
the  same  sample  of  powdered  seeds  containing  2  8  per  cent, 
total  alkaloid,  using  in  the  one  case  10  grammes  and  in  the 
other  5  grammes  of  powder,  yielded  respectively  138  and 
125  per  cent,  strychnine.  The  tormer  figure  was  undoubtedly 
too  high,  and  of  the  correctness  of  the  latter  figure  I 
happened  to  receive  confirmation  from  an  independent  source. 

The  purport  of  all  this  is  that  if  accurate  and  concordant 
results  are  to  be  obtained  the  B.P.  quantity  must  be  reduced 
from  10  c.c.  to  5  c.c. 

With  tr.  nucis  vom.  the  discrepancy  is  very  much  greater. 
Here  we  are  directed  to  work  upon  25  gramme  strychnine, 
which,  added  to  25  gramme  brucine  =  5  gramme  totalalkaloid, 
instead  of  2  gramme  or  less.  Also  we  shall  have  at  least 
•25  gramme  brucine  in  200  c.c.  precipitating- liquid  =  125  per 
cent.,  or  more  iban  double  the  quantity  peimissible. 

Another  possible  source  of  error  occurs  in  the  washing  of 
the  strychnine  ferrocyanide.  As  has  already  been  pointed 
out,  it  seems  impossible  to  wash  quite  free  from  bitterness, 
and  from  three  experiments  tabulated  below  50  c.c.  of  acid 
wash-water  seems  to  be  a  reasonable  quantity  to  use,  added, 
say,  5  c.c.  at  a  time  : —

In  experiment  A  the  012  gramme  strychnine  was  obtained 


by  re- precipitation  from  the  200  c.c.  of  wash-water  by  adding 
about  10  c.c.  potassium-ferrocyanide  solution  and  allowing 
to  stand  as  usual  The  crystals  were  filtered  off  and  washed 
with  only  10  c.c.  acid-water,  and  decomposed  as  usual.  The 
12  mgr.  str^  chnine  thus  obtained  was  almost  entirely 
free  from  brucine.  Furthermore,  the  filtrate  from  this  re- 
precipitation  was  found  to  contain  only  -0085  gramme 
alkaloid,  giving  a  very  strong  brucine  reaction,  so  that  the 
200  c.c.  of  wash-water  had  removed  more  strychnine  than 
brucine — a  result  which  is  manifestly  undesirable.  As 
•003  gramme  strychnine  seems  to  be  removed  by  each  50  c.c. 
of  acid  wash  water  (see  experiments  A  and  B),  and  since 
the  second  50  c.c.  in  experiment  C  only  dissolved  this  quan- 
tity of  alkaloid,  the  presumption  is  that  the  strychnine  was 
sufficiently  washed  by  the  first  50  c.c. ;  and  this  I  believe  to 
be  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  Finally,  I  would  urge  upon  all 
who  may  have  to  carry  out  these  operations  the  necessity  of 
following  Dunstan  aDd  Short's  instructions,  and  working 
upon  a  sufficiently  small  quantity  of  alkaloid — say,  5  c.c.  of 
liquid  extract  or  30  c.c.  of  tincture. 


Ibyoscyamits  flDnticus.-

OWING  to  frequent  poisoning  in  Egypt  through  the 
misuse  of  Ilyoxcyamus  muticus  and  the  stupefying 
exhalation  of  the  plant,  Professor  Dr  Kippenberger,  of 
Cairo,  some  time  ago  forwarded  to  the  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Institute  of  Marburg  a  large  supply  of  the  plant 
for  investigation.  The  consignment  consisted  of  3 J  kilos, 
of  the  seed-capsules,  kilos  of  leaves  acd  branches, 
5f  kilos,  of  stem,  and  f  kilo,  of  root.  The  author  com- 
menced to  examine  this  material  last  summer,  but  owing  to 
pressure  of  work  has  been  unable  to  complete  the  research. 
He,  therefore,  thinks  it  necessary  (owing  to  the  recent 
publication  of  Dunstan  and  Brown's  research  on  the  same 
subject)  to  state  what  he  has  done.  Dunstan  and  Brown 
worked  on  the  Indian-grown  plant.  The  author  confirms 
their  conclusion  that  hyoscyamine  is  the  principal  alkaloid 
of  Jlyoscyamus  muticus  and  that  it  can  with  great  facility 
be  obtained  in  crystalline  form  from  the  chloroform  solution. 
He  has  especially  searched  for  scopolamine  in  the  seed- 
capsule  extract,  but  has  found  no  evidence  of  its  presence; 
but  from  the  mother  liquors  he  has  isolated  a  little  atropine, 
which  is  probably  the  result  of  conversion  during  the 
separation  process.  The  English  workers  give  the  content 
of  alkaloid  as  01  per  cent.  ;  the  author  says  probably  the 
fresh  plant  is  referred  to.  [No. — Ed.  C.  S;  Z).]  Working 
on  the  dried  plant,  and  using  C.  C.  Keller's  process,  the 
author  obtained  the  following  yields  of  hyoscyamine : —

The  author  proposes  to  determine  whether  Hyoscyamus 
muticus  contains  any  other  alkaloid  than  hyoscyamine.  The 
volatile  narcotic  principle  exhaled  from  the  fresh  plant 
is  not  observed  in  the  dried  material.  I'be  isolated  hyos- 
cyamine appears  to  be  of  a  light  character,  but  the  author 
will  investigate  its  quality  and  report  more  fully  later.

which  is  imported  from  Crete,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  soap  factory  in  Egypt. 
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Rival  Meat=juice  Producers. 

An  application  was  made  to  Mr.  Justice  Stirling  on  Wednes- 
day in  the  Chancery  Division  to  fix  a  day  for  the  hearing  of 
the  action  by  the  Valentine  Meat-juice  Company  against  the 
Valentine  Extract  Company  (Limited).  Counsel  for  plaintiffs 
asked  that  the  case  should  be  put  down  in  the  list  immedi- 
ately after  those  already  advertised  in  the  paper.  His 
Lordship  consented,  but  said  he  feared  that  in  view  of  the 
heavy  nature  of  the  cases  already  listed  the  hearing  was 
not  likely  to  come  on  for  a  considerable  time. 


Boots'  Pure  Drug  Company  (Limited)  and  the 
Midland  Drug  Company. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  January  11,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Komer,  Mr  Hamilton  moved  on  behalf  of  the  above  company 
and  the  holders  of  the  shares  for  relief  under  the  Companies 
Act  of  1898.  He  said  that  on  November  8,  1888,  an  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  between  the  Midland  Drug  Company 
and  others  with  Boots'  Pure  Drug  Company  for  the  sale  to 
the  latter  of  the  Midland  Company's  business  for  20.005Z. 
Clause  4  of  the  agreement  provided  that  Boots'  Pure  Drug 
Company  should  enter  into  an  agreement  to  allot,  as  fully 
paid  up,  160  ordinary  101.  shares  to  Jesse  Boot,  and  40 
ordinary  10Z.  shares  to  Thomas  Cutler,  such  allotment  to  be 
in  satisfaction  of  the  purchase  price  of  20.000Z.  The  agree- 
ment which  had  been  filed  did  not  contain  any  sufficient 
statement  of  the  consideration.  The  company  was  solvent 
and  prosperous.  The  applicants  proposed  to  file  a  sufficient 
contract,  and  would  do  that  within  a  month.  Affidavits  had 
been  filed  proving  that  the  omission  to  file  a  sufficient  con- 
tract in  the  first  instance  was  an  oversight. 

Mr.  Justice  Romer  acceded  to  the  application.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Geegoby's  Powdeb. 

At  the  Derby  Police  Court  on  January  10,  before  Mr.  R. 
Jefferson  and  Dr.  Legge,  William  Wilton  Harvev.  chemist, 
5  Ford  Street,  Derby,  was  summoned  by  Mr.  W.  Wilkinson, 
chief  inspector  for  the  Corpnration,  for  selling  on  November  8, 
1898, 1  oz.  of  Gregory's  powder  which  was  certified  to  consist 
of  magnesium  carbonate  67  parts,  rhubarb  22  parts,  and 
ginger  11  parts.  Harry  Cope,  who  purchased  the  article  and 
paid  6d.  for  it,  said  defendant  asked  bim  whether  he  wanted 
it  for  himself  or  for  testing,  and  witness  replied  that  he 
wanted  it  for  himself.  Mr.  Wilkinson  said  when  he  went 
into  the  shop  and  divided  the  powder  into  three  parts  the 
defendant  said  the  powder  was  not  according  to  the  formula 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  but  was  quite  as  good 
medicinally.  The  public  analvst  in  his  certificate  stated 
that  there  ought  to  have  been  67  parts  of  magnesium  oxide 
instead  of  67  parts  of  magnesium  carbonate.  He  added  that 
it  was  a  cheaper  mixture  than  that  made  according  to  the 
formula  of  the  British  Pharmacopceia.  Mr.  J.  A.  Cope, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  the 
powder  sold  by  the  defendant  was  not  Gregory's  powder  as 
known  by  the  trade  or  according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
magnesium  carbonate  cost  about  6d  per  lb.,  and  the  mag- 
nesium oxide  about  Is.  <kd.  per  lb.  In  cross-examination  he 
said  the  magnesium  carbonate  was  much  to  be  preferred  to 
the  magnesium  oxide.  Mr.  Moore,  for  the  defence,  called 
the  defendant,  who  stated  that  before  he  sold  the  powder  to 
Cope  he  told  him  it  would  not  come  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
Pharmacopceia.  He  told  him  it  had  been  made  on  the 
premises  some  two  years  ago.  Medicinally  it  was  quite  as 
good  as  that  made  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacopceia 
formula.  This  evidence  was  corroborated  by  other  witnesses, 
and  the  Bench  after  a  lengthy  hearing  decided  to  dismiss 
the  case ;  the  Chairman  said  that  they  believed  the  defendant 
told  Cope  it  was  not  standard  Gregory's  powder  before 
he  bought  it. 


Edwin  Machin,  chemist,  of  Park  Street,  was  summoned  for 
a  like  offence  on  November  8.  Mr.  Machin's  son,  who- 
appeared,  admitted  the  offence.  The  evidence  showed  that 
Mr.  Wilkinson  purchased  by  deputy  1  oz.  of  Gregory's 
powder,  and  it  was  found  to  be  similar  to  the  powder  sold  by 
Mr.  Harvey.  Mr.  Machin  said  that  he  had  always  made  the- 
powder  up  similarly.  There  was  a  previous  conviction  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  a  fine  of  2s.  6d.  and  costs — in 
all  11.  V\s.  6d. — was  imposed. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Damaging  the  Ciclist. 

At  Liverpool  County  Court  on  January  9,  an  action  was 
brought  by  Mrs.  E.  Roach  to  recover  from  Idris  &  Co  (Limited)^ 
mineral-water  manufacturers,  Camden  Town,  N.W.,  the  sum 
of  15Z  for  injury  done  to  herself  and  her  bicycle.  According 
to  the  evidence  for  the  plaintiff,  she  was  run  into  by  the 
defendants'  van,  her  machine  being  badly  damaged,  and 
plaintiff  was  herself  knocked  down  and  injured.  It  was 
contended  that  the  defendants'  van  came  round  the  corner 
on  the  wrong  side,  and  that  the  collision  was  due  to  the 
negligence  of  the  driver.  For  the  defence  several  witnesses 
stated  that  the  driver  of  the  van  had  drawn  up  his  horses 
and  come  to  a  standstill  actually  before  the  collision  took 
place,  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  to  blame  by  running  against 
one  of  the  horses.  Verdict  was  given  for  the  plaintiff  for 
12Z.  10s.  and  costs. 


Safety  Matches. 

At  Exeter  County  Court  on  January  9,  an  action  was 
brought  by  Mrs.  Annie  Norrish,  of  St.  Davids,  Exeter, 
against  Octavius  Hunt,  match-manufacturer,  Bristol,  for 
damages  for  misrepresentation,  plaintiff  being  injured 
by  the  ignition  and  explosion  of  a  box  of  matches  made 
by  defendant  and  sold  as  safety  matches  which  would 
ignite  only  on  the  box.  Mrs.  Norrish,  who  claimed  25Z. 
damages,  said  she  was  in  the  act  of  opening  a  box  of  these 
matches  when  they  ignited  and  burned  the  palms  of  her 
hands  so  severely  that  she  was  under  medical  treatment  for 
a  fortnight.  For  the  defence  it  was  contended  that  there 
had  been  no  privity  of  contract,  no  misrepresentation  in 
fact,  and  no  warranty ;  but  judgment  was  given  for  the. 
plaintiff  for  15Z.  and  costs.  Execution  was  stayed  pending 
possible  appeal. 


The  Artificial  -  musk  Paten  t. 

Fabeiques  de  Peoduits  Chimiques  de  Mann  et  de 
Mulhouse  v.  Lapfitte  &  Co. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on 
Thursday  (January  12)  the  hearing  of  this  action  was  com  - 
menced before  Mr.  Justice  Byrne.  The  plaintiffs  are  a 
company  carrying  on  business  at  Thann  and  Mulhausen,  in, 
Germany,  and  they  are  the  owners  of  letters  patent  No.  4963, 
of  1889,  granted  to  Alfred  Baur,  of  a  "method  of  producing 
a  substitute  for  musk."  The  plaintiffs  allege  that  the 
defendants  have  infringed  these  letters  patent,  and  they 
claim  an  injunction,  an  account  of  profits,  delivery  up  of 
all  artificial  musk  made  in  infringement  of  the  patent  men- 
tioned,  and  costs. 

Mr.  J.  Fletcher  Moulton,  Q  C,  Mr.  J.  C.  Graham,  and  Mr. 
E.  A.  Parkyn  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs ;  Mr.  Cripps,  Q.C., 
Mr.  Bousfield,  Q  C.,  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Colefax  appeared  for  the 
defendants. 

Mr.  Moulton,  Q  C,  in  opening  the  case,  said  the  patent  in 
question  was  for  an  invention  for  the  manufacture  of 
artificial  musk.  Artificial  musk  is  a  substance  having  a 
very  strong  odour  of  musk  made  synthetically  out  of  coal- 
tar  products.  It  was  a  very  valuable  invention,  and  the 
product  was  largely  used  in  perfumery.  The  same  patent 
had  already  been  sued  upon  before  Mr.  Justice  Romer  for  an 
infringement,  which  he  believed  was  identical  with  the 
present.  That,  of  course,  would  be  a  question  of  evidence. 
The  patent  was  supported,  and  the  article  then  in  question 
was  held  to  be  an  infringement.  Infringement  was  always 
difficult  to  prove  with  regard  to  chemical  products.  For- 
tunately this  one  was  a  pioneer  patent  in  the  way  of  making 
musk,  and  they  were  able  to  say  that  this  musk  could 
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not  be  made  except  by  a  process  either  exactly  that 
■described  in  the  specification  or  the  alternative  process, 
which  was  held  by  Mr.  Justice  Komer  to  he 
substantially  the  same,  and  an  infringement  of  it. 
Having  described  shortly  the  nature  of  the  invention,  and 
the  process  by  which  it  is  carried  out,  Mr.  Moulton  said 
the  defences  were  the  usual  ones — namely,  non-infringtment, 
not  the  first  and  true  inventor,  not  useful,  not  the  proper 
subject-matter  of  valid  letters  patent, an  alleged  anticipation 
by  a  prior  patent  of  Schnaufer  and  Hupfeld,  and  anticipation 
by  general  knowledge.  There  was  also  an  allegation  of  dis 
•conformity.  He  dealt  with  the  question  of  disconformity 
bet  ween] the^provisional  and  completejspecifications,  and  said 
the  defendants  appeared  to  rely  on  the  suggestion  that 
nothing  was  said  about  heating  in  the  provisional  speci- 
fication. Messrs.  Laffitte  &  Co.  were  only  the  nominal 
defendants,  because  they  were  the  persons  who  actually 
sold  the  musk  the  plaintiffs  bought.  Messrs.  Laffitte  were 
agents  for  the  Fabriques  des  Rroduits  Chemiques  du 
Brabant,  who  sold  the  so-called  patents  under  which  this 
musk  was  said  to  be  produced  to  an  English  company,  the 
Anglo- Continental  Company,  for  something  like  130,0002. 
That  company  was,  of  course,  the  real  defendant.  These 
people  said,  "  We  do  not  know  how  this  is  made  "  He  (Mr. 
Moulton)  would  put  in  a  mass  of  chemical  testimony  which 
he  thought  his  Loidship  would  think  was  entitled  to  the 
greatest  respect,  and  this,  he  submitted,  would  shift  on  to 
the  defendants  the  onus  of  showing  how  it  was  made. 

Evidence  was  then  called  in  support  of  the  plaintiffs'  case. 
Professor  James  Dewar  was  the  first  witness.  He  said  he 
had  been  acquainted  with  Baur's  patent  for  makirjg  artificial 
musk  for  some  years,  and  knew  that  the  substance  was 
of  great  use  in  perfumery.  To  a  chemist  accustomed  to 
organic  chemistry  the  process  was  very  clearly  described. 
The  case  is  proceeding. 

"  Homocea  "  Promotion. 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich,  in  the  Ohancery  Division,  on 
Thursday,  Mrs.  Mary  Louisa  Bowden  claimed  for  specific 
performance  of  an  agreement,  dated  February  16,  1897, 
between  herself  and  the  defendant,  Henry  Daubeny 
Brandreth,  under  which  she  claimed  that  10,000  ordinary 
shares  of  12.  each  were  to  be  delivered  to  her.  A  claim  for 
damages  and  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  defendant 
dealing  with  the  shares  was  also  made. 

It  appeared  from  counsel's  statements  that  the  plaintiff 
and  her  husband,  Mr.  F.  H.  Bowden,  and  the  defendant 
Brandreth  were  the  persons  originally  interested  in  the 
Homocea  remedies.  In  1895  they  formed  a  company,  with 
25,0002.  nominal  capital,  to  carry  on  the  business.  In 
January,  1897,  Brandreth,  who  was  managing  director  of 
-the  company,  was  negotiating  with  various  persons,  with  a 
view  to  the  formation  of  a  larger  company  to  acquire  the 
undertaking,  and,  according  to  the  plaintiff's  case,  he  agreed 
with  Mrs.  Bowden  that  she  should  receive  22,5002.  in  cash 
or  shares.  At  the  same  time  she  gave  Brandreth  an 
option  to  purchase  at  par  within  five  years  all  her 
shares  in  excess  of  12,5002,,  and  he  guaranteed  her 
5  per  cent,  interest  on  such  shares  for  five  years  unless 
be  exercised  his  option  to  purchase,  the  agreement 
being  conditional  on  the  sale  of  the  old  company's  under- 
taking taking  place  "  on  the  present  proposed  basis."  The 
new  company  was  incorporated  with  a  nominal  capital  of 
250,0002.,  and  was  to  pay  120,000/.  to  the  old  company,  which 
went  into  voluntary  liquidation.  In  September  last  the 
liquidator  caused  12,500  shares  of  the  new  company  paid 
in  part  purchase  to  be  allotted  to  Mrs.  Bowden.  Subse- 
quently the  defendant  Brandreth  repudiated  the  agreement 
under  which  she  claimed  to  be  entitled  to  22,500  shares,  and 
requested  the  liquidator  to  cause  the  remaining  shares  of  the 
new  company,  forming  the  balance  due  of  the  purchase- 
•money,  to  be  paid  to  him.| 

Mr.  F.  H.  Bowden,  husband  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the  inventor 
of  the  ointment  known  as  Homocea,  and  another  witness 
-gave  evidence. 

Mr.  Warrington,  Q  O,  who  appeared  for  Mr.  Brandreth, 
did  not  call  any  witnesses.  His  case  was  that  the  "  present 
.proposed  basis"  of  sale  at  the  time  of  the  agreement  of 
'February  16,  1897,  was  that  the  new  company  should  pay 
for  the  undertaking  60.0002.  in  cash  and  60,0002.  in  shares,  but 


that  could  not  be  carried  out,  and  the  undertaking  was 
actually  sold  for  27,0002  in  cash,  and  80  0002.  in  shares.  This 
sale  was  effected  with  the  knowledge  of  Mr.  F.  H  Bowden. 

Mr.  Justice  Kekewich,  without  calling  upon  the  defendant, 
said  the  plaintiff's  case  failed,  and  must  be  dismissed,  with 
costs.  He  was  satisfied  that  the  "present  proposed  basis" 
of  sale  had  not  been  carried  out, 


Liebig's  Extract. — The  Liebig  Company,  of  London* 
to  which  Baron  Justus  von  Liebig  granted  by  cod  tract  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  name  Liebig,  have  brought  an  action  in 
Germany  against  a  firm  who  had  printed  on  their  labels  and 
capsule?  the  words  "  Liebisches  Fleis-Extract  von  A. 
C.  &  Co,  Uruguay,"  and  ''Extractum  Carnis  Liebig, 
A.  C.  &  Co.,  Uruguay,"  for  infringement  of  the  law  against 
unfair  competition.  The  Liebii  Company's  claim  was 
disallowed  on  the  ground  that  German  firms  trading  in 
Great  Britain  do  not  enjoy  the  benefit  of  this  law,  and  that 
the  English  Courts  having  refused  to  grant  them  the 
exclusive  right  to  use  the  name  Liebig,  they  could  not 
claim  it  elsewhere,  and  certainly  not  in  the  German  empire;

When  he  began  business  at  West  Derby 
Road  he  had  about  802.  of  his  own  money.  He  agreed  to 
pay  1402.  for  the  stock  and  goodwill.  The  rent  of  the 
premises  is  652.  per  annum.  Hd  has  kept  a  ledger  and  cash- 
book,  but  the  latter  has  not  bee  j  cast  up  or  balanced  at 
any  time.  He  estimates  his  net  profits  at  1602.  per  annum, 
and  his  household  and  personal  expenses  ar,  32  per  week. 
The  debtor  ascribes  his  insolvency  to  insufficient  capital  and 
competition.  His  statement  of  affairs  shows  unsecured 
liabilities  amounting  to  4212.  9s.  2d  ,  and  assets — consisting 
of  stock-in-trade  (cost  452  ),  252.;  trade  6xr,ures,  fittings, 
&c,  32.  10s. ;  furniture,  52.  ;  other  property,  802.  ;  book-debts, 
72.;  surplus  from  securities  in  the  hands  of  creditors  fully 
secured,  22.  5s. — making  1222.  15s ,  less  262.  8.s.  5d.  for 
preferential  claims.

Irish  Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Association  held  at  Dublin  on 
January  6,  Mr.  Henry  Hunt,  M.P.S.I.  (President),  in  the 
chair,  a  lecture  on 

ANJSSTHETICS 

was  given  by  Dr.  Gboege  F.  Fot,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.I. 

Dr.  Foy,  in  introducing  his  subject,  said  the  material  for 
his  lecture  had  been  gathered  from  original  sources — 
namely,  from  the  daughter  of  the  discoverer  of  anesthesia, 
who  acted  as  amanuensis  to  her  father  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.    He  traced  the  genesis  of  modern  anesthesia  to  the 
discovery  of  oxygen  by  Priestley  on  August  1,  1774.  More 
than  one  hundred  years  previously  Richard  Hooke,  of  Fresh- 
water, had  almost  reached  the  same  discovery,  but  ill  health 
interfered  with  his  work.    About  the  same  time  John 
Mayow,  a  general  practitioner  oE  medicine  at  Bath,  dis- 
covered fire  air,  and  told  of  its  power  of  supporting  com- 
bustion and  respiration.    He  died,  however,  before  he  could 
finish  his  experiments,  at  the  early  age  of  34  years.  Years 
after,  Mayow's  writings  were  diligently  studied  by  Thomas 
Beddoes,  of  Shiffnal,  Shropshire,  who  was  attending  Black's 
lectures  on  phlogiston  in  Edinburgh.    Beddoes,  who  sub- 
sequently became  the  friend  of  Oullen,  Black,  and  Lavoisier, 
was  so  much  impressed  with  the  physiological  experiments 
of  Mayow  that  he  raised  money  from  some  friends  and 
founded  the  celebrated  Hotwells  Hospital  at  Clifton,  Bristol. 
Pneumatic  medicine  became  popular.    James  Watt,  the  dis- 
tinguished engineer,  made  the  apparatus  for  the  manufacture 
and  storage  of  the  gases.    The  work  became  too  arduous 
for  Dr.  Beddoes,  who  sought  time  to  study  the  question  of 
the  prevention  or  cure  of  phthisis.    His  friend  Mr.  Gregory 
Watt,  who  was  passing  the  winter  of  1797  at  Penzance, 
where  he  lodged  with  a  Mrs.  Davy,  a  widow,  recommended 
as  an  assistant  her  son   Humphry,  an  enthusiastic  and 
diligent  apprentice  of  Mr.  Bingham  Borlase,  apothecary  and 
surgeon.    Humphry  Davy  was  released  from  his  appren- 
ticeship by  Mr.  Borlase,  who  wrote  on  the  back  of  his 
indenture  that  he  released  him  on  account  of  his  excellent 
behaviour,  adding  that  being  a  youth  of  great  promise  he 
would  not  obstruct  his  "  pre-ent  pursuits,  which  are  likely 
to  promote  his  fortune  and  his  fame."    In  1793  Beddoes 
had  repeated  Priestley's  physiological  experiments  with 
oxygen,  and  it  was  already  in  use  as  a  medicinal  agent  in 
England  and  Ireland.    Almost  every  volatile  substance 
came  to  be  tried,  and  amongst  others  ether,  which  Cullen  in 
his  lectures  had  recommended  in    bronchial  irritation. 
Many  eminent  doctors  were  using  pneumatic  medicine  as 
recommended  by  Beddoes.    It  was,  however,  not  always 
possible  to  obtain  oxygen  and  nitrous-oxide  gas — the  two 
most  generally  used — and  in  a  letter  from  Birmingham 
dated  February  29,  1795,  Dr.  Pearson  writes  to  tell  Dr. 
Beddoes  that  he  had  iound  the  vapour  of  sulphuric  ether 
when  inhaled  relieve  the  racking  cough  of  consumption 
better  than  anything  else,  and  adds  "  your  considerations 
on  factitious  airs  gave  me  the  idea."    Pneumatic  apparatus 
was  introduced  into  the  Birmingham  and  Bath  hospitals, 
and  a  pneumatic  hospital  was  built  in  Loridon.  The 
arj£C3thetic  properties  of  some  of  these  vapours  were  not 
unknown  to  Beddoes ;  he  had  found  that  the  pain  of 
cancer  sores  and  blisters  was  stayed  by  fixed  air,  and 
had  seen  toothache  relieved  by  nitrous-oxide  gas.  His 
experiments  with  this  gas  were,  from  a  medicinal  point  of 
view,  interrupted  by  the  publication  of  a  "  Chemistry "  in 
1798  by  one  Mitchell,  who  asserted  that  nitrous-oxide  gas 
was  a  virulent  poison.    Experimenting  on  nitrous-oxide  gas 
at  Hotwells  Hospital  on  October  7.  1794  Mr.  James  Watt 
reported  that  the  gas  produced  "  a  slight,  though  uncommon, 
nausea,  attended  with  some  elevation  of  spirit  all  that 
evening,  but  no  heat  or  thirst."    Dr.  Beddoes  experimented 
with  oxygen  and  nitrogen  separately  and  mixed,  and  got  no 
ill  effects.  He  felt  confident  there  was  some  error.  He  had  an 
apparatus  constructed  by  Mr.  Watt  for  its  production,  and 
one  of  Humphry  Davy's  first  duties  was  the  preparation  of 
the  gas.     Humphry,  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Gilbert,  of  Penzance, 
dated  April  10,  1799,  writes  :  "  The  gaseous  oxide  of  azote  is 
perfectly  expirable,"  and  he  adds,  '■  We  have  upwards  of 


80  out-patients  in  the  Pneumatic  Institution,  and  are  going  on 
wonderfully  well."    A  few  days  afterwards  Mr.  H.  Davy, 
suffering  from  the  pain  of  a  cutting  wisdom-tooth,  inhaled 
nitrous-oxide  gas,  and,  finding  it  had  the  desired  effect, 
wrote  :  "  As  nitrous  oxide  in  its  extensive  operation  appears 
capable  of  destroying  physical  pain,  it  may  probably  be 
used  with  advantage  during  surgical  operations  in  which  no 
great  effusion  of   blood  takes  place."    This  great  truth 
remained  unnoticed  for  almost  fifty  years.    Two  things  con- 
tributed to  this  teglect:    Dr.  Beddoes  was  too  deeply 
interested  in  the  treatment  of  consumption  to  consider  the 
question  of  the  pain-killing  powers  of  the  new  gas,  and  the 
unfortunate  fact  that  the  inhalation  of  the  gas  had  become 
a  pastime.     M.  Filvee,  in  his  "Lettres  sur  l'Angleterre, 
1802,"  wrote  "  nitrous- oxide  gas  has  become  a  fashionable 
article  of  luxury,"  and  named  it  in  the  catalogue  of  follies 
to  which  the  English  were  addicted.    It  was  the  subject  of 
Gillroy's  famous  cartoon,  "  Pneumatic  Experiments  at  the 
Eoyal  Institution,"  showing  Garnett,  assisted  by  Davy,  ad- 
ministering the  gas  to  Sir  John  Heppesley,  with  a  crowd  of 
celebrities  looking  on    The  use  of  the  gas  soon  became 
popular  in  America.    Chemists  toured  the  States,  giving 
exhibitions  of  the  effects.    One  of  these  peripatetic  chemists, 
G.  Quincy  Colton,  gave  an  exhibition  of  the  effects  of  the 
gas  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  on  December  10,  1844,  at  which 
Horace  Wells  was  present.    One  of  the  audience,  a  Mr. 
Cooley,  while  under  the  influence  of  the  'gas,  fell  from  his 
seat  to  the  floor,  striking  bis  legs  against  the  benches ;  the 
blood  was  running  down  his  legs,  and  his  knees  were  badly 
hurt.    When  questioned  by  Wells,  he  persisted  in  saying  he 
felt  no  pain.    Wells  then  turned  to  a  friend,  a  Mr.  David 
Clarke,  who  was  near  by,  and  an  eye-  witness  to  all  this,  and 
remarked,  "  I  believe  a  man,  by  taking  that  gas,  could  have 
a  tooth  extracted  or  a  limb  amputated,  and  not  feel  the 
pain."    So  thoroughly  was  Wells  convinced  of  this  fact  that 
he  told  bis  wife  on  their  way  home  that  he  intended  to  take 
the  gas  the  next  day  and  have  a  tooth  extracted.  Arriving 
home,  he  left  his  wife,  and  went  to  see  his  friend  Dr.  Riggs 
to  announce  his  great  discovery  and  his  intention  to  take  the 
gas  for  the  extraction  of  a  tooth.    Riggs  tried  to  dissuade 
him  from  it,  but  Wells  insisted,  and  the  next  morning  he 
got  Colton  to  come  to  his  office  and  give  him  the  gas,  and 
Dr.  Riggs  extracted  a  large  molar  looth.    Wells  remained 
unconscious  for  a  few  moments,  and,  on  coming  to,  ex- 
claimed, "  A  new  era  in  tooth-pulling  !    It  did  not  hurt  me 
more  than  the  prick  of  a  pin  ;  it  is  the  greatest  discovery 
ever  made." 

In  1845  Wells  laid  his  discovery  before  the  medical  pro- 
fession in  Boston.  He  remained  in  Boston  several  days  with 
the  expectation  of  giving  the  gas  to  a  man  who  was  to 
submit  to  an  amputation  at  the  bands  of  Dr.  Warren.  For 
some  reason  the  operation  was  postponed.  Wells  was  then 
invited  to  address  a  class  at  the  Medical  College,  and  on  this 
occasion  he  administered  the  gas  for  the  extraction  of  a 
tooth.  Unfortunately,  the  inhalation  was  stopped  too  soon, 
the  patient  was  not  quite  under  its  influence,  he  screamed 
out  and  said  he  felt  the  pain  of  extraction,  and  the  experi- 
ment was  a  failure.  In  the  winter  of  1845-46  Wells  and  his 
old  pupil  Morton,  a  Boston  dentist,  had  many  conversations 
on  the  subject.  Morton  was  anxious  to  give  the  gas  a 
further  trial,  and  he  asked  Wells  to  show  him  how  to  make 
the  gas.  Wells,  not  having  time,  referred  him  to  Dr.  Charles 
J.  Jackson,  who  told  him  that  there  was  danger  of  his 
getting  nitric  instead  of  nitrous  oxide,  and  that  he  was  too 
busy  at  that  time  to  make  it  for  him.  H«,  however,  advised 
him  to  use  the  vapour  of  ether,  saying  that  it  was  perfectly 
safe,  that  it  could  be  easily  procured,  and  that  students  at 
Cambridge  often  inhaled  it  for  amusement.  That  same  day 
(September  30,  1846)  Morton  gave  ether  to  a  patient  and 
extracted  a  tooth  without  pain.  On  October  16,  on  the 
invitation  of  Dr.  Warren,  Morton  administered  ether  to  a 
man  named  Gilbert  Abbot,  from  whom  a  tumour  below  the 
jaw  was  removed.  When  the  operation  was  over,  and  while 
the  patient  lay  like  a  log  on  the  table,  Dr.  Wan  en,  addressing 
the  spectators,  said,  with  solemn  emphasis,  "Gentlemen,  this 
is  no  humbug." 

Morton  attempted  to  patent  his  remedy  under  the  name 
"Lethon,"  and  an  account  of  the  successful  anesthesia 
of  Gilbert  Abbot,  Dr  Warren's  patitDt,  soon  appeared  in  the 
Boston  Journal  from  the  pen  of  Dr  H.  J  Bigelow.  This 
account  was  copied  into  the  Medical  Examiner,  in  which 
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paper  Dr.  C.  W.  Long  first  read  of  Morton's  claims  to  be 
the  discoverer  of  anaesthesia.  Jackson  and  Wells  now  dis- 
puted Morton's  claims,  and  Dr.  C.  W.  Long  thought  the 
time  had  come  to  tell  his  professional  brethren  throughout 
the  world  his  experience  of  ether  as  an  acscsthelic.  Long, 
the  descendant  of  a  North  of  Ireland  emigrant,  had  hesitated 
for  a  considerable  time— perhaps  in  view  of  the  disgrace 
which  had  attached  to  the  advocates  of  mesmerism.  The 
unpleasant  smell  of  ether  vapour  made  it  distasteful  to 
women,  and  consequently  Dr.  James  Simpson,  of  Edinburgh, 
sought  for  some  drug  capable  of  producing  anrcsthesia 
without  this  unpleasantness.  On  the  recommendation  of 
Mr.  Waldie,  he  tried  chloroform,  with  success,  an  operation 
being  performed  on  a  child  on  November  15, 1847.  Guthrie, 
the  discoverer  of  chloroform,  was  a  medical  officer  of  the 
colonial  service  in  America  under  Washington.  He  died  in 
1848,  shortly  after  Simpson's  paper  on  the  value  of  chloro- 
form had  obtained  a  world-wide  reputation. 

The  fate  of  the  other  men  concerned  in  these  discoveries 
was  curious.  Wells  committed  suicide  in  1848,  Jackson 
became  insane  and  died  in  a  madhouse  in  1880,  and  Morton 
got  meningitis  and  died  by  his  own  act  in  1863.  Long  died 
in  1878,  honoured  by  his  State  and  respected  by  all  classes. 
He  was  a  surgeon  in  the  Confederate  service  in  the  Civil 
War,  and  his  kindness  to  the  thousands  of  wounded  Federal 
prisoners  that  passed  through  his  hospital  induced  the  U.S. 
Government,  on  the  declaration  of  peace,  to  build  a  military 
hospital  at  Athens,  Georgia,  and  appoint  Dr.  Long  medical 
director. 

The  lecture  occupied  over  an  hour  in  its  delivery,  and  was 
profusely  illustrated  by  original  manuscripts,  cartoons,  and 
old-time  engravicgs,  which  were  exhibited  at  various  stages 
of  the  subject. 

A  very  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Dr.  Foy  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Thompson,  L.D.S.,  L.R.C.S.I.,  seconded 
by  Mr.  O'Sulliyan.

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Manchester  Section. 

Dr.  Watson,  A  R  S.M  ,  presided  at  a  meeting  held  at  the 
Victoria  Hotel,  Manchester,  on  Friday  evening,  January  6. 
Dr.  B.  W.  Gerland  read  a  paper  on  "  The  Lower  Sulphonic 
Acid  of  Indigotine,"  which  was  followed  by  one  on 

the  use  op  titanium  in  dyeing, 

contributed  by  Mr.  J.  Barnes  F  I.C.  The  author  gave  a  demon- 
stration showing  that  titanium  salts  are  better  than  those  of 
antimony,  giving  brighter,  faster,  and  less  poisonous  colours. 
Titanium  is  a  strong  fixiDg-agent.  It  is  also  useful  for 
water-colour  paintings,  giving  particularly  rich  greens.  The 
metal  comes  from  Norway,  andean  be  obtained  in  abundance 
cheaply. 

Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell  then  made  extempore  remarks  on 

THE  ESTIMATION  OP  THE  HARDNESS  OP  WATERS. 

He  pointed  out  the  variations  in  the  results  of  analysis  of 
the  same  water  by  different  analysts,  and  commented  upon 
the  probable  causes  of  such  results.  For  example,  the  same 
water  was  sent  to  four  analysts,  who  gave  their  results  of 
permanent  hardness  as  follows: — A,  70;  B,  9  0;  C,  5-8; 
D,  4  4.  The  temporary  hardness  was  given  as  16  0  by  A, 
22  0  by  B,  12  8  by  C,  and  17  9  by  D  He  thought  it  was  due 
to  some  extent  to  the  way  in  which  the  analyses  were 
worked.  As  to  the  soap  test,  there  was  so  much  difference 
that  he  was  almost  tempted  to  give  it  up 

Dr.  Grossmann  said  he  had  experienced  differences  much 
greater  than  those  Mr.  Bell  had  shown  It  was  absolutely 
necessary  to  know  how  much  magnesia  there  was  in  the 
water,  as  it  interfered  very  much  with  the  soap-test. 


Dr.  Miller  believed  the  differences  were  due  to  the 
magnesia  in  the  water  rather  than  to  the  method  of  manipu- 
lation. 

Mr.  Irwin  thought  it.  would  be  better  to  discard  the 
soap-test  altogether,  and  use  sulphates  and  carbonates  of 
lime. 

Mr.  Bell  said  he  preferred  to  use  carbonate  of  soda  and 
hydrochloric  acid. 

The  Chairman  thought  some  differences  were  due  to 
errors  of  manipulation,  as  there  were  various  ways  of  carry- 
ing out  the  same  processes. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  January  9,  Mr- 
Abraham  Foster  (President)  in  the  chair,  and  ten  other 
chemists  were  also  present. 

The  Secretary  read  several  letters.  One  was  from  the 
Bradford  Association  complimenting  the  Dewsbury  Associa- 
tion on  its  action  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  unprofitable 
proprietary  articles.  Another  was  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  asking  the 
Association  to  affiliate  itself  with  the  Federation,  and' 
calling  attention  to  their  programme.  It  was  resolved  after 
some  discussion  to  join  the  Federation. 

Poison-storing  Regulations. 

Mr.  Stead  opened  a  discussion  on  the  proposed  alterations- 
of  the  regulations  with  regard  to  the  keeping,  dispensing, 
and  selling  of  poisons.  He  argued  in  favour  of  the  adoption 
of  regulations. 

Mr.  Broadhead  said  he  supposed  the  matter  had  been 
brought  forward  with  a  view  to  stopping  a  Poisonous  Sub- 
stances Bill  being  passed.  If  it  were  not  for  that  danger 
Mr.  Broadhead  said  he  would  oppose  the  proposed  altera- 
tions. But  he  supposed  they  would  have  to  accept  these 
difficulties  and  troubles  to  gain  their  own  ends.  After 
discussion  it  was  resolved  to  approve  of  Mr.  Robinson's* 
motion  on  the  understanding  that  Mr.  Proctor's  suggestions 
were  included. 

Mr.  G.  Walker  suggested  that  inspectors  should  be 
j  appointed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  visit  registered 
and  unregistered  shops  where  poisons  were  sold. 

The  Chairman  said  he  believed  this  was  one  of  the 
things  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  wanted  to  get  at ;  it 
would  no  doubt  lead  to  this  in  the  end. 
j  The  Secretary  reported  that  be  had  written  to  the 
Camwal  Company  with  respect  to  the  sale  of  their  waters 
by  stores  and  others,  and  asked  that  only  registered  chemists 
be  supplied,  and  that  in  the  event  of  a  shareholder  ordering 
a  supply  to  be  sent  to  a  store  or  other  trader,  the  order 
should  not  be  executed.  The  Secretary  of  the  Association- 
had  promised  that  the  letter  should  be  brought  before  the 
directors. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  above  Association  was  held  on  January  11 
at  the  Victoria  Hotel,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley  (the  President)  in> 
the  chair. 

Dr.  F.  J.  H.  Coutts  read  a  paper  on 

Advanced  Practical  Work  for  Pharmacists. 

He  said  the  tendency  of  recent  developments  had  been  to- 
curtail  the  legitimate  work  cf  pharmacists,  such  as  dispensing, 
so  that  the  educated  pharmacist  had  really  to  consider  the 
practicability  of  looking  out  for  some  new  sphere  for  the 
exercise  of  his  abilities.  He  thought  it  would  be  a  step  in 
the  right  direction  if  chemists  ceased  prescribing  and  doctors 
gave  up  dispensing.  Examinations  for  pharmacists  were 
becoming  more  stringent.  In  1900  the  standaid  of  qualifica- 
tion was  to  be  raised  to  a  matriculation  degree.  An 
acquaintance  with  mathematics  would  be  required, 
and  also  the  acquisition  of  some  modern  language. 
With  such  increased  knowledge,  there  would  be  greater 
competency  and  a  natural  desire  for  an  enlarged  outlook  on 
the  part  of  the  pharmacist.  The  question  then  arose :  what- 
form  of  advanced  work  might  they  expect  pharmacists  to 
take  up?  He  ventured  to  offer  some  suggestions  bearirig 
npon  the  point.    The  trend  was  in  the  direction  of  certain 
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orms  of  medical  chemistry,  section  cutting,  bacteriology, 
analysis  of  water  and  milk,  &c.  The  examination  and 
practical  analysis  of  urine  was  a  province  on  which  phar- 
cists  were  ready  to  enter.  It  would  be  necessary  for 
medical  men  and  chemists  to  work  more  harmoniously 
together,  and  there  was  a  good  deal  of  the  work  which  he 
had  referred  to  which  might  be  entrusted  to  pharmacists. 
Dr.  Coutts  then  entered  into  the  chemical  analysis  of  urine 
at  great  leDgth,  illustrating  his  observations  with  a  number 
of  experiments.  He  next  dealt  with  the  analysis  of  water 
and  milk,  and  detailed  the  processes  necessary  to  ascertain 
their  several  constituent  properties.  Photographic  work, 
which  had  now  become  so  important  to  the  faculty,  could 
well  be  done  by  pharmacists,  and  they  could  also  carry  out 
section-cutting.  He  knew  many  medical  men  who  would  do 
more  examination  work  if  they  were  relieved  of  the  work  of 
preparing  the  slides  for  micro-photography,  and  of  section- 
cutting. 

The  President,  in  moving  a  vote  of  (hanks  to  Dr.  Coutts 
for  his  paper,  said  he  felt  that  pharmacists  in  the  future 
would  have  to  prepare  themselves  to  ^ave  the  time  of 
medical  men,  and  assist  them  in  such  work  as  Dr.  Coutts  had 
advocated. 

Mr.  Geier  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  it  was  a  branch 
of  work  they  might  reasonably  and  profitably  take  up,  for 
he  supposed  a  fee  would  be  attached  to  anything  done  for  a 
doctor.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Kemp  and  Mr.  Hoseason  also  spoke. 

Mr.  Walter  Gibbons  said  he  had  found  it  a  highly 
profitable  accessorj  to  his  business. 


Burnley  Chemists'  Association. 

This  Association  held  it9  first  general  meeting  on  January  10, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Heaton  presiding.  It  appeared  from  the  minutes 
that  a  deputation  representing  the  Association  had  inter- 
viewed the  member  for  the  borough,  the  Hon.  Philip 
Stat  hope,  M.P.,  with  respect  to  "  company-trading."  The 
Chairman  said  they  were  sure  Mr.  Stanhope  was  convinced 
that  they  had  a  grievance,  and  if  the  matter  came  into 
prominence  he  was  confident  Mr.  Stanhope  would  help  them. 
Mr.  Coates  said  they  had  also  laid  before  Mr.  Stanhope 
the  question  of  the  restriction  of  dispensing  to  chemists 
Mr.  Stanhope  saw  the  difficulty  of  the  chemists,  and  thought 
there  would  be  some  sort  of  remedy.  It  was  a  technical 
point,  and  he  should  be  in  favour  of  a  Bill  being  referred  to 
a  committee  for  technical  evidence.  Subsequently  a  memorial 
to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  askirig  them 
to  take  steps  to  demonstrate  the  legality  or  otherwise  of 
unqualified  persons  being  able  to  use  the  title  and  act  as 
chemists  and  druegists,  in  virtue  of  the  limited-liability  law, 
was  agreed  to.  Sympathy  was  also  expressed  in  regard  to 
the  proposed  regulations  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  poisons. 


Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  Soiree. 
The  employes  at  Phoenix  Mills,  Dartford,  Kent  (Messrs. 
Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists),  had 
their  annual  soiree  at  the  Conservative  Club,  Dartford,  on 
January  3.  A  musical  programme  was  carried  out  by  the 
members  of  the  "  Wellcome"  orchestra.

Prince  Albert  Cachous"  (made  by 
Thomas  Jackson,  43  Great  Ducie  Street,  Manchester)  in 
that  country. 

Goods  for  Japan. — In  future  certificates  of  origin  issued 
by  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  this  country  will  be  accepted 
from  places  where  there  is  no  Japanese  paid  Consul.  Goods 
not  exceeding  10^.  in  value  and  postal  parcels  do  not  requite 
certificates^of  origin. 

A  Diploma  and  Gold  Medal  have  been  awarded,  at  the 
South  London  Food  and  Drink  (Temperance)  Exhibition 
just  concluded,  to  the  Fromms  Extract  Company  (Limited), 
making  twenty-six  gold  medals  and  prizes  which  have  been 
gained  by  this  company  for  their  vegetable  extract  and 
vegetable-soup  tablets.

Company  having  complained  to  the  authors  of  the  '  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia  '  of  the  publication  of  the  paragraph  therein 
regarding  antikamnia  as  being  incorrect,  the  authors  have 
withdrawn  it."  [The  paragraph  headed  Antikamnia  in  the 
9 ;h  edition  of  the  "Extra  Pharmacopoeia"  described  it  as 
"an  American  nostrum,  contains  about  70  per  cent,  of 
acet-anilide,  with  about  10  per  cent,  of  caffeine,  and  the 
remainder  sodium  bicarbonate."]

Violette  de  Parme  toilet-articles,, a  complexion-powder,  a 
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shaving-soap,  a  violet-powder  and  an  exquisite  "  extrait, " 
all  put  up  with  the  generic  title  of  "  Liril,"  and  in  the  dainty 
and  tempting  style  for  which  the  Vinolia  Company  are 
famous.  There  is,  besides,  a  charming  little  bottle  of 
lavender  smelling-salts  the  size  of  a  locket;  "Peau 
d'Espagne"  soap,  which  is  distinctive  in  its  perfume  and 
wrapping,  and  is  sold  under  the  new  trade-mark  "  Losaria"  ; 
and  a  new  "  Vinolia"  prepared  fullers'  earth. 

Toning  Tabloids. — Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co. 
have  just  brought  out  compound  sodium-formate  tabloids 
for  use  in  photographic  toning.  Sodium  formate  has  been 
lately  suggested  for  use  in  toning-baths  in  place  of  am- 
monium sulphocyanide,  which  possesses,  under  certain  con- 
ditions, an  objectionable  tendency  to  double- toning  and  dele- 
terious softening  action  on  the  gelatin.  Afewdays  after  sodium 
formate  was  suggested  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co. 
began  experiments  with  the  sodium  formate,  and  found  that 
a  combination  of  sodium  formate  and  sodium  bicarbonate 
gives  the  best  results.  These  tabloids  are  the  first  prepara- 
tion of  the  new  salt  placed  at  the  disposal  of  photographers, 
and  are  sent  out  in  cartons  with  the  necessary  gold- 
chloride  tabloids,  and  retail  at  Is.  One  of  the  sodium- 
formate  tabloids,  with  a  J-gr.  tabloid  of  gold  chloride  and 
5  oz  of  water,  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  produce  a  toning- 
bath  ready  for  immediate  use.  The  range  of  colours  yielded 
by  this  bath  resembles  that  yielded  by  a  sulphocyanide  bath. 
The  manipulations  involved  are  also  similar,  except  that  a 
washing  of  at  least  five  minutes  is  necessary  before  fixing. 
Dealers  would  do  well  to  have  them  in  stock,  ready  for  the 
demand  which  is  bound  to  come  when  photographers  learn 
to  appreciate  the  advantages  offered  by  this  salt  in  the 
fconing-bath. 


Saica  by  Hucttcm. 


AT  Clapham  on  Monday  the  stock  in- trade  of  a  chemist 
and  druggist  was  submitted  for  sale  by  auction.  Mr. 
Frederick  William  Eouse,  who  for  many  years  has  carried 
on  business  as  a  pharmacist  at  114  High  Street,  Clapham,  had 
instructed  Mr.  E.  Hugh  Henry,  of  Clapham,  to  dispose  of 
the  whole  of  his  stock,  with  the  trade  fixtures  and  fittings, 
his  lease  having  expired  and  the  site  being  cleared  for 
local  improvements.  The  sale,  which  was  fixed  for  2  P  M., 
was  held  in  the  shop,  which  was  inconveniently  crowded, 
and  a  policeman  had  to  be  employed  to  keep  the  doorway 
clear.  There  was  a  running  interchange  of  witticisms 
between  the  auctioneer  and  the  compiny,  which  relieved 
the  monotony. 

It  was  carefully  stated  on  the  catalogue  that  no  poisons 
would  be  included  in  the  sale,  and  Mr.  Henry  called 
attention  to  this  notice  before  anything  was  offered.  All 
poisons,  he  said,  had  been  withdrawn,  or,  at  all  events, 
precautions  had  been  taken  to  remove  them.  In  fact,  he 
might  plainly  state  that  all  the  poisons  in  stock  had  been 
emptied  do  <J>n  t  e  siak.  "Then  you'll  poison  the  sewers," 
remarked  a  geatleman  in  the  room.  "  That  does  not  matter 
to  you,"  rejoined  the  auctioneer;  "you  are  not  a  rat,  are 
you?"  This  sally  was  much  relished.  But  Mr.  Henry 
added  seriously,  "At  all  events,  if  by  any  accident  any 
poisons  should  have  been  left  in  any  of  the  drawers,  jars, 
&c,  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  we  are  not  selling 
them." 

The  first  lot  consisted  of  sundry  disinfectants,  as  to 
the  nature  of  which  there  was  much  sarcas  ic  inquiry.  The 
lot  was  knocked  down  for  3s.  Lot  3,  consisting  of  several 
dozens  of  Hunyadi,  Friedrichshall.and  other  aperient  waters, 
realised  5s.  A.  dozen  single  and  six  double  trusses  fetched 
7s.  bd  ;  a  quantity  of  chest-protectors,  washing-gloves,  &c, 
made  7s  ;  five  lots  of  sundry  patent  medicines,  sold  ap- 
parently by  the  peck,  realised  in  the  aggregate  24s  The 
first  item  for  which  the  bidding  went  beyond  1Z.  consisted 
of  a  quantity  of  chemical-apparatus,  including  retorts, 
crucibles,  spirit-lamps,  &c.  This  lot,  after  brisk  competition, 
was  knocked  down  at  32s.  6d.  A  group  of  three  bronchitis- 
kettles,  three  inhalers,  some  bedpans,  and  glass  and  china 
urinals  went  for  13s.  The  contents  of  the  window  were  sold 
in  two  lots  The  left-hand-side  lot  made  7s.,  while  the 
right-hand  lot  realise  3  Is.  more.    Lot  45,  consisting  of  about 


three  dozen  large  sponges,  was  eagerly  sought  after,  the 
bids  rapidly  rising  from  10s.  to  35s.,  at  which  price  it  was 
sold.  "  The  extra  heavy  metal  mortar,  with  pestle  and 
stand,"  created  some  amusement  upon  its  appearance.  A 
wag  offered  Is.  for  it  "as  old  iron."  Another  suggested  that 
the  lot  should  be  passed  round  for  inspection.  .It  fetched  lis. 

Many  dozens  of  stoppered  and  labelled  bottles,  both  wide 
and  narrow  mouthed  and  of  varying  capacities,  were  put  up 
with  contents.  Upon  being  questioned  as  to  the  nature  of 
the  latter,  whether  they  were  sherbet,  compound  rhubarb, 
or  what,  the  auctioneer  said,  "  We  need  not  go  into  that ; 
we  make  you  a  present  of  the  contents."  The  highest  price 
obtained  in  this  section  wa3  21s.  This  was  for  five  dozen 
narrow-mouth  20-oz.  stoppered  bottles.  Lot  68  (two  10- 
gallon  pear-shaped  carboys,  cut  stoppers  and  mahogany 
stands)  made  35s.,  and  another  similar  lot  was  knocked 
down  at  25s.  Five  doz^n  porcelain  jars  made  only  3s., 
someone  suggesting  that  they  might  be  used  for  mending 
the  roads.  On  lot  74  being  put  up  (four  pear-shaped  carboys), 
it  was  suggested  that  they  looked  terribly  old-fashioned  and 
ought  to  go  with  the  lease.  The  Auctioneer :  "The  lease 
has  expired,  and  so  will  you  some  day."  Twenty  green 
glass  stoppered  carboys  went  for2.s.,the  purchaser  observing, 
"  I  would  give  you  more,  but  they  are  not  big  enough  for  a 
shooting-gallery."  For  the  scales  and  weights  there  was 
keen  competition,  one  set  realising  three  guineas  and  another 
30s.  For  the  trade  fittings  and  fixtures  there  was  a  good 
demand.  Three  dozen  bottles  of  drugs  and  chemicals  from 
the  cellar,  all  labelled  and  guaranteed  to  be  genuine,  were 
sold  for  14s.,  and  another  lot  went  for  17s.,  while  sixteen 
large  jars,  with  contents,  brought  11.  The  .'ale,  which 
occupied  nearly  three  hours,  was  considered  to  be  satisfac- 
tory in  its  results. 


The  second  portion  of  salvage  from  the  recent  fire  at 
Messrs.  F.  Schutze  &  Go's  premises  in  Aldersgate  Street 
was  sold  at  the  Commercial  Sale-rooms  on  January  11. 
The  attendance  was  good,  and  very  fair  prices  were  obtained, 
as  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  goods  were  in  almost  perfect 
condition.  The  "  bargains  "  were  few,  but  several  lots  of 
single  and  double  chest-protectors,  which  sold  at  2s.  and 
3s.  6d.  per  dozen  respectively,  could  not  be  called  dear. 
Fancy  toilet  scaps  (of  which  there  were  about  200  gross 
tablets)  realised  prices  ranging  from  8s.  6d.  to  15s.  per  gross, 
and  tooth-brushes,  also  in  enormous  number,  were  a  good 
selling  line.  The  common  or  garden  broker  (of  the  cap-and- 
mufller  variety)  was  conspicuous  by  his  absence,  the  prepon- 
derance being  in  favour  of  silk  hat  and  gold  pince-nez — not 
to  mention  diamond  ring  and  gold  watch-chain.  One  buyer 
seemed  particularly  pleased  with  a  lot  comprising  "  2  dozen 
baby- brushes,  5  dozen  whisker-brushes,  and  2  dozen  plate- 
brushes,"  which  he  acquired  at  3s.  6d.  per  dozen.  "  Three 
dozen  body-belts,  with  money-bags,"  which  the  auctioneer 
suggested  as  a  useful  lot  for  prospective  Klondyke  explorers, 
were  sold  at  4s.  per  dozen,  and,  as  a  gentleman  remarked 
the  behind  us,  "  even  if  he  (the  buyer)  only  got  a '  bob  '  each 
for  them  he'd  make  a  bit."  We  append  a  few  of  the  prices  : —

He  came  periodically 
to  the  drug-sales  in  London,  and  was  occasionally  to  be  seen 
on  'Change,  where  his  cheery  manner  and  business  per- 
suasiveness won  the  respect  of  the  younger  generation,  and 
kept  round  him  many  old  friends. 

Hudson — At  South  Shields  on  January  5,  Mr.  Thomas 
Hudson,  chemist  and  druggist.  Aged  79.  Mr.  Hudson  was 
probably  one  of  the  best-known  inhabitants  of  the  borough, 
having  carried  on  business  in  Thrif  c  Street  for  fifty-eight 


year3.  He  was  Vorn  in  North  Shields,  his  parents  being 
tenants  of  the  old  Northumberland  Arms  Inn,  then  the  only 
posting-house  in  the  town,  and  he  used  to  relate  that  in 
1832,  before  the  era  of  railways,  he  awaited  the  arrival  of  the 
mailcoach  at  Gateshead  which  brought  the  news  of  the 
passing  of  the  Reform  Bill.  On  receipt  of  the  news  from 
the  guard  he  galloped  off  to  South  Shields,  spreading  his  tale 
en  route,  and  on  his  arrival  in  the  town  bells  were  rung  and 


bonfires  lighted.  He  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr  J. 
Ogilvie,  North  Shields,  and  it  was  during  that  period  of  his 
life  that  he  took  part  in  investigating  the  nature  and  origin 
of  an  uncanny  manifestation  at  Willington  Mill,  known  as 
"  The  Willicgton  Ghost."  Mr.  Hudson  and  a  friend  went  to 
the  haunted  mill  to  interview  the  ghost ;  his  friend  declared 
he  saw  it,  fired  his  revolver,  and  fled,  but  Mr.  Hudson,  who 
saw  nothing,  sat  out  the  night  alone.  His  action  tended 
greatly  to  assuage  local  fears  on  this  subject.  Before 
starting  in  business  Mr.  Hudson  and  Mr.  Eno  (of  fruit-salt 
fame)  served  together  as  assistants  in  the  Newcastle  Royal 
Infirmary.  The  deceased  gentleman  contributed  much  to 
the  local  press,  and  was  the  means  of  originating  the 
establishment  of  the  "halfpenny"  ferry  between  North  and 
South  Shields.  When  Garibaldi  visited  the  Tyne  in  185*. 
Mr.  Hudson  was  one  of  a  deputation  who  presented  the 
Italian  patriot  with  a  sword  and  telescope,  together  with  an 
address  of  sympathy  from  the  people  of  Tyneside.  In 
addition  to  being  the  oldest  chemist  in  the  borough,  Mr. 
Hudson  bad  acquired  a  widespread  fame  for  tooth-extraction, 
and  had  on  exhibition,  in  a  room  which  he  had  dubbed  his 
drawing-room,  a  huge  pile  of  teeth,  the  fruits  of  his  skill  for 
many  years.  From  his  shop  in  Thrift  Street  he  often  dis- 
pensed medicines  free  among  poor  people  who  were  unable 
to  pay  for  them,  and  in  many  cases,  besides  getting  their 
medicine  free,  the  deserving  ones  had  a  coin  thrust  into 
their  hands,  with  a  request  that  they  would  "  say  nothing 
about  it."  The  deceased  gentleman  was  never  married,  but 
leaves  behind  him  an  adopted  daughter.

The  award  had  now  been  made,  but  nothing  had 
been  awarded  to  the  creditors  on  the  ground  that  their 
claim  was  fraudulent.  It  was  held  that  there  was  nothing 
in  the  company's  answer  to  the  petition.  On  behalf  of  the 
company  it  was  said  that  had  the  award  been  made  in  the 
company's  favour  they  would  have  had  ample  funds.  They 
now  asked  for  indulgence  for  a  short  time  to  see  whether 
anything  could  be  done  for  the  creditors  and  shareholders. 
The  whole  of  the  assets  were  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver 
and  the  manager  for  the  debenture-holders.  An  adjournment 
was  asked  for  to  see  if  something  could  be  done,  and  this 
was  ultimately  agreed  to — a  month  being  allowed. 

Amalgamation  op  Borax  Companies. — An  extraordi- 
nary general  meeting  of  the  Pacitic  Borax  and  Redwood's 
Chemical  Works  was  held  on  Tuesday  to  consider  a  proposed 
agreement  to  amalgamate  its  business  with  that  of  other 
borax  companies,  by  the  incorporation  of  a  consolidating 
company.  Sir  Alexander  Wilson  (chairman  of  the  company) 
presided,  and  explained  that,  while  they  weredoingpretfrv  well, 
their  business  was  of  such  a  nature  that  they  must  fortify 
themselves  against  possibly  adverse  conditions.  No  doubt 
they  held  the  best  trumps  in  the  game  of  competition,  but 
the  cutting-down  policy  was  a  tedious  process  not  altogether 
satisfactory  from  a  dividend-making  point  of  view,  and 
there  were  other  ways  of  doing  away  with  competition  be- 
sides "  snuffing  out."  By  amalgamation  with  these  com- 
panies they  hoped  to  secure  a  practical  immunity  from 
injurious  competition  without  creating  a  monopoly,  which 
might  lead  to  undesirable  results.  The  capital  of  the  pro- 
posed "  Borax  Consolidated  (Limited)  "  would  be  800,000?., 
in  80,000  5J-per-cent.  preference  shares,  cumulative  and  pre- 
ferred both  as  to  capital  and  dividend,  and  600,000?.,  in 
60,000  ordinary  shares  of  10?.  each,  and  the  whole  of  this 
would  be  taken  by  the  shareholders  in  the  existing  companies. 
Provision  would  also  be  made  for  the  creation  of  1  000,000?. 
4|-per-cent.  first  mortgage  debenture  stock,  of  which  it  was 
proposed  to  issue  now  800  000? ,  leaving  200,000?.  in  reserve. 

The  scheme  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  meeting.  A 
meeting  of  the  Borax  Company  (Limited)  was  held  the 
same  day,  at  which  a  similar  resolution  was  adopted.  It  is 
stated  that  there  are  to  be  some  eleven  concerns  in  the 
amalgamation,  including,  besides  the  companies  named, 
Mear  &  Green  (Limited),  the  Empress  de  Ascotan  Company 
of  Chili,  Societe  Lyonnaise,  Paris,  four  other  Chilian  con- 
cerns, and  two  Peruvian  companies.  The  Indian  and 
General  Investment  Trust  is  promoting  the  Consolidated 
Company.   The  capital  has  been  underwritten.

and  then  your  correspondent's  letter.  Abundant  proof  that 
he  has  so  failed  is  furnished,  for  example,  by  what  he  says 
with  respect  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  1885  and  the  1898 
formulas  for  acetic  acid,  and  by  his  allusion  to  the  deliques 
cent  character  of  potassium  acetate. 

I  do  not,  however,  in  any  way  find  fault  with  him  for 
not  having  followed  the  bearing  of  my  remarks  here  and 
there,  because  I,  in  tnrn,  find  myself  unable  to  follow  him 
or  to  perceive  his  point  in  one,  at  least,  of  his  arguments.  I 
confess  that  his  justification  of  the  B.P.  formulas  for 
acetanilide  and  for  phenacetin,  as  "  following  the  names  "  of 
these  substances,  is  too  subtle  for  my  comprehension. 

As  regards  his  demonstration  that  K.2Mii208  is  the  correct 
formula  for  potassium  permanganate,  it  may  not,  perhaps, 
be  out  of  place  to  suggest  to  him  that  he  should  apply  an 
analogous  train  of  reasoning  to  the  case  of  potassium 
nitrate,  when  he  will  find  that  he  arrives  at  the  formula 
K.N.X),;.

A  Price-List  Criticism. 

Sir, — In  January,  1898,  we  modified  our  price-list  by 
dividing  it  into  four  sections,  the  last  of  which  was  printed 
in  a  warm  brown  tint,  and  the  whole  very  largely  illustrated. 

In  your  Trade  Notes  of  last  week  you  devote  a  paragraph 
to  the  price-list  of  another  firm,  which  you  describe  as  "a 
handsome  new  prices-current "  sent  out  this  month.  It  is  a 
noteworthy  coincidence  that  this  price-list  is  also  divided 
into  four  parts  for  the  first  time,  and  abundantly  illustrated. 
In  your  last  two  lines  you  state,  "  This  list  differs  in  size  and 
appearance  from  any  other  we  know  of."  We  find  that  it  is 
barely  a  quarter  of  an  inch  larger  in  one  direction  than  ours, 
but  how  similar  it  is  in  general  appearance  may  be  illus- 
trated by  a  remark  of  one  of  our  customers  that  he  had  got 
half-way  through  it  before  he  discovered  that  it  was  not  our 
list  he  had  in  his  hand. 

Judging  by  the  similarity  of  several  of  the  packets  illus- 
trated, we  can  hardly  feel  surprised  at  our  customer's  mis- 
take.   No  doubt  the  flattery  is  of  the  sincerest,  but  we  think 
a  little  more  originality  would  be  preferable.

Stores  v.  Poisons. 

Sir— As  an  example  of  store-trade  in  poisons  an  intimate 
friend  told  me  some  time  ago  that  he  called  at  a  well-known 
household  store  with  his  wife,  who  wished  to  make  some 
purchases.  While  there  it  occurred  to  him  that  he  wanted 
some  Fowler's  solution  of  arsenic  for  his  dog.  Without  any 
difficulty  he  purchased  1  oz.,  for  which  he  paid  Qd.  I  asked 
him  if  he  signed  the  register  for  it,  and  he  said  he  did  not,  as 
no  entry  was  made,  neither  was  he  asked  to  do  so.  This 
gentleman  lives  about  twenty  miles  from  the  city  where  this 
store  is.  He  always  ridicules  the  idea  of  signing  for  poisons, 
as  he  well  may  when  there  is  so  much  divergence  between 
the  practice  of  the  trained  chemist  and  the  stove.

Sir, — I  beg  to  suggest  that  in  view  of  the  number  of  curios 
brought  daily  to  the  East-end  druggist  as  receptacles  for

taining any  poisonous  substance  whatsoever. 

5.  And,  furthermore,  that  he  shall  be  required  to  send 
grandmamma  with  any  child  under  the  age  of  72  to  his  or 
her  home  after  the  said  child  shall  have  been  served  with  the 
said  poisonous  substance.

size,  as  it  contains  three  times  the  quantity,  our  intention  being 
to  persuade  people  to  buy  the  large  size,  knowing  full  well  that  if 
this  quantity  is  taken  it  gives  the  medicine  a  better  chance  to 
prove  its  curative  powers. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  great  masses  of 
people  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  4s.  6d.  for  a  bottle  of  Hood's 
sarsaparilla,  we  recently  put  the  Is.  l^d.  size  on  the  market,  and  we 
give  one-fifth  the  quantity  of  the  large  size.  The  2s.  9</..  size  has 
practically  been  withdrawn,  although  some  chemists  continue 
ordering  it  from  us.  After  the  present  stock  on  hand  is  disposed 
of,  there  will.be  no  more  2s.  9d.  size,  and,  we  hope,  no  more  com- 
plaints. The  new  size,  in  price  and  quantity,  now  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  large  size,  and  is  within  the  reach  of  every- 
body.

Pood-preservatives. 

Sir, — In  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for  November  12 
attention  was  drawn  to  a  case  of  poisoning  by  the  use  of 
boric  acid  as  a  milk-preservative.  Apart  from  the  merits  of 
this  case,  what  is  the  reason  for  the  outcry  against  borax  or 
boric  acid  as  a  food- preservative  ?  To  my  knowledge  no 
authentic  case  of  poisoning  from  borax  or  boric  acid  has  yet 
been  recorded,  and  this  is  the  more  surprising  when  the 
enormous  consumption  of  borax  is  taken  into  account. 
Almost  every  meat-packer  in  this  country  uses  borax  as  a 
preservative  when  shipping  meat,  and  the  majority  of  the 
butter  exported  contains  §  per  cent,  of  boric  acid.  Germany 
raises  a  great  outcry  against  the  use  of  borax  and  boric  acid — 
that  is,  when  it  is  used  prior  to  shipment  into  Germany — 
but  when  shipping  goods  abroad  no  country  uses  more  borax 
than  Germany,  and  the  various  "  Preserver-salz "  manu- 
factured by  German  houses  all  have  borax  or  boric  acid  as  a 
basis.  There  is  one  point  on  which  stress  should  be  laid,  and 
that  is  that  boric  acid  should  not  be  used  in  milk.  In  warm 
weather  the  dairyman  generally  adds  boric  acid  to  keep  his 
milk  during  shipment,  the  wholesaler,  ignorant  of  this,  adds 
more  for  the  same  reason,  the  retailer  adds  more,  and  finally, 
owing  to  its  reputation  as  a  preservative,  the  consumer  is 
just  as  likely  to  add  yet  more  to  keep  it  during  the  day. 
Possibly  the  above-mentioned  case  resulted  from  a  similar 
use  of  the  preservative,  but  the  result  was  more  likely  due  to 
ptomaine  decomposition- products.

— (1)  We  think  the  combination  of 
formalin  and  benzoin  would  keep  the  ointment  perfectly  for 
some  months.  In  the  C.  B.,  November  28,  i896, 
page  797,  there  is  a  report  of  some  experiments  on  formalde- 
hyde as  a  lard- preservative.  The  experimenter  found  that 
2  dr.  of  formaldehyde  kept  a  pound  of  lard  in  prime  con- 
dition for  over  three  months.  (2)  Formalin  in  small  quanti- 
ties has  no  effect  on  the  skin. 

143/62.  Phenalgin.—C&pe  Colony  Pharmaceutical 
Examinations. — The  conditions  for  registration  are  the 
same  as  in  Great  Britain,  and  Preliminary  and  Qualifying 
examinations  must  be  passed.  The  Preliminary  is  the  same 
as  that  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  Qualifying  examination  is 
in  the  same  subjects  as  the  Minor,  but  the  examiners  do  not 
go  so  deeply  into  scientific  matters  as  the  British  examiners 
do.  We  have  not  published  an  account  of  the  examination 
for  some  years,  but  may  have  one  soon.
